"Olding it neceffary in the Difcourffflg 
of EngUndy to confider its Domcftick, 
and Foreiga Interelb feverall^; I 
(hall obferve that Method ^ and ban- 
dJe them diftinftlyi beginning with the &rft. 

The Ifle Of Great Britain^ of which EngUnd is 
the moil: conllderable part, and that which is 
chiefly taken notice of in the World, having the 
advantage of an Ifland, in being divided from all 
other Countries, by the Ocean, Narrow and 
Northern Seas, is not fubjeft to thofe incurfions 
tliat Contiguous Countries are, not being in dan- 
ger from abroad whilft Its Naval ftrength is pre- 
ftryedf, by keeping theii: (hipping in good repair, 
^nd their Marriners incoaragcd by goodufage: 
Neither is it fit for Foireign acquifitions, in regard- 
of the uncertainty of wind and vyeather, and 
chargeablenefs of tranlportation \ but contenting 
themfelves with the bounds that providence hath 
given- them, making it their defiga to improve 
^^ B' their 




TheJntereft 
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their advantage for trade, to increafe their great' 
nefi at home, is their firft Domeftick Intereft *, for 
asfelfdefenceisthechief intereft of every Crea- 
ture, Natural or Politick, ^atld as without trade, 
no Nation c^ betottntd^ble^^fpetialty at Sea, nor 
able to maintain a fufficient Naval guard,or defend 
themfelves againft their )powerfuI Neighbours^ 
fo Trade muft be the principal intereft of England. 
And this Natur«,reejns to admonifh them vtanf, 
prohibiting their^fiedlin§ Foreignt:6nqu^fti, by 
jRaciHgthem^iiA) advdnt^eslisthiey are ab IflaBcL, 
Firft, tor preiervation, and without much for aug- 
mentation. 

Secondly,for viewing theadlionsof their Neigh- 
bours, and qualifying them with might and 
ftreiigth fufficient to render them Art^ratorsin 
their difierences. 

And thirdly,for advancing both their pome^d 
Foreign Tranick, in endowing them witlTNatural 
helps for Trade beyond all other Countries : As 
with plenty of it^ple Commodities, incompaOing 
them with profitable and rich Seas ^ convenient 
and fafe Havens and Bays, bold Coafts, Rivers 
and good Ports, all afibrding cnatter of encourage- 
ttient for Foreign Commerce, incomparable means 
in their many Harbours for inaeafing their Navi- 
gation, and great invitations to ftrangers tomake 
ufe of thefe advantages in trading with the Coun- 
try. 

And yet befides thefe Natural helps, England 
hath further the advantage of all other Countries, 
in ibme cuftoms and practices : As in that of breed- 
ing the younger Sons of Gentlemen , and fome- 
times of the Nobility,to the Miniftery,Law, Trade, 
and Pbyflck, ivithout prejudice to their Gentility,

France is not fb flri Aly tyed up by thde niles» 
as the prcceeding Countrcys are, their Nobility 
marrying any wbdre for money, as the Nieces of 
the lafl: great Cardinal (hews*, beCdes that they 
allow of Eftates got by Trade, to be laudable 
Foundations for new raifed Families, in both which, 
principles they are furely wife, and thrive the bet- 
ter, whiieft other Countrcys are kept low by tbek 
contrary Pradices ) for were it hot for the benefit 
that that Country reaps by the incouragement 
which is given there unto Trade, it were im- 
poffible for them to fubfift under their grwt bur- 
thens ; but no people comes fo near the EngU^^ 
in the chief of the^ circumftances, as the wife 
VenetianSy Genonefersy Lucefers^ and the Flarcn* 
tinesy who all allowing the exercife of Trafiick in 
their Nobility and Gentry, reap the benefit of fiich 
prudence, as appears in the three firll exceeding 
t^eir Neighbours much^ in profperity and wealth, 
and the Prince and people of the laft, being abun- 
dantly the better by it; for were it not for their 
principlfe of Commerce, incooraged by ibme Li- 
berty in Gonlcience, connived at in Leghcme (the , 
only Port-Town of Trade under that Prince) 
the people would be as poor, as they are thin, not 
able to live under the feverity of that Govern- 
ment. But if thefe inftances be not fufficient to

OveryJfelyt^O Provinces pf the United Netherlands. 

Butif thefe new Statifts (ball ftill defire the want 
of Trade, with poverty, rather than riches, . with 
the praAice of that they^ call the Debafementof 
Gentility, they ought farther to confider, that the 
Cafe of England is not the fame with other Nor- 
thern Nations -, for Denmark^y Sweden, znd Poland^ 
being aU upon the fame Principle, of defpifing 
Trade in their Gentry, are alike poor, want- 
ing CoiAmerce, and fo under the leis danger one 
of another : But England, having rich and pp^ 
tent Neighbours, Trade is abfolutely neceflaryfor 
their prefervation, in rendring them egual in pow- 
er, both at Sea and Land, to their great and opu- 
lent emulators ^ fo that in true £;7^ilr/b, they that 
plead for lefs plenty in the People of England^ do 
no lefs in efieft (though in Charity I will hope they 
thmk not fo) than argue for expofing them as a 
prey to thek Enemies. 

But tbeie principles are not ftrangein them^who 
* in 
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In pleading for keeping the people low, feem to 
have loft all Natural afieaion to their Countrey, 
inaccufing the Commons (by which I fupppfe is 
meant the Yeomandry of England^ 
who, without oftentation, may be p^Jf <f ^iig- 
called the beft of their kind in the T^J^*^""' 
World, the Peafants of other Coun- ' 
tries being Brutes in Religion, good Nature and 
Civility, compared to themj of being the courfeft 
Bran, and the worft of People, &c. laying, they 
arc fo diftaftful to their Gentry, that they wim 
their Countrey lefs plentiful, or more burtbened 
with taxes, as the way to refine the manners of 
the Conimon people. 

But although the Competitors with e^igLwdin 
Trade, may be glad of having a Confeffion of Pride, 
Infblence, and ill Conditions in the EngUfi, from 
one of themfelves, to make ufe of abroad, for 
their own advantage, and to the prejudice of the 
E9i^lijh tiatiohj yet if it be believed by any that 
knovf England J they muft have changed their ob- 
lervations of it, that people having never lain un- 
der ffach a cenfure uhtill now, that it is untruly,ma- 
licioufly, and imprudently clapped upon thena, by; 
I may fay, a degenerate Couutrey-man, who, in 
his reproaches, (heweth little of that natural af- 
feftion, that every one oweth to the Land of their 
Nativity, norfuitablenefs to the Care his Majefty 
and Council take for promoting Triade, by feveral 
Councils appointed tQ that end: but what ulefo- 
ever Foreigners may make of thefe accufatiohs a- 
gainft the i'^r^fi/fc Traders and Merchants in other 
Countreys, I fuppofe the new Phi- 
lofophy of Poverty, and^ the trant p^^' ^ *^' 
plamtioriofall NonConformifts, ^' 

called 
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called the Sonsof Belial, (the ready way to penury) 
being beft for a Nation^ will have but few Di- 
fciples J for though ^U is thought to be made good, 
by accufmg the People of England of want of that 
humble reipeA and awful reverence to the Nobili- 
ty^ Gentry^ and Clergy, that is due to them, thofe 
to whom the Commons of England dn^ not ftran* 
gersy know that they are not wanting in good na- 
ture, or due obfervance to any of the three Or- 
decs, where there is Jultice» and not Oppreflion, 
in the two firft,lior Cruelty, Ignorance, Pro- 
fanenefs, or Debauchery in the lalt ; for although 
Greatnels may procure Fear, nothing but Virtue, 
Honefly, and Juftice, can Love, and true Reve- 
rence. It may well be queftioned, who it is, 
that the men of thefe principles aim to gratiiie by 
them ? for nothing can be more prejudicial to his 
Majefty, than publickly to maintain that Plenty 
in his people, is inconfiftent with peace and good 
Order in his Government, or that reducing the 
people to a complaining condition, is the, way 
to make them bappy»as this Gentleman infinuates* 
This ieeming digreflion is neceflitated , £)r 
Trade being the true and chief intrindck Intereft 
of England^ without which it cannot fubfiit, thus 
much could not well be avoided, in the making 
out:, that as wellby fome Conftitutions and Cu- 
ftorns, as by its Native Commodities -and Conve- 
nieadesy it fo far excels all q^her Kingdoms and 
Common-wealths in worldly advantages; that 
Providence may be faid to have left nothing more 
for tlie people of England to do, in order to their 
earthlly felicity,, than defiring of it^; the matter 
of TilB'^t being naturally foprepared and fitted for 
themi iMitmay«veabeare^roach|othem|i;Dt 

to 



to advance Tr^de, tboDgh no great gidry to do it ^ 
nothing^y except feme acddents extraordiiiaryy 
or vfokntobftrirAioDs, (as impofliig iipcmCon' 
icienee, &c.y or want of good L^ws, or the ex- 
ecution of them, being capable of hindering the 
inaeafe of it. 

And nowy as from thie growth of Trade chere 
doth naturally arife, not aione rkbes to the Sub- 
jeA) .rendring a Naition confidepable;, bntaHb in- 
crease of reyenue, and therein power and ftreagth 
to the Soveraignv fd it is the andonbted Intereft 
of his Majefty^ to advance and promote Trade, 
by removing all obftrndtions, and giving it adl 
manner o£ incdardgement 

As Fir ft. By kflening the over-great impofitions 
upon Native Commodities, andnponfbdi as are 
ntC^tTmlj imported to be mannfaftnred jn £^- 
imdi^ or to be again tianrported. 

Secondly, By panfing the Native C(Mtnmoditks 
to beiaithfntty and truly made, and ordered. 

Thkdiy, By laydrig all Companies open, sx at 
lea0:, by leaving diMi free, for all to come into* 
them that pleafe, vrithout fines^ more than a fmatl 
acknowledgmem, tyii^ them in fuch cafe, from 
burtkeningtheitown ManufaduresWith Taxes, 
as they u&ally do for the railing money tofpend 
profufelysmd wantonly. W&at ob^ftionsmay be 
made a^mft thts^genieral role, in reference to the 
M^fiJndid^^ }oyn^Stock, i'knbwnot-, bat this I 
^m fare may belaid for it, that the Hollanders ^ 
driving thekjE^/iv^ Trade by a JoynC'Stock, is 
no argument for £sg&B^todo the fimie: for they 
htivingi^thepublicfepurfeoftbeCoa^any, pur- 
chafed and conquered feveral Contitreys aod pet- 
ty Kini^tems, \f^if;b^g9ig6th |bem often inWars 
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mth their Neighbours, aod neceflicateth them 
to keep lip a ftanding Militia of 3 o or 40000 men, 
with many Garrifons, and 100 or more Ships , 
equipped as well for Men of War at Sea , as for 
Merchants ufe ; the-carrying on of fucb a Govern- 
ment, and defraying the charge of it, is no other- 
wife feafible, than by a Society and Joynt Stock , 
the maintaining of their propriety being impradii- 
cablebyanopen Trade; but the cafe notl^eing 
the lame with BngUnd^ they having nothing in 
propriety , fave the infigniScant Caftle of St. 
Gmgt^ upon the Coaft of Cormandel^ apd the 
little Ifland of B9nibe^ given them lately by the 
King, their Trade being all by Factories, there is 
not that reafbn nor neceffity upon them, for a 
Joynt-Stock, ^sui^n Holland: and Societies, in 
retraining the number both of Buyers of the Na- 
tive, and Sellers of Foreign Commodities, muft 
conlequently tend to the abating the price of the 
firft, and inhancing the rate of the latter, nothing 
being moreplain to reafbn, than that the fewer 
buyers of Native Commodities, the cheaper they 
muitbe, as the fewer fellers of Foreign, the dear- 
er they muft be ; and that which abatetb the price 
of Native Commodities, and raifeth the price of 
Foreign, muft be againft the Interefl of a Nation: 
and therefore the Netherlander s^ who certainly un- 
derflandthe Interefl of Trade, equal to any peo-. 
pie living, though by making the Intereft of 
Trade, matter of State, they have an eye of re- 
gulation upon it, yet admit of no r^flraining Com- 
panies, as in England J except in their Eafi and 
Wefi India Trades, where they have great poffef^ 
Cons in propriety. 
Fourthly > By carefully prptedkiiig Merchants 

abroad, 
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abroad , from the wrongs and iDJuries of other 
Nations. 

Fifthly, By making the transferring Bills of 
debt good inLaw^ it being a great advantage to 
Traders (efpecially to young men of fmall Stocks) 
to be able to fupply themfelves with money, by 
the fale of their own Bills of Debt. 

Sixthly, By conftkoting a Court Merchant, af- 
ter the example pf other Countreys, to prevent 
tedious and chargeable Sutes in Law, taking men 
off from their bufinefs, and in making the ad- 
vancement and protedion of Tcade , matter pf 
State. 

Seventhly, By having Rfgiftersof all RealE- 
ftates, as is profitably praiflifed in other Countries, 
and in this, within the Mapnor of Tannton Dt^n^ 
which ip a natural way, will abate the Intereft of ^ 
money, and make Purchafes certain \ for it is no 
little prejudice and blemilb to England^ that of aU 
the Countries in Ewrofe^ there is none, where Pur- 
chafers, or Lenders of mony upon Land, are upon 
fuch uncertainty in their dealings, as in Sngland. 

Eighthly, By taking away all priyiledges (ex- 
cept of Parliament) frona perfona and .pl^es, 
tending to the defrauding Creditors of. their 
debts, and extending the Statute of Bankrupts 
againu: all perfons not Trading^as well as Trader^^ 
it being but equal juftice , that all men fhould 
be alike liable to the payment of their debts. 

Ninthly, Banks (hot Bankers, but) fuch as are 

in ufe it Venice^ jimfiirJam^ ^nd Hamburgh^ where 

the feveral States are fecurity,. keeping particular 

accounts of Cj/fc, for all men defiringit,:areof 

great advantage to Merchants and Traders, in 

iecurinfetheir monies ftoSminany cafualties^ *^ 
^ ^^.1 ^ making 
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making receipts and payments fpeedy^ndeafie; 
beiides, fo certain, without the danger of lofing 
acquittances, or by death , or eCherwife to be in 
want of Witnefles, as takes away all occafionsof 
fiiits about th^iB 9 Bank-accounts being allowed 
for undeniable teftimonies in Law ^ but of thefe, 
I confers there are no thriviDg and flour ilhing ex- 
amples', (ave under Repilblicks. 

Tenthly, The making Free Ports (which Eng- 
Und isf all Countries in Etirape\is ttiofl: proper 
for) giving Hberty to Strangers, as well as Na- 
tives, upon paynaent of a fmall duty, to keep 
Magazins of goods ready for tranfportatipn to 
other Countries, according to the encouragement 
cf Markets abroad, are great increalers of Trade 
and Navigation, and foofriches *, as appears, not 
enlyby Hvlland^ which is a Commonwealth, but 
alfo by Stw Mahesy under the Monarchy oi France^ 
Mdljt^horff , under that of Tur/f/i^y, thefirft, for 
its tiighefs, which contains but thirty fix Acres 
of ground, being the ricbeft City in fr^cf, anij 
the latter, the only place in that Princes Domi- 
nions;, .which, compared to former times, can 
truly'hefaid to flounifh. 

^fcvettthly. Making bufineft at the feveral Of- 
fices for Cuftom and £xcife , and in all other'pla- 
ces, as eafie, and as little vexatious as may be, 
m emi)Ioying fiich pcrfbns of honefty^ integrity, 
anddrfcrecion, as will not abufe their trufts, ha 
moreih infolency than falienels, is a great en: 
feouragement to Traders *, ^ alfo, making parting 
mand out of the Couhtrey by Strang^s and Tra- 
vellers, untroubielbme, is a motive and induce- 
ment to them, to fatisfie thdr curtofitym viiiting 
the Kingdom, and {pending their monqr in it. 



For to objeft ^ (bat tte incivilicks trarellen meet 
with ingoing in, and coming out of France^ hin- 
ders no rerort thither , is more than can be pro- 
ved ; befides that, admit it is not, yet the Jifke 
orage in any odier Country won)d.beaprejudite 
to it, and wonldbc fiirdy lb to Franvt , i^ereit 
notthehumporatprefentof diiisi^dy Age, ttx 
run a madding after them $ and certainly, the 
faplity thatis in doing bnflneisin M^Handj and 
tbeunmolefted tgrefsand regrefs that Strangers 
and Travellers meet with there, is a greatbencfit 
to them. 

TwelftMy, Would the Trading 'Corporations 
chttfe afterthfe example df Lon^bn^ and according 
to their own Inter^fts, and reafoti trf then: infti- 
tution , their members for ^Parliament out tJf 
therafelves, the Interdft of Trade would probably 
be1>ettertnderftObd, and faithfaliier prdfecutcd 
than it is; ami it cannot ;but be a prejudice tb 
Commerce, thstt they generally fend Comtidrs, 
Country-Gentlemen, or their Recorders, to Par- 
liament, who will be fure to preffer their-particu- 
tarlnterdft before that of Trade^ it being natural 
to all men to feek their own profit, before that 
df others. 

^•hirteenthly, As£»fii»^i'hithTomebeitefidaI 
Cnftoms, Which other Countrieis ite ftrangers 
unto. To it hath others, as prejudicial, not known 
to' Foreign teoverpincuts^, as thcigteat expeng&s 
iA Corporations, undoing many Citizens and 
TowrlTmeh^aFreenian ofTflri^, wSoHthamffm^ 
not being aUe to go through all their Offices, ab- 
cording to Cuftom and expeftation, in the firft, 
uftder fevin or. eight hundred 'pound 5 and the 
btter^fijj or ft vd hundred ; wfaich may well be 
L JQdgcd . 
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judged one caufe , vvhy Terl^ is lb poor, and the 
other thrives no better ^ and the like obiervation 
niay be made of the moll: of the other Corporati- 
ons: The great charge of Sherifis of the Coun- 
ties hath decayed , if not ruined niany Families, 
^nd the expence of Barrilters, at their Readings, 
is a provocation to them, to increafe their {hark- 
ing, and growing upon the people *, all^ which 
badeffefts are to be wifhed were remedied, fb 
far' as taking away theie unneceflfary expences 
will do it : And even LonJon is not herein to be 
cxcufed. 

For firft,' Whereas nothing tends more to the 
' advancement of a.people, than living under wife 
and honeft Governours, the charge of their She- 
rifis will for ever (fo long as that expence is con- 
tinued) neceflitate the having an Eye in their ^ 
leftions, more to Wealth than Virtue. And^w- 
jierdam makes good this afiertion ^ for as in the 
choice of their Magiflxates, Merit is chiefly aimed 
at, kindred and riches having little influence; Co 
they reap the benefit of fuch prudence in beinjg 
belt governed ofalltbofe Cities, and flourifliing 
beyond compare. 

Secondly', then- levying nioney upon particii- 
.lar petfons, ;by cbufingfuch for Sheriffs, as they 
Vprefume haye no Efiates to bold, and mull there- 
fore Fine at'xK^ar the twentieth part of what they 
,Var^ worth, which may be repeated once a Year, 
iolong as the parties live, and cannot fwear not 
to be worth ten thoufand pounds,, is an unequal 
way of railing money ; fome efcaping all thejr 
■days, that have two or three jtjmes the Eftates of 
thofe that are. forced to Fine: and to cure this 
evil, the beft way (as I conceive) is by Sheri^ 

layiiig 
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laying down the profale and unneceflary expen- 
ces oi their Shrievalties, according to the exam- 
pie of the Coantries, it being a fqlecrfm in poli- 
ticks, not pra^ifcd any where but in England^ 
that whilfl: fbme by Offices of little attendance 
and fervice, get vaft Eftates, others by Offices 
of drudgery, are by great exptnccs ruined . 

And thirdly, the City hath one rule, the rea- 
Ibnof which is not to be underftopd, ^viz»^ thM 
whereas one chofeii SheriiT before Alderman , 
ipay free himfelf by making Oath that he is noc 
worth ten thoufancj pounds, yet if firft chofea 
Alderman, he is deprived of that liberty, as to 
that Magiftracy, and when afterwards be comes 
lobe cho/en Sheriff^ mult hold. Fine, or go to 
Pfifon, though not worth a Groat, ashathofteni 
ifiiiienout. 

But befides this^ the adminillration of fbme ot 
the Fraternities in London^ ftand in more need of 
reformation than that of the City •, for whereas 
the Primitive Inftitution of moft of them, was for 
rcgoJating and improving mechanicaJ Arts and 
^yfteries, now by mixing in the fame Societies 
the more generous and free Trades and Callings, 
the original reafpn of their Incorporations is to* 
taljy loft, many of the Trades , of which the 
Companies bear the name, not being looked af. 
ter, norindeedanythingelfetofpeakof, befides 
managing their Revenues, and providing for eat- 
ing and drinking: For the maintenance o^ which 
they are often very burthenfom to men in years 
of mean Eflat^s, as well as to young Traders of 
fmall bjgginnings, by impoiidg upon them greater 
Fines for tl^eir Liveries, (not allowing the Plea 
of inability, as their Charter obligeth) vain un- 
C ncceffary

neceflary Fealts, and not holding ofcOflkes, than 
they are well able to bear , or indeed holds ^ny 
proportion with the charge of the Offices, th« 
Fines being in fome Companies four times as 
mnch as the charge of theOffices comes to ; where- 
as other Corporations make their fines, not above 
a fourth, Jor fifth part of the charge of the Of- 
fice, as in LonJorty for the fine of a Sheriff, &c. 
that chufing fuch, as they fbppofe will not or up- 
on feveral accounts cannot hold, they may have 
the benefit of fuch unreafbrable penalties , to 
which men fubnfit, not only frosfk Ignorance of 
the Charter of the Company, but alio as mM: be^ 
in^ able to conteft with the Parfe of the Fellow- 
flnp, or be at the charge of a ipecial VerdiA^ or 
of bringing the matter before all the Judges in the 
Chequer-Chamber, where, in fuch Cafe, many ei 
their Ordinances and pra£tices would be found 
contrary to Magna Chart a^ and Common JuSice : 
for for private men to try their right by a Jury of 
Citizens, who have born the like charge them- 
felves,they are fure to have it given agalnft theffi^ 
and for the Companies, it being natural for men 
to defire that others Aonld run the Gadtkyp ad 
tbcmfelves have done, and to maintain their Ar- 
bitrary proceedings herein, they oblige theif 
Members by Oath at their admiflions into their 
Companies to fubmit to thck Orders,(though ne- 
ver To unreafonableor illegal), and thea afttr^ 
wards prefi Obedience upon the account of Cott- 
fcience *, and tfaefe opprefllions are great hhider- 
ances to the flourilhing of this famous City, Which 
I fpcak not from hear-fey, but in fomc mealfarc 
from experience, recommending the confidera- 
tibn hereof unto Authority for regulation. F^r

ledges, indulging tender Confciences , that hath 
advanced them. And (as to the retrenching of 
expences) this (eems to be agreeable to the prin^ 
ciples of that vvife and great Statefman^ Sir Wal- 
ter RaUighj who faith, that taking away all fu- 
perfluous charges and expences, as wel| in Ho- 
fpitality, as in leflening the Fees, Allowances, and 
>A^ages of Minifters oT little neceffity, as alfo of 
Penlions, Rewards, Entertainments, and Dona- 
ries, to be a laudable parHmony, ufedby the Ro- 
mansy and other well governed States. 

But, fourteenthly, impofingupon Confcience 
in matters of Religion, is a mifchief unto Trade, 
tranfcendiug all others whatfoever^ for if the 
Traders and Manufadturers be forced to fly their 
Countries, or withdraw their flocks, by vexati- 
ous prof^cutions , the having natural Commodi- 
ties in a Country, or no great impofitions upon 
them, willfigni&e little to the Prince or people, 
and therefore Liberty of Confcience is not only the 
Common Interefi of all the Nation, bat efpeci- 
ally of his Majefly, in that 

Firft, By it he obli^th all his Subjefts equally 

tohim,^. no man having jufl; caufe to be offended 

iat another mans liberty , fince he enjoys the fame 

liimfelf; and more particularly, he obligeth all 

the NonConformifts to him^ who can have no 

other' Interelt than his, that in grace and favour 

.'givrtf them Liberty i fecuring thereby, inanefpe- 

cial manner, all the feveral perfwafioos, from 

agreeing upon any thing to the prejudice of 

th^lr Common friend j whereas the Papifbs 

have, as others may have, other Intefefls. 

And were it in the power of man (as it is the 
' • ^ Pre- 
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Prerogative of God alon^) to Force a belief oi: iis^ 
belief in matters controverfal, it were not (to 
fpeak pbliticaliy) the Moral intereft of hisMajelly 
to make ad his Proteftant Subjefts (who own no ou 
ther head than himfelf, and who differ oiil^ in Cir- 
cumftantiaI$)tQ be of one mind in Religion, but 
on the contrary^ takeep them divided In opidions 
as checks upon each other. For as antiently in 
times of Popery, wheii there was ho difference a- 
bout the worfliip of God, this Kingdom was not 
without continual troubles and irruptions iii State 
and Government >, To wtre not the violent Ghdrch 
party kept now in awe by a contrary iitfereft,and 
that they had notNonCo^ormifts to exercKe their 
minds, and vent their choler upon, they might 
probab/y (as in former times) toon prove muti^ 
nous. V 

And as the variety of humours and Illations 
in HannibMs Army were ifeckoded to tend mlich 
to the obedience of it (each being fpi^^ upon the 
^ther) fothe like benefit may be expefted- firom ' 
the cherlfbing and maintafoing o£ the Non-Con- 
(ovmi&s in England. And, aitfaodgh a Prince ar- 
' rived to that height which is above Envy, and aH 
fear from abroad, may Ibmetimes adventare in 
impofing in matters of Religion, it is notki any 
kind excdfable in them that are not in fuch a con- 
dition , but that ftand in need, in (;eference tp. 
the potency of their Neighbours, of t{fe fiearts of 
all their people, efpecially in tbis:^g^', wb<ehthe 
large experience the Wdrld hath had of the in- 
ibcce]^fuinefs and evil of it, bath made (even) 
in the greateft Potentates, a general abatement 
therein, and now, when it is too late, they grow 
weary of their rigour ; The laft P^fe^ z^is^tm^

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Sword, but (to ufe bis own words) that it it God 
^lonetfasitinufl: incline the heart, and ilJummate 
the nnderftanding with his kaowled^) heafllired 
them be wonld never ufe Violence in matters of 
Religion: and to give that King his doe^ hetmljr 
inherited the merciful good Nature of bis incom- 
parable Father. 

. Secondly, it may be concluded to be the Ijijter- 
eft of '.the King and Kingdom of l^nghm/^ to 
grant Liberty of C!oafciencc, becanfefoyagene*- 
ral conient of Nations, Liberty iflCeremonies» iq- 
vented by men, ieetns to be acconnted neceflary 
for the good of humane Society. For I believe I 
may without boMnefs affirm, that Bngl^d is fm- 
jgularln profecntiog them, who are one with them 
in QoArioCf for di&ring only in C^remonks, no 
other Chrlfiian Church that I know of, doing the 
like. In Germinyj the Lfuhiram have fcarce, in 
9ny two Cities or Countries, the fame Ceremo- 
nies ) Nwrtnhmgh and Leiffigg, having almoft a$ 
many as the Papifts, and yet differ in them ; Ham- 
htirjg h^th fewer, and Strasbitrg none at all^ and 
(b it is through ail the Lmheran Cities and Coun- 
tries in the Empire, and yet agreeing in Qo- 
Arme, their differing in Circumftantials makes 
no breach of charity amongft them, although at 
the lame Communion I have (een ibme r^eive 
(landing, 9s others have kneeling. 

The Pole in that Kingdom, feveral Pbpifh Ec- 
ckfiafticalSoverai^s in Gamsmy^ and the Vene-> 
tians in their Grecian IQands, do all give Liberty 
of Cbaftlence in Religion, without thofe fear$ 
9ad jealoufies which we groundlefly fuggeft \ and 
l^et the NoiKCooformifts to the Magiftrates be- 
lief, ar»la Ibme of »h«fe places, three times % 
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number of the Conformifts; and indeed where 
Liberty of Coofcience is given, all caufe of ma< 
tiny from the Reformed upon the account of Re^ 
ligion mud be taken away, they owning no other 
head than their own natural Prince. 
The Church of Rome in their ufing the Inyen- 
, tions of men in the worlhip of God , ieeni 
(their Principles conlidered) to atH: rationally , 
becaufe they pretend to the alfiftance.of an infalli' 
ble Spirit V butforthe Reformed Churches, whp 
do not pretend to any fach help, to mainuin that 
the Lord of Heaven and Earth, who is fo jealous 
of his own worfliip, that under tt^e Law, he fe- 
verely prohibited the adding to, or diminiihing 
one tittle from what he had commanded, and 
under the Gofpcl gave no other Commiflion than 
to teach according to what he had commanded , 
that he hath left his Worfhip to the inventions of 
corrupt frail men, inclinable above all things to 
fuperltition and idolatry, and who are by nature 
endkfly various in their imagination^, fenfe, and 
underftandines, feemstobcirratipnal, andtoac* 
cufe Chrift of not having been as a Spn, focare* 
ful of his Church, as Afojes a Servant was of the 
Church of God under the Law : for had Chrifl in. 
tended to have left his Church under a negative 
obedience in worfhip , making all things lawful 
that he had not forbidden , the comniand ha4 
been as readily made, to dowhatfoever he had 
not prohibited , as it was to do whatfoever be 
hath commanded ; And that the Church olRmf% ' 
who pretends to infallibility, Ihould not cxait 
Conformity in Ceremonies , where there i$ aa 
agreement in DoArjne, as they do not eyen ipi 
fame it felf, (where they might forfc it,, lyjcj^-

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o»t prejudice to Tradc^ havibg little to obftroft) 
there being in that City feveral Popilh ChurdieS) 
diffcriog from one another ia Ceremonies, and 
all abundantly from that properly called the R^ 
ittrwx Church, and yet agreeing in ', ^ . 
Doarine, have publick tolerati- . J^^SJjg 
pn, without exceptions ; and yet angreiatinsjkti 
that the Church of Enflaniy who 
pretends not to mfallibility, (bpuld to their civil 
prejudice, be rigid in impofing them upon thofc 
jchat agree wiith them, no tonly in Fundamentals, 
but in all material points of Faith, Worfhip, and 
Obedience, with puniihment for denial, 1 cannot 
comceive the reafon^ except without Ccremonifil 
to adm^ifter matter of employitient in punilhiag 
^tender Con&ieflees , they think :t^ey ihould be 
without work in any kind adeiquate to thek 
gieat Revenues , and that they dread the confe- 
qnence of ufelefnefs. 

But if this be Aot the Cafe, and that they: re* 
^Ily defign no atore,than piouftj tf> bring the Non; 
Conforroifts into t;beir Churches, (as \ will hope 
they donor) l/haU(beCau(e (he wrath of man wiQ 
neyer accorapiifljthe righteoufnefs of Chrift) hum* 
bly recommend upto them, a» the moft: effeftnal 
remedy apiqftfeparation: » —

^d in duty to God, and excofeable before man in 
^liU^$ other Teachers -, for though a fcaodalous 
P8f fpf) may diicourfe well for an hour in a Pulpit, 
yet his Life will always do more harm than his 
Preaching good v Example prevailing more with 
cof mpt nature than Precept. 
. ' i have lived iq reformed Countries abroad, 
where he that intendsf the Mioilbry, is firft heard 
txercife in private by (bme of the moft able , 
Ibber, learned^ and judicious of the Church, to 
tim end, that whatlbever (hould be found amift 
in matter, form, affection in words or gefturesy 
Might be reproved and reformed, after which he 
is Licenfed to Preach, but not ordained, until ac- 
cording to antient Canons he is called tO: g 
€harge, nor then neiither,without a Certificate of 
bis fbber Lifeand Converfation ^ a method, which 
as it would prevent the contempt of the Clergy 
(ib much complained of by that Book, writ by a 
Gonformift, (hewing the caufe of it) (bit would 
tend much to the preaching the Non-Conformifts 
into, and not outof the publick Churches, as the 
fifiy Weekly Sermons to the Jews at K^m do 
Ihem, fhsLTd&iiSg them in their errors. And thik 
18 a care, that may well be thought the proper 
pork ot the <ii>vernours of a Church, and an 
hnploymefit becoming the greatelt of them ; for 
the debauchery and ignorance of the Ecclefiaftick^ 
in the Church of Ttemey &X. may rationally be 
lodged the chief reafon, why Religion thrives no 
better, and Acheifm gt»W9lb*6ftiA >be World.

And as to that of fitting bare all Sermon 
ilme^ as it is without Authority, fo it is a- 
gainft the praftice of all Cbriftian Churches, in 
iintieht as well as modern times, and never known 
ih'£irj^/^^ until of late, except in the three iafl: 
Yeairs of Bifhop Lands Dominion , when be was 
Idefigning the reducenientof Religion to Forms, 
G^icuFes, Habits and Reverence to Perfons and 
^cone^ Walls: and this unwarrantable Ceremony 
Tceeps (upon feveral accounts) many out of the 
CHurd), as Ibme from weaknefs of Gonftitution, 
ii6 Caps being lb good a fence againft Cold, in a 
jMdt empty Church, as a broadbrim'd Hat, others 
upon an account of C(Hitcience, as thinking the 
Ceremony fuperftitious, and a third (brt upon a 
political account, as not daring to trufl: the Church 
wilfi an Arbitrary Power of impoCng what Cere- 
racviies they pleafe, fearing that the Countenan:- 
dng of one Innovation by complying with it, may 
trfifti'in another (incroachments and breaking 
ilowa of Fences, being always dangerous, but in 
fbme times more than in others) and fo leave it 
^mcert^iH where the E^clefiaftical Itch of Domi'^ 
Hibn #iH reft, it being akeady fo far advanced , 
•riwi in feme plac^ *tt is expcfted that men 
flibiild be bate ev<9iito the very W^ of a 
• Church, 
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Church, out of Service or Sennon timeyatid 
for warranting a Ceremony contrary to unitreHiii 
prdiftice^ and greatefl: Antiquity, as thatis of lie- 
ing bare during the Sermon, we ought to baye a 
difcov&ry of new Light from Scripture, left 
otherwife we feem arrogantly to accufe fcrmec 
A^es of impiety as well as ignorance, in never 
ufing any fuch pretended decency. 

And as all unneceflary things tending to thedi* 
vidingof a people, and cpnfequently to the breach 
of Peace and Charity, is impolitick, fo diftinguifll- 
ing Ceremonies not Commanded by legal Autho- 
rity, ought for Peace fake, (as well as a duty in- 
cumbent) to be avoided ; and if Church-men would 
according to the decrees of ieveral Councils, ap- 
ply themfel ves only to the affiiirs of the Church , 
they would find work enough there. 

As firfl: in making ftriA Examination after 
mens parts, and inquiry after their Lives and Cdn- 
verfations before Ordination, which isibneoeffiiry 
for prevention of feparation, that nothing elfe ^ 
will be efieAual, becauieParHhioners will uke 
exceptions againit then: Pttftors, if they find them 
wanting either in Morals or Minifterial Gifts , 
and will not be (atisfied with the care of procure* 
iDgfevere AAs of Parliament for thefuppre(&ng 
of Non*Conformity only to humane Ceremonies, ^ 
not diflering in Doctrine. And if the Phyfictans " 
who have the care but of our Bodies, will not ad* 
mit any into their Colledge without a thorough 
Examination and fuU latisfa^ion of their Abili- 
ties jn their Faculty, withmuch more reaibn men . 
ought not to beadmitted into the Miniftry, who 
have the care of our higheft Coocern, vvitboucthc 

liketryal. . : -.. -*r* 

Secondly, 
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It is ocedfol , for fecuring o^f RtHgitfti flgainft 
Popery > as for pretreotitig t^opifh Mothers ^ac* 
Mrdiijg to the late if not prefefit pf afltce of the 
Reformed in Frdmi) id bridging up their Chil. 
dren (after she Detfkh of their Proteftafit Fa- 
thers) to the Romifii Religion as they ofteA ^oi 
And alfo if their power for depfivif}^ ftandaloiis 
Minifters guilty of mod etioriBoascrmles, be not 
ftifBcidnt^ tsfome pretend it is nbt^ to procure 
more,. ^^ 

Thirdly^ To pf omoce the like (^ atigtnenting 
ioindJiIOus livings sAd icandatons dllowaAtes by 
Idcnoibeats of pluf duties to their under-Cnrates; 

Fovrthlyy Fm* providing (according to the ILt- 
ample Of other Reformed ChnrcheO ftiatntenante 
for fuper-anuated Mint(ters, to the end that futh 
as are qnalffied for the work Of the Miniftry , ffoay 
beadflaittedtothe ptices of thofd whoffotoAg^ 
or other tlifirtnities, either dlnnot Officiate, dt 
tre nuide fonniit for their Calling^, that infteied 
of inftruAing their Addicors^ they adoiinifter no- 
thing but matter of laughter, ftorn^ and con- 
tentpt, even t6the mesineft GapMittei of th6 
peofrie, of whieb I have fotttetifa«^ been t wit- 
nefii. 

Fifthly, For fiippreffiflg Popery In (khptscei 
where ChurchXJovernonr^hateMM piWer, as 
Whore they are Lords Of Mannor^^ and h^tveCof- 
legiatc Cbufched with D^ns, as at Itiffon^ih 
T(frkil>iT0i redndlngthatPdrtffi^ whidb (according 
to cooiflion fame) bdtb ntkt t^6 thonfand 
i^aptflis in it^ t^ ciie ei^n^ df ffJHfaM aih! 
BrM^0'd, twiD Parifltes in th^ fti^e County, re- 
mote and furthcft from the eye of the Ghtteh'^ 

where 
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mhtK the firft bath not one Papift^ thoogh twontjr 
thonfand ConuBunicants, and the latter hot one 
(a filly old man) though it hath ten thooiand ia it^ 
&c. and this I humbly propofe, tothe end that (be 
increafe of Popery in mch places may not refieft 
npmour Illoftrious Church nor its reverend Go- - 
vernours^ for I would not be underftood in this 
(which I am led unto by the CiTil as well as Ee- 
clefiallical Interefl; of our Nation) to mtend the 
impeaching or arraigning any thing that is ao- 
cording to Ijiw, or the Ecclefiaftical efiaUifted 
Government, aUfuchdefigns beii^foforaim to 
my thoug)ats, that in order tothe fervice otthe 
Church) I humbly ofier further toconfidttMM; 
whether it's not iafeft to redu«e our matfflet M* 
Woribip in all Churches to the exaA rak 4>f tfaa 
Law , left otberwife the Separatifts in many pta* 
ces, when profecuted for Non-Conformity, &mSA 
plead Innocency, in that there is no fuch Church 
to 09 to as the Law direds^ for unwarrantable 
additions in the obfervation ot a ne^tive Law^ 
may render the oblervationas faaltyand void at 
fubftraAion may do, which I wifhmay be avoided ^ 
becaufe Non-Conformity being ndtbing but going 
contrary to the rule eftabliOled f the members 
of one Church, are as well NoivConformifts in 
adding, as the other are in fnbftrafting, and we 
cannot reitfonably blame them for the one, wbilft 
wc ptaftife the other oar felves *, And moft o£ 
this 1 have been induced unto by tbtt Book, fhew-* 
ing the caufe of tbecontempt of our Clergy, writ 
by one of our Church* 

Thirdly, Liberty of Confcience to all Prote^ 
fiantMoQ-Confoniills, isthe true Interefl; of King 
and Kingdom, in that it is aUbhtteiy and indii; 

penfably 
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penfably beceflary, for raiflng the value of Landi 
which at prefent is miferably mean and low, and 
advancing the Trade and Wealth of the Ring* 
dom. 

Firfl:, Becaufe impodtion upon Confcience hin- 
ders the refort of Strangers, and ib the encreafe 
of people, y^htttof England is greatly wanting, 
coming fo far Aiort of Holland in numbers^ 
(whereby that Province alone, is made more con* 
fiderable than all the other fix) that whereas 
they are calculated to have fix Soals for one Acre 
of ground, England^ I fear, hath hardly one for 
ten: and the riches of ffo//4?7^) under fuch 
^^^jj multitudes , as the provifions of their 
uaod. ^^^ Country, are faid not to be* fuflfci- 
cnt to nourllh above an eighth part of their Peo- 
ple (all the rdl beine fupplied by the Sea, and 
Trade with other Countries) argues Plenty of In- 
habitahts to be ^ benefit to Trading Countries, 
and Foraign Conquefts or Plantations, exhauft- 
ing men and money, where there is not an over- 
plus of both , "a prejudice which ought to be a* 
voided. 

Secondly, Impofition upon Conlcience, drivcrf 
the fobereftand mod: induftrious fort of Natives 
into Corners, leaving Trade in too few hands, and 
to a kind of people that do but rarely mind itv 
amongfl: whom, though there are fome that get 
large Ellates, it is not thethriving of a fmaH num^ 
ber, but difTufive wealth, that makes a Country? 
rich. And , as moft of the Corporations in En^and 
have declined in their flourifliingconditionf fined 
many of the fobereft and publick fpirited Citizens 
^sA TbwRfmen^ bav&, by the impofition of Oathsi 
th^y could notcomply with, beoi barred ailiharc 

in 



in Government, (o the influence would bare been 
the fame upon the whole Nation, had not His 
Majefty wifely confidered the g6od of his King- 
dom, in exprefEng his fence for Liberty, and in 
fomc kind conniving at it. 

And if men, fetting; aCde pafllon, would but 
ierioufly reniembei;, hoW pernicious quarrels 
grounded upon differences in matters of Faith, 
have beqn to Mankind (o£ which Hiftory affords 
us plentiful Examples enough, to make an honelii 
heart tremble to relate) and ponder the lad con- 
leqnence of Popilh Perfecutions in the Deaths (hjf 
feveral brutilh ways and torments) of many Milk* 
ons.ofChriftlansini?r/i;z<rtf, England^ Utthcrlandi^ 
Qerma/y^ the jilfine P^dlies ^ ^^^fyj iSfaifty and 
Ireland^ be/Ides the dreadfull Wars, Confu/Ions^ 
Ruines, and defblatibns of Countries, Chat have 
been upon this account, producing no other ef- 
feifts than the depopulating of the three lait,. and 
increafing (he number of Diffehters in all the refl^ 
beCdes the irreparable damage of thlsKingdooi, 
in theirf ormer Bifliops drivinjg the Woollen Manu- 
fa<5tures back into the JStetherlandsy (as the King 
of Sfdn had before driven them into England) by 
Periccation, where they hate ever fince increafed, 
and where they now remain fad Monuments to 
this Nation, of the impohcick feverity of thole 
times, they could not but be convpced of the 
vanity and Wickednefs of fuch prad:ices, as well ^ 
as of the civil prejudice they bring to Kations, in 
deftroyingof their people, and therein depriving 
them of the benefit' of IhcJ'uttry, thinking cha- 
ritably of that faying, which was anciently in 
Vojue, and is ftill m fome places rem'embred,* 
thatwhenaBilhop is Created, the Devit enters 
* p - into 
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into him, and makes him his Executioner ; which 
as it had its original in times of Popery, fb it con- 
cerns their Bifhops only. 

And let no mart believe, that be^nfe theMo-^ 
narch of Spaing and Tyrant of Xmr, by prohibi- 
ting the reading the Old and New Teftament, ex- 
crciling bloody and mercilefs Perfecutions (there- 
by depopulating then: fbveral Countries) have 
cleared their Dominions of their Proteftant Sub- 
jeds, that therefore without uling the like means, 
thcChurcli of ^niland tazy do the fame by their 
Non-Conformifb i for if the excrcife of a coercive 
power over the C^fciences of men in matters of 
Reiigion, catitfi^g poverty and the unpeopling of 
a Nation, were more to be defired thaii, liberty 
6( diflenting in the Worlhip of God from Un- 
fcriptural Ceremonies, with populoufneis, and 
abounding in wealth and riches -, yet with the Re- 
formed Religion it isnotfeafible, becaufe under 
the light that that brings vyith it, hunian inven- 
tions can licver be impofed in the fervice of God 
without encountring oppoCtion : for fbould the 
Nation be at once emptied of one whole Genera- 
tion of Non-Conformiftsifo long as reading of 
the Bible is fufiered, another will unavoidably 
(from the difcovery it makes) immediately fpriqg 
up i and for the prevention thereof to follow the 
Diabolical Doftrine of Rome^ in prohibitmg tjxt 
ufeof that word which was given toman by the 
Spirit of God for his guide and inftruftioh, is flot 
to be done by Proteftants , who know that the 
Apofttes did not intend, that thofe to whbto thej^

Nor do 1 know how to reconcile bis boalHng of 
the' tranfcending Charity of the Church of f^^- 
A»f^ towards other Churches, with bisaccufing 
them of looking upon the Non-Conformilb of 
England ^$ Baftards, or making no account of any 
other Intereft in them, than a man makes of the 
Vermin which breed out of hisexcremeutitious 
fweat, ov thok jiJcmsUsj wbichcomefometimes 
in his moft uncleanly parts i but for fuch homely 
exprefllions^ furely the Church of England will not 
think themfelves befaoldingto him, no more than 
for rendring thentjb charitable tothofe that dif- 
fer ftom them both in Doftrine and Difcipltne, as 
the Papifts do, who are the Church he muft mean, 
and fo nncharitable to tboie that agree with them 
in all material points of Dodrine, and differ on- 
ly from them in ckcumflantials, as the NonXon- 
formifts do. 

Secondly, The growth of Popery in England 
ought to be prevented, not only becanfe the 
Principles of their }efuites<who of allOrders bear 
the grcateftfway) of goqd Intentions, Eq*iiv<^- 
cations. Mental Refervations,Probabilityv2nd N0- 
<:e(Ety,c^r. and of their Church, that thcsre.csno 
Faith to be kept with Hereticks, render tii^m un- 
fit for honeft Converiation , efpectalfy for the 
Society of Proteftants, there being no.fd^cea^ 

?ain(t fuch Princi{ries) but alfo upon a Morale 
olitic^I account^ as they ace Enemies jCcofnp«reci 
l» the Reformed) td civil prolperity^ there be- 



lag no Popifli Country in the Worlds hot were 
they Pr<M:e(bants^ would be more than of dooble 
confideratioii to what they now are, as thcrfe 
that' are fo now, are fo much more rich, greati 
and ibrmidable^ than when they were under Pa» 
pifli Oarknefs, which proceeds from an unaptncff 
to* bofiKfs, begot in men of that Religion^ by 
the flarery they are in to the Church, and the in* 
couragement given by it toidleneis, in the muL 
titudes of their lazy Fraternities, numerous Vt« 
gabond Pilgrims, and Holy-days^ and whereReli- 
gion'hath no influence upon men, I wiOi tbisd* 
vil Confideration may : For the truth of this , 
Itdy and Sfoin, where they are the greateft BigoU^ 
do evidence ; befide, that the fame feems to be 
made good in England^ in that for one Fapift 
firanger of bufinefs,^ that \% in it, there is thonghe 
tobefiftypcote0:ants, or more; though, I fear, 
the diSerehce in the number of ftrangers of 
the one^ and^ the other Religion, is not much $ 
and the fewer idle and nnprofiuble perfons any 
Country hath, themoreprofperousit muft needs 
be. 

Thirdly^ Becauiethe vaft fi^ms of money that 

go out of £2ij;k;9^^ fent by Papifts to fucb ufes 

as they calk pious ; for putting young Gentlewo* 

men into Nunneries , and breeding Gentlemens 

Sons in pop'db Schools and Umverfities, with the 

Popes Revenue galdsered by his Penitentiaries and 

JVfifBoiiaciei, forlndulgeiioes, Difpeniations ;

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left than an hnndred and tneuty Ett^Ujh Yoidis^ 
aild the Colledge at Dmay, /eighty or more Stur 
d<ots» beildc their other Schools, UniTcrfities , 
Convents, and Nunneries, fcatteced over ail the 
Popilii Terietories, (founded on purpofe to en-^ 
cr^that Intereft in gnglamlj corrupt and per- 
vett'their Gentry) which are too many toenvnie* 
r<ite. 

. I And I have heard the Popes GoUeftions in Sng^ 
Imd Calculated by a Romifb Prieft, of more tbaa 
ordiaary impioyment and intelligence, to amount 
to. a vaft fum, a good part whereof is paid out in 
SaQtries, to Englifn tituiarPopifh Church Officers, 
aod^I)eriours of Orders, which the Popeliath 
ordinarily lurking in £;7^£«//i; and although this 
Viayperadventure be denied by Piapifts, wboIuiTe 
jurreafon* (though true) to own it, yet if their 
private and frugal manner and way of living,widi 
their freedom from the charge of pubiickimploy* 
meats be confidered, it may rationally be conda* 
ded, that were they not under fome great un^ 
known expence, tiiey could not but exceicd their 
Neighbours abundantly in Wealth, whereas on 
the <xmtrary, they ^ not g«erally increafe fo 
ff&ah^in Eflates, as Ptoteftants do, wboibme- 
tiioe^ hatekfs revenaes, and always live more 
pleotifiilly- 

Andlaftly, Becaufe the multitude of lazy 
Pfteftsand Jefuites, fentasEoiiilaries, to &dacK 
Pn^teftants, atid encdurn^ Papiftsin tiieiv EcfMif^ 
are a vaftchar^ to thole, of that KeUgkm, and 
^ehem, to the Nation, withcaitfontcibutii^aiiy 
^ttf^ to the good of Macikiiid : andif tb6 frenA 
Kingthinlcs it his Intereft; in^ard^ tothr rp«

tofopprefihisProteftantSabjeAs^ who, by Law, 
have a right to Liberty of Confcicoce, equal with 
the ftpiftsy who own 00 other Head but their 
Native King^ and who were fo faitbfial to him , 
that wberv reduced to the greateft extremities at 
Rochelj aod forced to implore the alEftance of 
EngUnd > yet would never depart from their Ah 
legiance, inputting themfcrlves under Enflmd^ 
when foliicited to it , The King of EngUnd hath 
much more rcafon to think it his Intereft, in or* 
der to his fafcty , and making himfelf Head of 
the Proteftant; Pgrty, to ftp. 
prefs the Papifts, who own jk/v }amei his Vtth 
another Head, wd fb have a clAmAtions^ aa pdv 
Foreign Intei^fl, and whoare ll^:::f,^%S 
bred to Princjples which kad^ o(tbiSuL<f 3$Kta 
them to a reiUe/s plotting a- eaf^ 2- 
gaiafl; their Sovereigns, if con- 
trary to them In Religion, never joyning with 
ftcb but upon delign for tbemfelves. 

As Sir J(fbn Ttrnple in his Hiaory of the Rebel- 
lioSQ of /r^/Wj weJiob/erveSy that to his remem- 
brance therew^s not one Gentleman of Qgality 
in all /r^4ii^that was there born and bred aPa^ 
piQ:, ^ that at the breaking out of the Rebellioo ^ 
either took. up Afm$ for the King, or de&ed Uf 
do it, they hoUlft9g.the morther of King and Peok 
j>levRebelh^:^.«Qr:any thing elfe, which they 
ludge may tend tfttbv^ prppagatifig pf their Rell* 
gciad,; law^l;: iQi .llie We of inch as they call H^ 
reticks, a« tfjoltiwbo b^ve copTsrled with Papifts 
aheoadi Wher^they fome|times fpoak theu^heart^ 
andjowfi their Prijociples, do know, ai well^ 
the Gu» Powder Twafon,, tiwLMaffacre in Jre- 
iwdr tW «bfe;iB«%Pl«tt. 'Vk,Q^ *'^'^*' 
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days, (which cannot be forgotten) do (ufficientljr 
witnds. ' 

^nd that thefe are their Principles , appears 
noif only by thefe inflances, but alfo by the wrt^ 
tii3gs of their greateft Church-men , who main- 
tain that thcPope hath power todifpence with the 
Lawsof Gody in cafe he judge the obferving of 
them to hinder the doing of a greater good. That 
if a Prince be (one they, call) a Heretick, he may 
abfolve his SubjeAs from their Obedience to him; 
And as it is their Dodtrine, that Faith is not to 
be kept with fuch, fo the other is their praftice; 
our own late'ftories acquainting us, that Fom^ 
(Executdd for the Gunpowder-Plot) jullified at 
bis Death, that horrid and deteflable Treafon , 
as good and warrantable by his Religion, deny- 
ing that he ofigfat any Allegiance to the King, bcr 
caufe he held him for an Heretick, and was forry 
only that the defign took not efieft (blafphemou^ 
lyfiying, that God womtdhave^^ncedkdi^y buftht 
JDevil difcovered it :) which words we find riot 
fince denied, or blamed by any of their Church. ' 
And' wbtft fecurity can a Prince or State receivi 
from a Religion of ffach Tenents? And for further 
demonftration , that thefe Principles are juftly 
Charged uppn tbe Roman Church, :it is nott6i>e 
forgotten, tbaj: the Pope (whom they call in- 
fallible) to the end to recommend (as laudable) 
unto all his Followers thei|raftice of Mal&pcres 
and breach of Faith, appointed at Rmtz^vbik 
lee or folttnn Thankfgivmg for that at Fdris 
(though odious even to Infidels f&v the Cruelty 
and fSfidilefHefs of it) And futabte heneunto^l 
have my felf heard that unnatural aft:<^ HiSf 
the Secoitdbr^M»MpuH^g,hiSfiktefl: SmOn^^Uk 



t6 Death (for being only Turpefted of favouring 
the Proteftants in the Netherlands) That not to bt 

SnlkVdy bloody, and more than barbarous 
aflacre in heUnd^ and the Popes onjning of it, 
by fending his Nttntio into that King(lom to: iq. 
courage and ailift the carrying on of that Rebeili- 
ton, all jultified by Iriih Prieib and others of .that 
Keligion, which I have met with in Fordgn Coun'- 
tries. 

And that the Papifts are inftruAed from Adr 
Cradles in tbefe Barbarifms, I have alio rea.* 
ibn to believe, Icnowing it ordinary with them, 
toconfefs it tawful before God, (omurther Pro* 
teftantsas they are Hereticks: and Dr. Lmher 
in his Conunentaries upon the GaUtums^ con- 
ieileth, that before his Converfion he cooid have 
admlniftred Fire and Sword for the burning and 
deftroyingof anHeretick, as thinking be monld 
therein have done high fervice unto God ; and 
further ichargeth it upon their whole Church , 
that they hold: they do God good fervice in kil- 
liqg Hereticks* 

And how Arange fbever t}m may feem to men 
of better Principles, ignorant of Popilbpraftices 
aod doftrine^ ^ k is no more than Sir John Tern- 
f^'sHiftory of the Maflacre inIr4Umd dqth. fill- 
ly nutkeouc, in making it appear by the Etepo- 
litionsaf feveril Credible Witnefles, that the in* 
human Cruelties of thofe Heathenifli Bdieb 
were fo prodigious, as the; Primitive Perfecuttons 
could noe^exceed^ their Ptiefts giving themrtk> 
Sacrament upoaCondition not to fpare Man, Wo- 
man, or Child, of the Prcteftant Fleii^on^ die- 
daring it asikwful^to deftroy fuch aslQ kiM 
a ihe^. a; « Bo^ iraflutgf Bopiih. ChOdiwiD 
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kill Proteftant Cbiidreo and l^opi(h,LiRdrord9 
to kill ^tbeir own Proteftant Tenants , as thef 
did Popilh Tenants to do the fame by their Pro- 
teftant Landlords, and all without regard to 
Sex. or Kindred : and at the Ttyal of Macqinri 
(a Chief Rebel) it was proved at the Kings-Beacb- 
Bar, that there were no lefs than one hundred and 
fifty two tboufand Men, Women^ and Children, 
&tanically morthered in the firft four Months, 
idiich nnmber though fo great, is far fhor t of Sir 
Jahns Calculation, who affirms, that in Vlfter 
alone, which is but one of the ^ont Provinces <^ 
that Kingdom, there was theiame number of 
Proteftants wanting in it; and yet the Maflacr^ 
4rvas over the whole Nation, which Sit John cb^ 
ierves, was occaHoned by not potting the Laws in 
Executioa againft the Popiib Clergy , as tiiac 
^hlch caufed the iilling tk the Ktngdbm with 
£riefts and ]efuit;es)iift beffX'e the Rebellion. 

And. now upon the whole, though I1>elieve 
tht Engiiih Natioo eobeiafhe genei»at the beft 
conditioned people (freeft from jealoufics and 
fears, eafiliefi:oo2£QedwithgCR>dwoDds, hot be- 
Jieving danger untilt it be too la^e) of any in tte 
World , and that therefore ttete tsity be ibme 
tfliongthemof the Romi(h Religion, who from 
a. natiical teodernefs to Mankindy cannot bring 
up tteir natures to the ekerdle of tlie bfbody and 
dcfta^ing Principles of theit Church i yet? a« they 
am all bred to thefeprinttples and ii^thegenend 
<cfpBciaHy thofe 'mJrtUnd) ar^ the moft Bigots 
ti^Ramiy fo they want BoweU atid good nature 
towards any of a contrary Religion to them ; 
itbeiF Charity teaching at aiofl; no flatter than to 
4b(rftt: of their oj«ti l^l^ U&fl^ IbtteChqjes ^ith 
Ilia their 



their Rel^i^ all fiatural aSe Aion tovlrards evea 
their neareft Relations remaining Proteftaoei^ 
when theipftkes have tnriied Pa|^y ol wlucb I 
hare known the experience. 

And as their Priefts wocking upon their blind 
Tsal) do according to. their own ambitious and 
iceftkfs Spirits, inflame their Diftiples with #e- 
^es of being nppermoft) making them impatidc 
of living nnder any other condition, fo it is the 
Jntereft of die Proteflants of Et^UndunA heUnd, 
to be the more jealous of any Power inthcic F|- 
pifts, as thofe whofe fakhkb Principles ai e not 
to be^ttufted, and efpecially fincein contemjte- 
tioQ hereof were (I nippoft) 
made thofe wife Statutes, & • 35E»a.cfc*a,*'§ 
uaftii^ffaatthe PojpiihRecu- f^'^^^^ 
jfants Aali be refirained to their private Hoofts 
4n the Country, and net atany tmie after taptl% 
, or remove above five miles from thence y ««Mi 
pain of forfaicare for life^ of ali Lands, Goods, 
and Chatteh', That none cf tbem^ oonviOtxt, or 
to be com^iifted, Aall remaiiiv withm ten miles v[

. Andnow, fince the Wifdomofthe Nation hath

ftrange, that putting the Laws in execution 
4igainft-the Non^Conformifts, fhouid be thought 
a good reaibi) for the profecution of them , and 
be none againft 0he other , of whofe dangerous 
Principles there hath been fuch large experi- 
ence. , 

Sotne obfervations here may peradventure be 
thought ftrained and new, as that (here is a kind 
of Natural unaptnefs in the Popifli Religion to 
4)ufiorfi, whereas, on the contrary, amongft the 
Reformed, tht greater their zeal, the: greater is 
their inclination ta Trade and Indilftry, as hold- 
ing Idlenefs unlawful^ but experience in moft pla^ 
ces makes it:good : as in Spain and Itafy^ no ooe 
City can boaft of any great Trade driven by their 
Natives ,. the grcateft part of their Commerce 
being carried on by Proteftant Strangers, jhfip^

In France^ the Reformed , for their number, arc 
the greateft Traders;' though tha^ people being 
looier from the Bifhop of Kometban Sp4f»or Italy^ 
are more given to Induftry than :either.of thofe 
Nations •, but ye{t, that the Refc^medare by much 
the more Induflribusv appears, fa that they have 
jia Beggars amon^ttfaem, though calculated to 
jexiteed three or foqr Millions of Sonil*; it having 
beeii obferved|by oae that travdled./?r/i;rce round, 
and crofled it fevecallvays, thatinall his Travels 
in it, heneverin^jwitbone Prpteftant jBcggar ;

To which I Iballadd 
this, that as the difoofery of fidfe Religions, 
may be faid to betheeflleA of fenie, reafon, and 
upderftanding, fo ft is liberty that is the impro- 
ver pf them, no people under flavery , having 
that ingenuity as when under freedome. The 
Grecians, ^boantiently in time of tiherty, ex- 
-ceected all others in general knowledge and 
depth of Learning, being now under flavery, are a 
dull, ignorant, barbarpqs Nation* And the Flo- 
rentine's, who were once fanaed for acute and 
pregnant Wi^, arenownonioreib, andatbeft 
but equal to the common fort of Italians*, fbrif 
Dppreffion will make a wife man mad, it may 
well fufpend the genms of a people. 

And now upon the whole,' lince it appears that 
Trade depends much upon lifaer^ of ConfcBace, 
thefuggeuionsagainftit, cither from unexperien- 
ced, or concerned perfbns, are uot to be regarded^ 
Gentlemen, bred only in tiie Qmxitry ^ bj^ou^ht 
up in a Rdigiof which exadks little from them 
be(^de(^onfortnityto humane Ceremonies^ with 
oppolition to every thing that is contrary, being 
tenacious ofi that which is & pleafing and grate-

Did not 
the Ramijh Catholicks in France , nptwithftand- 
ing theirs was the National Religion , depofe and 
degrade their lawful Soveraign Henry IV. the 
Parliament of Tltf/p/i/^, in bisabfence, arraigp- 
ing and condemning him to 
DuktofKckanhis death, executing him in his

.J Are they not Papifts in Spain and Portngal^ 
wbercy in our time, have been fo many revolts 
and mutations, with the depofition or confine- 
ment of the prefent King of Portugal} the late 
Cpnf^^er^es in ?^/4i7^againfb their King, were 
aij Papifts, and of a Country where Popery is 
^ the National Religion. The prefent Fr^ciir Kings 
danger in 1650, &c. was from his Popifb, and 
was delivered chiefly by his Reformed Subje<^s. 
The Eapifts in Ireland had (as none can deny) 
JibeFtijf /or exercife of their Religion , exceed- 
ingly above what the Non-Conformifts had at 
that time, when they comQiitted that not to 
■ beparaliei'd bloody^ and more than barbarous 
^Maflacre in the Year 1641. Nay, the fteady 
greatnefs and quiet of $mdenj is of no elder date 
than lince they cad oflT Popery , pulled down 
their Bilhops , and embraced "Prouftantifm^ the 
Church having been until then the occafion of 
much .trouble unto that Kingdom. And none 
orthe/epiirticulars bein^; deniable, the PajMAs 
caoqot without great impudence, boafl: (as many 
of them do) of their fidelity to their Princes, ac-

they do,*a reafon fo ienfual and unchriftian, as 
may well alarm all Princes and States againft 
them) they ought to be dealt with as Bealls 
of prey, in uling all juft means for difarming of 
them, and as it is molt proper for other Princes 
and' States (who are upon the continent) to under- 
take them at Land, fo for t.nglani to do it at Sea 
is their natural Province ; and this being done , 
they may then in Summer with twenty Men of 
War in the Channel, and eigfft or ten upon the 
Coaft ojf IreUnd^ and fewer in Winter, bid de- 
fiance to iaill the World -, whereas by any. other 
way they can never be fafe •, for (hould the French 
prove once their Ma(ler$, or equals at Sea, England 
woit^ld not in any kind be able to keep a Handing 
*Land Army great enough, to defend all the 
Coafts round their three kingdoms of England^ 
Scotlandy and Ireland^ but muft in fuch Cafe be 
at the devotion of the French. 

And when any other way of lafety to our Na- 
tion , than by bringing down the French at Sea 
is made out, I fhall readily confefsimy error, but 
until then I cauQpt without great anxiety of mind 
remember our danger from thtm, for tfiat I can- 
not apprehend any reafon that that Nation can 
have now more than in former Ages , for inaeaf- 
ing (at lb jgrand an expence) their men of War 
to fo great a nniibGr, other than in deiign againfl: 
4 : '. England 
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Trade, by goingcheaper to Foreign Markets than 
We can^infomucbjthat if we doiiot out them there 
by force, they will us in a little time by under- 
ielling, and then we (hall not only lofe our belt 
Nurfery for Seamen, but which is molt mifchie- 
vous, make our lo(s fuchagain to our malitious 
and implacable Enemies, as may render them our 
equals, if not Matters at Sea*, for in this FiAery 
alone, they are reckoned to imploy erery Summer 
near thirty thoufand men, whereof five or fix tbou- 
iand become Yearly by that Trade new^bred Ma- 
riners, and herein they already out-go England 
one third at lead, though but a few years fince 
they were Pedlars to them in that Fifhery. And 
befides this, they begin likewife to improve in the 
Creenla>tdTt^dCj in whrch if they proceed it will 
tend mightily to the increaflng of their Mariners, 
and fo help thetn in their defign for the dominion 
of the Seas, which is hardly to be' prevented, but 
by a timely War^ and therefore we may account 
it a providence, that we have an opportunity to 
declare War againfl: them, whillt we are too 
ftrong for them at S^a, and may have Confede- 
rates not otily to joyn with, for deftroying tliem 
in their fev^ral FKherics, (which breed them more 
Mariners than ail their other Trades) but alfo 
that will find them work enough at Land whilft 
we fall upon them by Sea. 
' And as for Newfound-landj we have an original 
light tb that, as having been the firft difcover- 
^r$ and inhabiters of it, and as I have been in- 
fornied, the French at firft paid us a duty for 
permitting them to Fiffi there, , but never arrived 
at any height in that Trade, until of late Yebhr^ 
%rid by difivirig them outof thifjlatfe, and (act 

cording 
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cording to the Example of other Coimtries in 
their Piantations) prohibiting their trading thi. 
ther , England will not onlypreferve a Magazine 
of Mariners for their own uie , but aiib thereby 
keep the Fr^wili from arriving at any greatnefsat 
Sea, which is our undoubted intereft. 

Secondly, As England and the Vnited Nether^ 
Innds (which are in ordinary difcourfe underllood 
by the nzmt oi Hollandy that Province^ by way 
of eminence, giving denomination unto the 
whole) are the two great Matters of Naval 
ftrength, and feated with fuch advantages for a(^ 
lifting each other, that 'whilft a true intelligence 
is preferved betwixt them , it is not in nature for 
all their Enemies combining together , to preju- 
dice either of them; fo it is the true Intereftof 
England^ to maintain a firm and perpetual friend- 
ihip and union with them*, and that, 

Firft, Becaufe as the Netherlands are naturally 
ftrong, fo they are abov6 all other Countries fit- 
ted by fituation for the ufe of England , to give 
check to any afpiring Brince, aqd be as invinci- 
ble Bolwarics, againfb the All-devouring deiigns 
of the French King^ in being able at any time^ 
withthe countenance of EwgfciW, todeftroy him 
at Set; ;wfa6 being brought down thefc, and fo 
in his Goihnierce, wiilifoon abate of his I^ower 
at jLsind-; and furely nesting can be more for 
theifecutitv of Ewrofei than to reduce theNavat 
Strdngthdf that tbr^tningKing, within former 
bounds ^ for the World fbund^ that until the 5/^4-. 
fiiatk kiO: liis Maririe Force, in thp Year 163 9. 
which brfaever aft^si^TeCaiVtred, he •maintained 
htedefi^for the Ui^ivtefal Tyjo^ar chy^^ very vigo* 
rouflyi'a&d MTcrfoateiMlKliea. . / 
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Secondly, Becaufe it is equally their Intereft 
with SngUndj in reference to their Navigation, 
CO keep the Ballance betwixt the Northern Kings 
and SoYeraigns, not fnfiering ally of them to en- 
grois that Sea, becanfe Nafal Commodities come- 
ing thence, neither of them can be fafe longer 
than the Sea remains divided among feveral Prin- 
ces and States, whole general Intereft it can never 
be to deny them neceffiiries for their Shipping (the 
chief Walls of their feveral Countries) or a ge- 
neral Trade with them *, whereas if one were bk 
Mailer of the whole, he would peradventure in 
fome Cafes judge it his, and prefome to refnie 
them an accommodations-, and this principle, the 
Statesof //(7/i:«i/«' have wifely in onr days, leveral 
times owned , as in the Yesffs i<S4'3. i^ fidii^ 
with the CrowA of Sweden , when the DMes 
would (had not the States alQftance been in the 
way) have run them down at Sea ^ as alio on the 
contrary, in the Year 1658. in taking part with 
the Danef^ when the Swedes had othcrwife done 
^rhe like by them, by which means, bdth the 
Crowns are preferved, and kept withm tcknhle 
Kmits and bounds. 

Thirdly, Becaufe that as Providence ieems to 
have placed them'mtb cooveniewicS'for joynng 
with en^lanii m keeping all other Madtiffie Pirin' 
ces, of Powers in order, fo, wkthout any cafpa^ 
city of being dangerous to their Meighboors, tbeic 
Conftitution being fiich, as wittnot weBadtek of 
any further acquifts. 

Fourthly, Becanfe as fin^miuAB^UmA sm 
of one and the fame Refigion^ five in fouieCere^ 
monies, foJt wooM be of -^reat incourageititiil 
and countenance ti^ di titd PiAteflaiit Countttah 
^ -^ to 



to have a firm League betwixt two fuch formida- 
ble Powers of their own belief, and as great a 
trouble and difturbaace to all tfae PopiOi Couo- 
feJs. 

Fifthly, Bccaufe the World having had fiich 
large experience of the happy fucceis of their 
Condu(ft , in being principal Inllruments in pre- 
venting the Houfe of A»ftri4 in their grand de- 
fign for the Univerfdl Monarchy , and confe- 
quently, in the propagation of the reformed Re- 
ligion, as well as at feveral times, in preventing 
both "Dane and Svsetdy from either of them de- 
vouring the other ; it were furely high impolity, 
as welFas in fome degree ingratitude , to fu&er 
iuch uieful Inftruments and Allies, to whom this 
Q^nttsition is fb much obliged for their wi/eand 
excellent management of the general Intereftof 
thcfe parts of Ewrape^ to be deftroyed. 

And fixthly. Should England by refofing aflift- 
ance to the United Netherlands^ force them ei- 
ther to joyn with Erance^ or (land Neuters, as if 
they be letc fingle in fupporting the General Inter- 
efl of Europe J they muff: neceilarily (according 
to the eye of reafon) do the one or the other ^ 
mothins can be more certain, than that it will be 
of mou dangerous cq&fe<|uence to the very life 
of Englandyto iufier fonear a Neighbour as Etanccy 
to increale xkily in power and Ilrepgth \ and if 
the States (hall by acompulfed Neutrality look ofi, 
and fee their Nei^boura by degrees fubdaed, they 
muft be cleared from all guilt of imprudence in 
1^ and leave the bl^me iipon them that deferted 
. fbf^uiir }n the maii|tauung the publlck f nterefl: of 
Chr9lendon1,|hoi^h it mould prove in the end 
tkedettfadioQoCtDeoir^Iyes^ in that a reprieve; 
- ^ F i for 
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for a time is rattier to be cboren than a prefent 
Death. And therefore, as it was accounted the 
Intereft of England in the Reign of Good Qaeen 
eUzjiheth^ to uphold the States againftthe Sfani^ 
ardj fo it is not only now the Intereft of King and" 
Kingdom of£nglandtodo the fame againft France^ 
but even alfo Imcerely and heartily to invite the 
United Provinces (were they backward in it) to 
join with them , in reducing that King within 
former bounds and limits. 

Thefe States I knoW have many Enemies, fome 
envying their Trade and Riches, others their re- 
volt from the King of Spain^ as of bad Example, 
and the Church of XtfW, their eftabliflied Natio- 
nal Religion, as that which is paft (baking. In 
that having found by experience, that their tem- 
poral as well as fpiritual Intereft is bound up in it, 
there is no place left for Popifh delufions. And 
thofe in the Government being too numerous to 
be corrupted, the overpowering them by Force, 
MafTacres^, and Fires, are' all the ways the Ro- 
manifts have left for deftroyingof them. And 
Cnce their Riches is their flrength, which lie molt 
in Cities, the Papifts had furely ere this applied 
their Fiery Potion, were they not by extraordi- 
nary care and watchfblnefs prevented. 

But becaufe none of thefe Arguments can be 
plaufibly made ufe of againft them by,the Papifb, 
who dread theConjunftion of England with them, 
nor by thofe Princes anilStates who aflSfted them in 
their revolt, the grand reafonforfubdttingofthcm 
is made the greatnefs of their Trade, which being 
deftroved, would be divided amongft their Neigh- 
brn V loading thena fometimes nntruly, with ac- 
t :v:cnsof unjultdeaJings:, exaiftions, andfalfe- 

nefej 
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Ders; to which I ihallonlyanfwer this, that al- 
though i have no (;aufe to become an Advocate for. 
tbem, from any advantanges or benefit received, 
yet having travelled their Countries, obferved 
"their Manners, and read their Djfputes and Tranf- 
aftions with other Nations, I think it but an AA 
of luftice to acknowledge, that in the generality 
of their Morals, they are a reproach to feme Na- 
tions, (and particularly, (in lo little ufing that 
Art of over-valuing their Commodities in their 
felling) toFranecy who fo (hamefully ole and pra- 
ALfeit) And as to their Treaties and Alliances, 
after which I have been inquifitive^ I have iome- 
times found them wrongfully charged with breach 
of Articles, and do not find cauie coaccufe them 
of having been in the obfervance of Treaties lefs 
ciandid or faithful than other Countries; and I 
cannot think, their Trade, or Wealth, (although 
1 believe that /broi/^^^ringly taken, is the richelt 
fpot of ground for its bignefs, that ever was fince 
the Creation) to be a good or honefl: Foundation 
df a quarrel: For their Commerce being alone 
the effeds of Induftry and Ingenuity , it is no 
realbn for any to be angry with others, becaufe 
tbey exceed them in thofc Virtues, But befides 
^hat the deflxoying of the Netherlands would be 
the ihakingthefafety of thefe Northern Regions, 
the increafe of Trade to other Countries, fo much 
promifed by fome in their deftruAion, would 
iurely fail •, for were Trade ruined in HolUnd^ as 
le/s cannot be the efiefts of Conquefts aqd Slavery, 
the example aud emulation of their Trade, which 
tiath b^en the great increafe of it in other Couii- 
tries, being taken -awray, and Trade fallen to ^ 
|brt of PcojJe of lefs concern for \%>^ meui would 
F 3 grow 
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grow Itzy and weary of Commerce, every one 
tbiakiDg they did well as long fo they were upon 
equal terms with their Neighbours*, fo that the 
fobirerfioQ of HolUnd would be no benefit to any, 
fave to the Funchl^mg^ into whofe inoutb their 
Country would mofl; fall , who wanting nothing 
ibrthe making of him uncontroi^lable, but Ha- 
vens and Port9 to harbour Sht^ , nourifb and 
breed Seamen, would find fupply there, and 
whofe Kingdom being over- flocked with People, 
would be able to fpare men to plant an un-inhaU* 
ted Country, as would certainly be the Fate of 
HoUandy underaCooquefl: and Arbitrary Cover a* 
ment, as it hath been to all the free Cities in TV* 
^4fiy and holy , fince they loft their Liberty;, 
whereas England wanting neither Havens nor 
Ports, 8or haying an over-plus of people, it would 
be a damage to them in the lois of their Inhabi- 
tants, and an unprofitable Charge to maintaiq 
iPareign Colonies, where the Seas muft be perpe- 
tualfy crofFedfi^r fupplying of them with Nkn, 
Money, ^nd neceflaries; infomuchthat the Nt^ 
therlands^ ujiderfuchcircumftaucesasthey would 
be reduced unto by fubduing of them, would not 
be in the hands of the 8ngl^^ fomucb for tbdr 
own fecurity, as in theirs that now po^ft them | 
for reflxaint and freedom makes <o ^reat diffe- 
rence in profperity, that lefs than Liberty, iiu 
couragin^ trade and Induftry^woukl never beable 
to maintain their Walls againfttheSea, which are 
kept up with incredible Labour, Charge, asdl^ 
genuit y, but expofe thofe parts lying iqpon the Sea^ 
which are many times more cpnfiderable than all 
the reft, to be devoured by it, or laid amcbmi^ 
der Water,.«AdforeQdred ificcmftlergbte. 

And 
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And £6e truth of this principle in thus much 
advanciog the benefit of j&eedcxn above Arbitrary 
GoFernmeot, which would be the lot of HolUud 
nuder any G>nquerour, may be obferved by the 
two Cities of Wefsl and Maefiricht^ which whilft 
in the hands of the Spaniard, were Without Trade, 
miferable, wretched^ and poor, many of the Hou- 
ses of the latter^beiog left in rains by the Inhabi- 
tants , as wanting ability to repair them -, and 
BQW in iefs than eight or nine and thirty Years, 
that the States have been Mailers of than, they 
are both become flourifh'mg places, the latter be- 
ing in a great part new bnilt , with one of the 
failed: and bed: new publick Town-Houfesthat is 
ordinarily siet with, next Ari/tmUm, and Ja^ 
gi^owrg \n gernuoy. fiut if there were vtolt thefe 
Cofil/derations in the cafe, as well as that of the 
advantage that the fall of Holland would be to 
th^ French^ which alone is fufficient to engage 
Ef^land to flipport them, it could no way be the 
Intepeftof £^/^^ to mine them, to the end to 
encreafe thek own Trade, becauie if their aims^ 
be only traffick, the World afibrds matter enough 
to fatisfie both Nations, and that EffgUmi h^th £> 
miibh the advantage ot Holland in natural helps 
for Tf ade, that if they do hut improve them, thc^ 
cannot mils of exceeding all others in it^ and if 
tfaey will be carelefs of their common concerns, 
tfaey ought not to draw an argument from their 
0wn negleds and floth , for the envying other 
mois adtivity and diligence. 

And iaftiy , fo long as a firm Peace and amity 
is maincained by Bndand With the Nethgrlands^ 
they may look upon them as the out* works, which 
moft he &A taken in by any lavader that will at- 

F^ tempt 
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tempt them *, for as it never can be the Intereft, or 
in the ^oy^eiof JFJoBand to invade England^ fo their 
interell in reference to Religion a^ well as civil 
fecpricy, will always oblige them not tofofier any 
others to do it, or to endanger them , in whofe 
fafety they can only be fafe, it being the clear In- 
tereft of Englandnot to fuffer any other Potentate 
tofubvert their Government: So that upon the 
whole, fincethe fubduing of ^^^//^^e/ cannot be a 
benefit but lofs to England^ and may be of great 
advantage to France^ arid the Church of Rome , 
a^ainft which they arc impregnable FortrefF^s; 
with fome fmaller profit to other Popilh Sove- 
raigns bordering upon them , as to the Eledor of 
Co/;f/-and Bifliop of Munfter^ &c. it mull be the 
dilef Foreign liitereftof England to fopport the 
prefent Government pf Holland. 

Thirdly, It is the Intereftof England to hold a 
good Correfpondence with Spain^ not only be- 
(caufe that People being little inclinable to Com- 
merce, gives a Trading Country the more advan- 
tage in their Friendfiiip, but alfo for that, that 
Crown is necellarily to be made ufe of, for the 
ballancing of France. 

Fourthly and laftly. As the Frfwfc King ftriveth 
for the Proteftorjhipof theRomifhProfeffion, fo 
it is furely the King of England's Intereft to ren- 
der himfelf (wherein he can have no oppofition) 
the General Prpteftor of the Proteftant Religion •, 
whereby he will become more formidable and glo- 
rious than he can by any other means : For as 
Queen Elizjtbeth adhering thoroughly and cordi- 
ally to that Party, advancing the Religion, hold- 
ing Intelligence , and taking part with them in 
^U their ebgagements^ and confiderable Treaties, 

was 
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was not only able in the infancy of the Reforma- 
tioD in£ngland^ to maintain the reformed in Scot- 
fondj Franccy and the Netherlands^ againft their 
Enemies, 'their then feveral Sovereigns, bnt alfb 
at laft to bring down Thilif the Second of Spain 
(one of the wifeft and greateft Kings they ever 
bad) and in him the whole Popilh Party , by 
which her memory is made famous unto Pofteri- 
ty ; fo his Majell^ having many lefs difficulties 
to ftrnggle with than Ihe had, by efpouling jthe 
fame Principles, cannot fail of the like glorious 
fuccefs. 

And as it is certain, that all Countries are more 
or lefs great and profperous , according to the 
proportion they have in Trade, peaceable and le- 
cure at home and abroad, according to the pru- 
dent Eledliion of their Allies, and purfuance of 
their Intereft; fo the way to increale Trade, is to 
incourage and indulge Induftry, difcountenancing 
all forts of people of contrary and idle Principles. 
And to fecurity, to fuit Alliances to Ecclefiaftical 
as well as Civil In terefts. 

And now, to fum up the Domeftick'Interefi of 

'B-ngUnd^ it lyeth in the advancement of Trade, 

by removing ^11 obllrudtions both in City and 

Country, providing fuch Laws as may any way 

help it, and makei|: mofleafy, efpecially in gi- 

Ting Liberty of Confcience to all Proteftant Non- 

Conformifts and denying it to Fapills^ In not 

coveting Foreign Conquells, which have always 

beeo prejudicial and can never be of advantage to 

. them \ and retrench the iinreafonable Fees of Law- 

yisrs, phyficiaifs, pnd oMc&rs, as they are great 

impoverubeFs of the Nation : And as to the Fo- 

rei^lnterefl:Qf£/5f/<i»rf, that may be calculated 
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to be in keeping the ballance among tbeir Neigh- 
boui;^, and other Etirofean Princes •, being in order 
thereunto , firm to tneir prcfent tripple League , 
and in that eipeciaily to Holland^ in holding a 
pood correfpondence with Sfain , and in being 
jealous of all growing greatnefs in the FrentM^ 
keeping the Baltick Sea open, in his Majefties 
making himfelf Proteftor of the whole Prot^ant 
Party ; and as Peace is the advancer of Trade, to 
' feek it, and not War^ except an inavoidable oe- 
ceflity require it. And thus I (hall Conclude this 
Chajpter, and in it, thelntereltof £^^^/;</, with 
begging pardon of the Author of that Book, Inti- 
tuled, A DifcoHrfeof ^cclefiafiicai PHity^ for my 
Non-Conformity to his Dodbine, which teach- 
etb, that it is lafer for a Prince to allow Vice 
and Debauchery, than Liberty of Confciencei 
whereby he prefers^ the breach of the ten Com- 
mandments, and that which the whole Word of 
God, the Old and New Tellament, the Law and 
Gofpel , fo dreadfully threatens and declares a- 
gainli:, before that, which neither the praAicc of 
our Saviour, nor his Apoftles, nor any Text in 
Scripture forbids, or at leaft, himfelf being Judge, 
not politively and indifputably as they do the 
other ; wherein, I confeft, I am lb far from agree- 
ing with him, as alfo in many of his other railing 
Prmciples, not much better, that I think the 
Church of England hath reafon to wifll Ms Bode 
had been writ by Tome of another Coat, and of st 
more romote relation to the Church than the Au- 
thor is reputed to bef, by reafon of the advantage 
that their E^emibs mjay.^.have t)f drawing ar^- 
raentsTrom it, to prove their old Charge, That 
•the powerof Godlinefs is fo far fi:om bring held 

oiit 
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out in the lives, Conveffations, and Principles of 
many of their Priefts, that they rather feek to de- 
bauch y and make the people wicked and pro- 
fane. 

This is all I have at prelent to (ay of this Coun- 
try, befides adventuring to Prophelie, that when 
England (neglefting Church Politicks, which are 
commonly founded in paflion, revenge, and felf, 
and Lawyers Divinity, which is geaerally col^ 
ledtedont of their own Books , more than the 
Booft;s of God) will efieftually purfue their true 
Intereft, they cannot fail (their natural advanta- 
ges for Trade confidered) of being more great 
and glorious than ^ny other Nation.

S P A I N. 

Spain is the molt Weftern part oiEnrofCj and 
by fome (in allufion to a Body) called the 
Head of it , being by the Fyrenean Moun- 
tains (as by the Neck) joined unto France^ and in- 
compalled on the other fides, by the Ocean and 
Mediterranean Seas, and fince the revolt ofPartH- 
' I^{j ^Y ?hat Kingdom, which before was under 
Spain. 

This Country is made up of feveral Provinces 
dnd petty Kingdoms, united under one Head and 
King, who (befides this Conjunftion of Territo- 
jcies, .or aggregated body, called and underftood 
^)y the general name of Spain) hath, in Italy tht 
Kingdom of Naples^ the Ontchy of MUlain^ with 
fome other pieces there : In the Mediterranean^ 
the Iflands of Sicily^ Sardinia^ Majarcaj and Mi* 
norca^ all bearing the name of Kingdoms; In the 
Low-Countries, the greateft part of thole feven- 
teen Provinces, known by the name of the Nether- 
landf: In Germanyj the Framhe Comte ^ or the 
County of "Burgundy : In Africa^ feveral places, 
asO'r^, &c. Many Iflands in the Ocean, fopieia 
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the EaftJndieSy and bis Weft-India PlantationSjDo- 
minions enough , were they well governed , to 
render their Prince great and dreadful ; But Sfsin^ 
which was able (until 1648.) to hold their own 
againfl: all the power ofHolhnd^ Portngal^ and the 
affiitance of France ^ and until 1660. to do the 
fame againft the power of France^ Portngdly and 
help of England, and in 1667. ^^^ ^^ ^ ^^'^ ^^ 
bear up agamft a Corner of France^ is a clear de- 
monflration that Mif government, in fuffering all 
manner of Frauds, and negleftingthe fnterelt of 
a Nation, will foon bring the mightieft Kingdoms 
low, and lay their honour in the du(t:. 

As under the name of Sfain^ is pnder flood feve- 
ral Kingdoms and Princijpalities united in one, 
fo each of them have their feveral Cuftoms and 
Laws, fbme having more, and others lefs privi- 
ledges , and of all Anagan feems to enjoy the 
greatefl freedom \ for when they Crown their 
King, the Eftates of their Kingdom (as Hvflin and 
Frin do both affirm) bring in a man, upon whom 
for that time, they put the title of Juflice of Ar- 
ragon^ and fetting himin a feat advanced above 
au others, the King who is then to bq received, 
doth firft homage to him , and after that , is by 
the Eftates Created King upoi) certain Conditi- 
ons, and told, that they that are as great as he 
and can do more than he, have Created him King, 
upon the then repeated Conditions betwixt him 
and them^ and this Ceremony is, or ought to be 
triennially executed in the Aflembly of the Eftates 
q{ Arragon^ 

Their pr iviledges are faid to have been granted , 

to udcourage them againft the Moors, and it is 

moft undeniably, true , that no p«opte have Jo 

. . much 
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nmch cattle to adventure Lives and Fortmies i- 
ffLintt Invaders, as they who have Eftatesand Pri- 
viledges to loTe $ for tho(e whofe condition can- 
not be made worfe by a Change, have little rea- 
fon tpSght for nothing, and this is (b naturalJv 
imprinted in the minds of men, that the dullefi: 
Peafants are Matters of it -, nay even !fach of them 
as in aU other things are aAed meerly by fenfe, 
and not by reafon, in this aft rationally, as the 
Country Mad in his Proverb, that they nughctttf 
FLy farmthingthantpmrkjifrnothing^ fully exprefr 
eth , and we nnd this alio made good in our time 
in Hnngaryy where the Proteftants remaining paC 
■five,- bavedefired that the Turk might prevail ra(« 
ther than the Emperour, becaufe under him, pay- 
ing a moderate Tribute, they are protefted In the 
en)(^ment of their Eftates, and exercife of their 
Confirience, it being Death for a Turk to abule a 
Chriftian upon the bare account of his Religion 
(a good prelfdent for Chriftian Princes ,) whereas 
iiflKier the Empei^our (he being afted by the Jefu- 
its) they are not (or at kail were not lately) 
fuffered to enjoy either Confcieaceoc Eftate, if 
tbey.CQuld not joyn in the Idolatrous Worihip,and 
ftj^rove of the wicked aad ridiculous Doftrinejof 
• gaimy by which Principle it is, that the Emperour, 
who was not long fince a match for FramiySv^td^j 
aadfeveralProteftant Princes, is no more coofi- 
dierable at this day : for as the way for any Prince 
tb make himlell formidable in the World is to 
. u(e all juft means to increafe his people, provoking 
them to induftry, and a lawful emulation in ac- 
, qwing of Eftates (without whicb no Comitry 
csun be great) fathe inducement toiiiduftry is, tbe 
gcaitting of privikdees that may feoire men in tbe 

* enjoyment 



ec^oyfKKiitof the fruits of their labours; lor in- 
duiCtry and ingenuity are ndt the efie<fts of the bar- i 
rennelsof a Country^ opprefCou of the People , 
or want of Land, as the Author of the State of 
EffgUnd bath of late aSerted, .but the eficAs only 
of Juftice, good Laws and liberty: there are 
Examples enough in the World of barren Coun- 
tries and great ioipo&tions producii^ no fuch ef- 
fe^V as Spai»j, Foftugdy Smdin^ and Norstay^ 
do witnefs; Neither doth the barrennefs of chat 
part of Itdy wherein R^mt ftands. make that City 
lourifhuow^under EccleriafticalOppreffion^ as iC 
antiently did undef }ufti€e and g^ order*, not 
doth tfa^ barrennefs of that land (with the op- 
preffion of the great Turk) where the rUins of 
yhhfm^t renaain ((ad Monuments of the decay 
cMf that once famous State) make that place, or 
any other part of Greece lourifh now, as it for- 
merly did under freedom and good Adminiflxa* 
tioa :, but the good Laws and liberty of the City of 
^^urenHf^iii Germany, which lyeth ilia bar-* 
renfinl,, may be obierved to be the caufe of the 
gireac ingenuity, induftry, and p(ypolouine& of 
that City and CMQtry about it. 

The want of Land in HMand^ nor. the great 
TaKs (tnfianded in by the fore^aeationed Au« 
thor)are^ndc (according to his new Philolbphy) 
' the cauies of thei^ induftry, but their liberty and 
gppdLawSi framed fingly to the Intereftof thf 
p«Uick (tffitb^M confidera^ionc of any other) are 
die catties of ity good or bad, <^vernaient being , 
chiefly that which joEialcBs any Country profper* ' 
wsbr miferal>le^ fothatoor pretended Statift « 
that fetcbctli the reaibn of th4 profperity of a 
pdopbftomth^'Vnmtof Land^ ttte barreimeis of 

the 
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the Country^ and oppreflion of the Subjects ^ 

^ moft be out id his politicks , for that it is not 

' within the reach of his learning to give an in- 

ftance of any one Country, that ever grew diffu* 

lively rich by any other means than liberty and 

good Government. 

' The Hollanders as they were always under a 

great degree of liberty, fothey were (compared^ 

with other Countries) always populous i yet as 

their freedom hath incr^fed, fd have their peo- 

}ile, they being now much more populous than in 
brmer days: for to fay that want of Land, and 
great impofitions, will bring ftrangers to a Coun- 
try and make them Induflrious, is as niuch as to 
fty, that Poverty and Famine will do it •, but it*s 
irrational , and becoming none but halfwitted 
men, to think that ftrangers upon an ordinary 
account will make it their choice to fettle in a 
ftarving and opprelling Country. 

Were not the cold Clinnfate of' New England 
fiippUed and helped by good Laws and Difcipline, 
the barrennefs of that Country would neater have 
brought people to it , nor have advanced it in 
confideration and formidablenefs, afbov^ thofe 
othei: Engflfti rtantations exceeding it much in 
fertility, and other inviting qualities : and as it is 
E>y (Irangers (which m)ne can deny) that Holland 
a^bounds (above all other places) in^ people, it 
muftbegood Laws, with good Government, Ad- 
miniftration of Juftice and Liberty, ^rhat draws 
fitehititiltitudes'totb^ni, and that makes them (b 
induftrious and rich as they now art •, and it can- 
not be lefs tharfnon-fenee, or a braihndk'humoin? 
in ahy, to complaih 6f the gr< jmt charge they ard 
ai 1h Holland^ and tbeoppreffidfi'thtf^Iie iindef 
^ ' thtre^**- 
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there, when the people thrive, and grow vaftly 
rich, befido that populoufbefs from ftrangers, 
^freedom from Beggars^, a people well cloathed, 
ftroog and healthful , are not the marks of fla- 
very but of freedom, all which Charafters are in 
no one place found, fa^e in Hoiland^ nor any one 
of them in Frakce^ where they are in no want of 
impofitions and oppreffion. And now to fpeak 
lAore l^rticiilarly to the Taxes and Impofitions in 
tloliandy quoted by the forementioned Book, as 
an example to other Countries ; they are, 

Firft, no more than what is neteflary in a frugal 
Way for fupport of their Government iind prote- 
ftion of their Commerce (which all people ought 
chearfuUy to fubmit unto) and levied without 
any material burthen to Trade, becaufe from \t 
they mufl derive aU their power and great- 
iieft. 

Secondly, What is coUeded is hot vainly fpeflt, 
or paid away in great Salaries, an imployment ot 
ioo /. fiarL fer annimj being rare among(t them, 
for even Ahnfitwr de Witj who i% according td 
Common fame (which is generally a good Intelli- 
gencer) one of the wifeft Statefmen and Counfel- 
lors of this Age, and €f the greateft uprightiiefs,' 
faitbfulnefs, diiigehce, and indultry for his Coun * 
try, and fo confequently of gredtefl; riierit, had 
not until of late sibove 40(0 /. Salary, pr annum i 
and hath it yet but little augmented : nor are they 
coufened by their Ofiic6rs, out have their income! 
truly expended for their neceflary defence, and 
ibr the advancement of Tradd ; for had not Traf- 
fick by gdod Laws, aridjiruderit Conduft , the 
benefit of their iaipofitions, they ccAild nb inord 
flbiirifh thatt H Farmer tould be rich, that reaped 
O iiot 
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not the fruit of the improvement of his Land, 
which he made at his own cofl: and charges. 

Neither is it to be imagined^ that were not the 
pepjt^Ie of HoUand fully fatisfied in the true and 
faithful difpofal of their money (how great fb- 
ever their Taxes may be) for the good of the pub- 
lick, and that it is not vainly (pent and trifled 
away, it were pollible to keep them in peace, be- 
caufe as they are a people frugal in their na- 
tures and difpoCtions , fo they would otherwife 
be haters of profufenefs, and mutinousagainfl: it in 
their Truftees *, and the truth of this appears, not 
only in that it was far fliort of what they now pay 
(the riches of the Coijntry then and now even con- 
ndered) that made them groan under their bur- 
thens in times of peace (which they do not now) 
and Beggars (compared to what they now are) 
under the King of Sfdin^ and provoked them to 
revolt , but alfo in that (notwithftanding their 
Taxes) Foreign Commodities, and home Manu- 
fadtures (though made of materials fetched from 
other Countries) are in the general chtaper than 
in other places, nay their proviCons, though they 
are for feven parts in eight of them indebted 
unto the Sea and Foreign Commerce, are yet as 
cheap as at London , their publick half Crown 
Ordinaries, being for their rate better, andfome 
forts, of Wine at lefs than half the price they 
are there, in fo much that their great Cabels, 
through a prudent management , are no burthen 
to their people; for their Country being all Tra- 
ders, either in their perfonsor Eftates, and all 
they pay being laid out for their proted:ion, and 
the improvement of Trade, their impofitions re- 
turn unco them in an advantageous Circulation » 

which 
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which other places not under the like circamnan- 
ces are not capable of, and therefore it is a great 
miftake in thole , who though afbamed to plead 
againft riches in the people (as the Author of the 
Sca,te of Englanddothy yet being willing to main- 
tain a barmlefnefs in unlimited Taxes, do make 
uie of the new notion of Circulation, in arguing 
from the example of one place to another, when 
liie parallel or reafon doth not hold*, for befide 
the indigency of the Countries before inftanced 
in (which are fuflfciently burthened with impofi- 
tionswithouft thriving by them) 1 appeal to Gen- 
tlemen that haye nothing but their Rents to live 
upon, whether they find by experience, any help 
towards Taxes, from the new notion of Circula- 
tion : bnt the maxim of keeping the people poor, 
baying been fo miichievous and unlliccefsfui in 
the Worfd, and particularly to Spain., it is mat- 
ter of wonder it ihould ftill be alive to the pre- 
)udicex>f Mankind. And it is a very uncharitable 
as vreltaisunpontick principle, becaufe, 

Fir ft, It is an incumbent duty upon every one 
tado^as they would be done by, and that it is to 
be p^e&med, tftat thofe that plead moftfor Po- 
verty in others, would not be willing to be 
Iwrought under it thenifelves. 

And fecbndly, Fortfi^t although the principle 
of keeping the peoplfe poor , that never knew 
what riches vvere , rMy be praftifed , it is dan- 
gerbiis to ad^nttire to reduce a people to fuch 
a condition , that have known the comfort of 
plenty> and becjl tofed to a full, way of living , as 
the ttvak of the LowCouatrits isa fufficient in- 
ditadon thereof. But to leave this digreffion if 
(bemg occafioned-by that Scalidalous and vile 
G 2 Book, 
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Book , tailed the State of England, the farther 
cenfuring whereof I leave to Anthoricy.) it de- 
ferves the name. 

This great Province of Sfoin^ bordering upoa 
no Country but France (fave Portugal) and ha- 
ving no way by Land to it, but over dreadful 
Mountains , could never have had any probabi- 
lity of carrying the Univerial Monarchy as it had 
long defigned ^ had it not in the profecutioa 
thereof, been indiflblnbly united to the Houfe of 
jiaftria ^ for otherwile^ though it hath oiany con- 
fiderabie Countries depending upon it ,' and be- 
longing to it , yet being fcattered over moll parts 
of the World, they would have been of little ufe 
in lb great a defign. For Sfsun being divided from 
the reft of that Kings Dominions, and in the ge- 
neral a barren and unpeopled Country, wanting 
proviflons, and the hotnefs of the Climate render- 
ing the people the more unfit for colder Countries, 
was not alone qualified for Northern Conquelts, 
efpecially not of fo populous a Country as Frame ^ 
through which they muft firft have made their 
way ^ But as it was unfeparably united to the 
Auftrian Family, and fo to its large Intereft in 
Germany on one fide of that great body, and on 
the other fide, owner of thole confiderable Ne- 
therlands called the feventeen Provinces, with a 
commanding Interelb in Itafyy in the poilellioa of 
Naplesy Milainj and fome other pieces there, be- 
fidethelOandsofSfci/i^, Sardniaj&c. in the Me- 
diterranean, and it felf conveniently placed for 
managing his Weftj and (then great) Eafi^India 
Trade, and for eflablilhing the chief Seat of rule, 
from whence it might without fear of dillurbaoce, 
ilTue its directions, as from the Head to the Mem- 
bers, 
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bers. It is matter of admiration that It prevailed 
Dot in the defign, and that they failed in the at- 
tempt, is next under God (who doth often re^ 
prote Princes , by blafting their ambitions and 
unjoft defigns againfl: their Snbjedts or Neighs 
bours) to be attributed to the revolt and wife Con- 
duA of the fcven United Provinces, together with 
the confiant and faithful adherence of good 
Qneen EUz/theth to her and the Kingdom of Eng- 
Unds true Intereft at that time, in a Cordial 
afljfting the States General , either privately or 
publickly, from their firit revolt to the end of her 
Reign. 

WhilO: Sfain was upon: their great defign, they 
thought ii their Intereft as it realJy was (although 
not then Great "Brttains but the contrary) to 
makepeace with England^ which they accomplifh- 
ed (bon after King Jams came to the Crown, aim- 
ing thereby to fecure their Eafi and WefilndU 
Trades, and enable them the* better to aft the 
Papifts in englmdzezvD&, their King and Country 
(as appeared fbon after by the Gun-Powder- Plot J 
and profecute their War againft theVnked Ne- 
therlands^ wherein they were ftrely exceeding 
right*, but having before mifled their Intereft, in 
depopulating their Country by periecution, ex- 
pulfion of the Moors , and Foreign Plantations 
(v?hich no State defigning Conqueft (hould do) 
and in qyarrellin^ with Holland zt fo great a di- 
ftance (when by reafbn of the enmity of England^ 
they could not without great hazard approach 
them by Sea) and before they were Matters of 
any paflage to them by Land, other than after 
ttanfportation of their fuccprs by Ships to Finals 
then carrying them through /if^iy over thc-4fp«;

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and at laft croOing ^ermoiiy^ a march as it is diffi- 
cult, (b likewife fo chargeable beyond] fupport^ 
that they thereby ruined theinfelves, whereas had 
they been content to have fuffercd the Netherlands 
to ha^e enjoyed their priviledges due to them 
from all Antiquity , and fo kept them under their 
obedience, and in them the confide^-able advan- 
tage of their aflTiIbance, until by Conqueft they 
had made their way to them by Land , Sfain 
would according to the eyeofreafon, have been 
beyond controul, able tohave invaded Fr477cr on 
lall fides with more than probable gopd fucceis-, 
but their unfatiable^ lofty^ fweUing minds, dif- 
daining all Dominion not founded in arbitra- 
iry and abfolute will and pleafure, HoUandh^^ 
came a flone of ftumblingto them, againfl: which 
they were dalhed in pieces , in exhaufting their 
v^ft Treafure , wafting their Men , deftroying 
their Naval ftrength , and levelling of them to 
other Princes and States , which Efficiently e- 
vinceth the danger and charge of maintaining at 
a diftance, a War which muft by Sea be fuppli- 
ed. 

And were not the depraved nature of man fo 
blinded by ambition and covetoufnefs, that it can 
hardly make a true Judgement of things, itCQuld 
not but in taking right meafures of the feveral 
kinds of limited and Arbitrary Monarchies, find 
. that Kings and Princes would be much hapjpier, 
greater, and more formidable under the fird than 
latter. For although an abfolute Prince, may with 
feeming reafon think, that he is more conndera- 
ble when he hath the Eftates of his Subjefts wholly 
at his Arbitrary Devotion, than when he hath but 
part, yet upon a true ballancc of circumftances, 

apart 
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apartuaderoae Government, will be found to 
exceed clie wbde under the olher, in that where 
there is a contentednefs in a Prince, under limita- 
tions, it begets fuch a confidence betwixt him 
and his people, in the conjunAion of Coun&k 
for the prevention of frauds and deceits, and the 
improvement of publick good (their joint Inter- 
eft) as renders Military power needleis, and & 
faves the charge of all other inllruments of force, 
lave thole neceflfary for civil adminiftration, which 
peaceable conftitution tending naturally to the 
increallng Trade, and in tiiat the wealth of a Na- 
tion, the riches of Prince and People growrecU 
procaUy together, and that each to a degree 
mnch above what it is poOible for them both, or 
either, to arrive at under Tyranny; for where 
that is the Government, Ingenuity, Induftry, 
and Trade (the foundations of every Nations 
greatnefs) muft be difcouraged, for that no peo- 
ple diat have not an aflfurance of the enjoyment 
of the fruits of their labours, have any reafon to 
be induftrious further than for prefent fubfifteoce *, 
and if a Prince by Arbitrary ImpoCtions , is able 
to levy more upon his people than peradventure 
by mutual confent he could do, yet when the ex- 
traordinary charge in keeping by force of Arms 
his Subjefts in flavery (to the obflxufting Trade 
aodlnduflry) and die coufening and cheating in 
all forts of OfEcers , which fuch Governments 
mnft allow, isdedu<^d, the dear revenue of the 
Frldqi will by the ballance be found much lefs 
than what it would be under a limited Monarchy, 
where Trade is improved, and deceit prevented ; 
be&de diat the debaiement of the Spirits of his 
oivnpeoide , who are never fb gallant under (la- 
G4 ^^^V 
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▼ery as liberty, and in a great meafure the lofs 
of the ufe of them , in that under Tyranny they 
cannot fafely be confided in, without a mixture 
of Strangers, is not fmall, as our Neijghbour Na-* 
tion doth clearly demonftrate, that King judgingj 
it not only his fecurity, but alfo neceflary for 
him, even whilR: his Country is over.ftockt with 
people, to make ufe of Foreigners to mix with 
them, without which bis own Subjects would be 
infignificant againfl; other Countries, and dan- 
gerous as to him(elf ; nor is the want of that 
content and fatisfaAion of mind, which all men 
not unnatural, take in the afieftion of their peo- 
ple, of little account ; neither is this cpnfideration 
tobedefpifed, that if fuch Governments fall to 
weak Princes , they tun great hazard of fudden 
fubverfion, opprefled people being apt to take all 
advantages that may feem to promife eafe, or if 
they (hall be more peaceably difpofed, it will 
prove but the giving way to a languifliing diftem- 
per, which will end in a certain Death, as may 
be ihewn by plentiful inftances, where the inabi- 
lity ^or weaknefs of one hath loft more, than the 
fiiccellion of feveral able Princes have acqui- 
red. 

* And if any in pppofition of this do objeft 
the example of a Kingdom not far off^ they may 
be anfwered, tha^ befide that degree of freedom, 
which their Nobility , Gentry , Clergy , and in 
fome kind their Trading Cities enjoy , they are 
faved by fonae circumftances, that other Coun- 
tries cannot hope for, as by the ftwrmidablenels of 
f heir Reformed Subjefts, who (being always true 
to the Princes of the blood, never contefting 
ivith theii: Soveraigns but for Libejrty of Con^ 
' ' ' " fcience 
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fdeoce 10 Religion , when denied it contrary 
to their Laws) were a perpetual awe upon the 
Fapjftsy and when they have Confederated a- 
gmit their Kings, the Proteftants have frequent- 
ly been their ruine> and as oft the prelervation 

> of the Crown ; befide that the fiicceflion of two 
fach Minifters of State , as ferved that Nation , 
who having had neither Wives nor known legitir 
mate Children, had the lefs temptations to ufur- 
pacion, cannot be again expe<fted : and I dare fur- 
ther undertake to Prophefie, that that Prince and 
People,' who ihall at any time be blcffed with this 
harmony and agreement in Government , fliall 
thereby be much more prosperous, happy, and 
formidable than ever they were before, or can 
by any other way be hereafter. 

; And this obfervation I own to have beenfirft 
made Mailer of, by that excellent anfwer of 
Charles the Firlt of lE^t^tand to the nineteen Pro- 
pofitions, prelented him by the long Parliament, 

* where reciting the Vertues and Vices of the three 
leveral Forms of Goverument, as ab/blute Mo- 
narchy, Ariftocracy, and Demoaacy , he pre- 
fers the Government of England^ as it is a mix- 
ed and regulated Monarchy beyond all other , 
in that it hath the conveniency of them all with- 
out the inconveniency of any one. And Aire- 
]y there'is no Government good like that, where 
the liberties and priviledges of the people are 
ib^fbrtified by Laws , that they are beyond the 

\ invafion of their Princes-, for King Jams aq- 

! knowledgeth that he was ordained for the good of 
hisPeople^ and not they ordained for him^ and 

I CharUs the firlt of Smland^ in his forementioned 

anfwer faith, That there is legally placed io ^^ 

\ ' ^ '^ ' ■ Houfes 
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Hottfes of Parliament a power more than fuffici- 
ent to prevent and reftrain the power of Tyrao* 
ny. 

The Duke of Tusl^ofy may be held a rational 
inftance of this aflertion, that ahfolute power is 
a prejudice to any Prince, in that the multitude 
01 Taxes which he Arbitrarily lays upon his Peo- 
ple, are fuch, as hath in a great meaiqre depopu- 
lated his Country, and deftroyed the Commerce 
of it, without bringing near fo much into his Cof- 
fers, as whilft the Country was under freedom, it 
did infenfibly contribute for publick good and pre- 
fervation, or as the City of Amftfrdam alone is £iid 
to fpend yearly in c^iaritable ufes ^ as on the con- 
trary, the famous things that great 0ufecn EUzji-, 
^f^ib of happy memory did during her Reign, ha- 
ying been in War with her Neighbours round a- 
bout her the greateft part of the 45 . Years of her 
time, befide in almofl: continual action with Irt- 
land^ and fometimes at home (from the turbu- 
lent Rebellious humour of her Popifti Subjects) 
and that in all, with glorious iuccefs, is a preg- 
nant demonftration of the benefit that an afieAio* 
nate agreement in GovemmeiU: betwixt Prince 
and People (under a mixed Monarchy) brings to a 
Country. 

If the French King who brags and glories mdl 
in his abfolutenefs (though be exerciieth it to* 
tally but over his poor miferable Peafants and 
fmaller Cities) Ihould compare what bis clear 
yearly income would be under regulated Monar- 
chy, whereby be might increafe Trade, fparethc 
charge of vaft Armies, many Garrifons, prevent 
fraud and coufenage, with what it is at preient 
under hisArbitjary Power,- with all the prejudi- 
cial 
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cial ckcumftaoces attending it $ it may with ret- 
fon be fuppofed y that that rich and good land 
vioM afibrd a far greater intrade under the firft 
than latter Government j and the Sfamard hath 
caufe to acknowledge the truth of this Principle, . 
fince their Kingchuting (contrary to the Belgidc 
Liberties) to carry on the War in his Netherlands 
by his oyvn Cngle Counfels and Foreign Forces 
(wherein chey met with nothing but rapine, guile, 
and corruption) rather than conform to the pri- 
viiedges of the Gountry in Joining with the E- 
ftates of it (who in fuch cafe offered to main* 
tain forty thoufand men at their own charge) 
hath had fo great an influence upon their decay , 
if not been the £o\q caufe of it. 

The like ob/ervatlons might be made of other 
abfblute Governments, but this fliall ferve, as be- 
ing fufljcientto (hew how Sfain from the height of 
glory, promiOng to themfelves the Univerfil So* 
veraignty of Chriftendom, is by the means of a 
fmall beginning, the revolt of a ^landful of their 
own deljpifed Subjed:s (occaConed by ill Govern- 
ment and invading of their priviledges) brought to 
change theu: defign from th^t of fwallowing up all 
Dominion, to that of feeking their own preftrvati- 
OQ by a League with thofe that at firfi: they thought 
to have extirpated, having now no way left to 
prcferve therafelves, their Weft-India Territories 
and Trade thither, and what elfc they have any 
where in the World , but to hold it their true 
Domeftick Intereft^ 

Firft, To reconale all differences at home, uni- 
ting thoroughly thjere^ that fo they may be the 
better abk tp agree (as it is indifpenfibly necef- 
(ary for thepi to do) upon methodical and well 

digefted

digefted means for their defence and prefer va- 
tion J and keeping their Vice-Roys and Gover- 
nours in all their Territories true to them, in caie 
Death flionld deprive thepi of their young King, 
becauie Ihould fetch an unhappinefs befal them , 
and that they (hould then be round in divifionsand 
diftraftions , it would give great advantage to 
the Frewh (who will be fure at fuch a time to fall 
fuddenly upon them in all places) and be an in- 
ducement to their great Officers in all their fevc- 
ral Dominions, to hearken to the temptations of 
the Frcftch (their Enemies) who will not fail (ac- 
cording to their ufual practice) of aOauIting 
their fidelities, with promifes of the greateft re- 
wards,- corruption bemg the inftrument they do 
the greateft things with. 

Secondly, Since neither the Emperour, nor 
Pope, is now able to afford this King anjr fuch 
afliftance, as istobefblely relied upon, it is his In- 
tereftto fetafide all Church Politicks, and for- 
mer pretended religious Artifices for perfecution, 
and to give all his Subjects incouragement, if not 
by toleration in Religion , yet by a tacit abate- 
ment of the rigour of his proceedings againfi; 
them upon that account, as a means the better 
to oblige the Reformed Princes and States to him ^ 
and as the affairs of Ghriftendom now fland, in 
relation to Frnacfy even the Pope himfelf, if he un- 
derflood his own Interefl;, and were not blinded bv 
malice and fuperftitious zeal, could not be averfe 
to this, in that it is folly for him to thinly, that his 
gaudy Copes, Crofles, and tripple Crown will de- 
fend h is See againft the French King, after he hath 
by the help of his Paftorial Staff* hooked in all the 
reft, and thi^t he will not reduce both him and 

Peters 
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Peters Chair to their original, and to his own de- 
votion. And now* as to the Foreign Intereft of 
thisKiflgdom, it is, 

Firft, Cordially to unite with England^ the 
States of Holland^ the Northern Kmgs and Prin- 
^ces, againfl: the growing greatneis ofFrana, and 
for oppofing that King in all his endeavours for 
further additions, efpecially in his defigns upon 
the Sfanijh and United Netherlands ^ for Ihovdd 
hegamthofe of them lying upon the Sea, whe- 
ther by Conqueft, Trisaty, or Purchafe, he will 
then find Ports and Havens there fufGcientto in- 
creafe his Naval llrength, and want nothing need- 
ful for the total mine of Sfain^ lave a pretence 
(which he will eafily invent) for quarrelling with 
them ; for by fucb acquifitions, his greatne/s both 
at Land and Sea would be fb much augmented^ 
that he would be able to run them down in all 
places both at home and abroad, fpoiling them in 
their WefiJndia Trade (their chief fupport) 
whereas without better and more conveniently fi- 
tuated Harbours than his own , he can never be 
very great at S^a, and without being formidable 
there, no Prince inChriftendom can exceed in 
greatnefsatLand. 

And Sp4i;i having in their late Wars in 1667. 
had fufficient eScperience oiFtimt^ they cannot 
(if what they charge upon them in reference there- 
unto, be true) with prudence or fafety rely upon 
any Treaties with them , how plain or clear foe* 
ver they may be, or truft to any thing leis dian 
the ftrength and intereft of their Allies in con« 
junction with their own to defend themfelves a- 
gairA France ; and of this, S}Mn hath the more 
caufetobefenfiblei fince they are the beft able 

to 
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to judge of the danger other Countries were in, 
whiin the^ themfelvesdefigned the Univerfal Mo- 
narchy, out of which enterpri2:e the French have 
at prefent jullled them, taking it to thenalelves, 
and are now as formidable in it as they ever 
were. , 

Secondly, It is the true Foreign Intereft of 
iSfamy to over-look and forget all their pretences 
or titles to Fortngal^ how good fbever they m^y 
be, and to make a firm and cordial League with 
that Crown, for anticipating France ^ in having 
it as a back Door for entring Sjain from thence, 
as by the way of Perpinion on the one fide, and 
by St. John de Luce on the other fide, they have 
already advantages for the invafion of it. And 
tlius upon the whole , the Spaniard having no 
Trade but to their own Plantations and Coun- 
tries, nor genius to any further profpeft in it, 
their Intereft may be fummed up in feltprefcr- 
vation : And this is all I have to fay of Spain at 
thistime.

PORTUGAL: 

Portugal^ under which name (befide that 
Country properly called fo) is comprifed 
jilgarva (Ibmetime a fmall Kingdom) ly- 
etb on the Wefiern part of 5]r^;f,bounded on that 
iide by the Ocean Sea, having on the Coaft near 
three hundred Miles in length, with eighty OF*a 
hundred Miles in breadth ^ it i^ neither poptilousr 
nor fruitful , but thin of people, and fo barren , 
that had not the King a Revenue coming, by 
Trade from the Ea^ and mft Jndiis (where theyr 
have large Plantations) and fbme other Ifladds, ^ 
as from the Az^rts^ &v. his income would do 
little to the fupportof his Dignity and Govern* 
ment. 

In the Year 1^40. this Kingdom (after.it had 
been near fixty Years under the King of ^A%n), 
revolted, and let upthe Duk<^ of JSyj^^^ffcr^ Crown* 
ing of him King, from whence enfued a War be* 
twixt the two Crowns, which continued imtH the 
Year fixteen hundred fixty feven^ that by the me- 
diation, of f;?^/^;?^ a Peace WIS concluded be- 
twixt them.

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Titles, derived from one and the fame Common 
Anceftor , Emanuel King of Portttgd^ who left 
fix Children, four Sons and two Daughters, as 
foUoweth;

had Sehafiian^ (reputed to be flain by the Moors 
in Barhary) who dying withour Children ^ the 
Line of John Eldeft Son of emannel expired in 
him.

Befide thefe] pretenders 9 Queen Ka^herine of 
Frartce would have put in her Claim, asdefcen- 
ded by her Mother rrom Alfhonjoj the Third King 
of PartHial^ but the Plea being groundiefs, thj^y 
denied torec^ve it, and (b the difpute remained 
between the King of Sfain^ and the two Dukes of 
Parma and Brigance ^ but King Henry dying whilft 
the bnfinefs was in hot debate, and before he had 
decided the Controverfy, the King of 5p4iA (ma- 
king himfelf Judge in the Cafe) feized upon the 
Kingdom, which He, his Son and Grandlbn en- 
joyed near flxty Years afiter. 

Now the Cafe Handing thus betwixt the two 
Crowns of 5]p4»;i and Ponngal*^ it is confequently 
the Interefl: of the PmrtMuefe , to be jealous of 
Sfoin (who will hardly forget their Title to the 
Crown of Portugal) being always upon t(ieir 
Watch towards them, and to make Leagues with 
Foreign Princes and States for afliltance when- 
ever they fhall be fallen upon by the Spaniard j and 
, as France lyeth neareft to them (except SpMn) and 
fo befl: able to do them moft good or harm^ to 
hold fair with them, yet without Crufting them 
(who pradife a great Latitude in breach of Arti* 
cles) too far, or even their own Queen (if with- 
out Heirs of her Bodv) becaufe a French Lsidy , 
who are generally or bufie working Spirits in 
matters of State. And thedefigns of the French 
being manifeftly for increafe and gceatnefs^ bqg- 
ling at nothing that may ftand in their way, Ihould 
the young King of Spain be fwept away by Deaths 

witfaott 
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without leaving Iflue^ the French Kings pretences 
would be as well to Partsigatzs Spain, which coff- 
fider^tion doth alio oblige this King in prudence, 
toftejc (if pollible) a hearty Union and League 
with Spain, for then: mutual defence and preKt- 
vacion againll France. 

How it comes that this people , who by their 
inclination to Trade , andfuccefsinit, had for- 
merly acquired the Cbarafter of the rich Mer- 
chants of PartH£al, Ihould now fo kittle (as they 
do) deferve that name, I cannot conceive, except 
by falling under a more fevere Government than 
antiently, they are (according to the natural con- 
fequences thereof) failed from their ingenuity , 
and indullry: or that the induffay and ingenuity 
that Reformation in Religion hath brought into 
the World, beyond what i^had under Popifli 
Darknefs and Slavery, the Reformifts, by their 
wile and prudent Condudt , have eaten them out 
of all Trade, fave to their own Iflands in the O. 
cean, and the We^Jndies^ which is all they hava 
entirely kept, having in a great meafure loft their 
Trade to the Eafi^Im^s, as they have alfo (their 
circumftances confidered) all cajMibility of fur- 
ther increafe in it And now this is an 1 have to 
fay of the Intereft of this Couatryatthis time.

TH E Netherlands are called fb by lyiog 
law upoQ and towards the Sea , contain- 
ing feventeen diftinA Provinces, uicom- 
paflTed with f r^gwf ^ C/fTflM;^, the Britiib and Nor« 
thero Seas ^ they formerly belonged all to the 
Hiog of Sfsinj vntii Fhiilp the Secpnd by oppcedir 
on, andinvadiag theu: priviledges, caufedtboie 
Countries known by the name of the Vmedtf^- 
fberUffds (of whofe Intereft it is I here defigi) 
iingly to write) to aflert their Rites and Liberties, 
by a Union for commoq defence and prefervatioBi 
and in order thereunto, to lay afide their limited 
Prince or Chief Magiftrate* turning their Go- 
vernment iato (hat ^ a Comgion- wealth or Re^ 
publick. 

Thefe feven United Provinces are, Gtlderlandj 
with Zutfhen annexed to it, HoUand^ Zealand^ V- 
trechty Friez^eUnd^ Overyjfely and Groningen^ which 
in the States account are in number but fe- 
ven^ becaufe befide that t^e. King of Spain hath 
remaining to him the City of ^elder, with a fourth 
part of that Dotchy ; Zntphen being fmall is ad- 
ded to Gelderland (as it antiently uied to be) and 

fo 
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fo both are reckoned bat for oQe» and that under 
the name of Ctlderland. 

.As thefe Countries do lie all more or lefs upon 
the Sea, fo tliofe Provinces are moQ: coofiderable 
that lie mpftupon it, SisHolUfuL ZtaUmd, and 
Friezjtlandj of which three the nrXt is alone of 
more conlideration than all the other fix jointly ; 
from whence it is, that by way of eminence. Hoi- 
land vulgarly denominates the whole UntoD, al- 
though GeUerland^ being a Dutchy, hath in CouQ^. 
cil precedence of it as it is but an Earldom. 

GeUerland is the lar^ft Province^ but having 
the molt Gentry, abd to leafl; Trade, is one of 
the pdorefl:) it hath of Cities or Havenslyingup- 
ou tne Sea, not any fave Hardervick^^ an old de- 
cayed Univerilty (lately tranflated to Nimmeiuen) 
flanding alio but upon that broad Water, or 
Inland 5ea, called the Southern Sea, which flows 
to Amfttrdnm. 

This Province is parted into three Divilions , 
called Nimmeguenf jirnbeim^ and Zmphtn-^ the 
chief Allembly or Parliament for the whole 
(which is the Soveraign Power of the Province) 
is held yearly at each of thefe three Cities alter- 
natively; This Aflembly is Conftituted of Depo- 
ties, lent from all the three Divifions^^ by the 
Gentry and Cities, who in their feveral Diviilons 
are of equal Power, each Divillon having (how 
many Deputies foever they may fend) but one 
Voice ia their general Ailembly for the whole 
Province, ib that all matters are decided by two 
of the three Voices, lave in (bme Cafes, wherein 
there muft not be a Negative^ and 4u; this is the 
GonOitution of the Legiflative Power of this Pro- 
vince (called the States Provincial) who meet of 
H4 covitfc 
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fcourfe four times a Ytzr certain, and ofter as oc- 
cafion requires, fo the fame Orders that iend 
thefe for their fapream power, fend alfo a certati^ 
inumber of other perfpnsto the fame Refidence, 
as ia Comitiittee of State, which fits continually in 
the interval of the States Provincial, and fum- 
mons or calls them together upon extraordinary 
occafions as they f^e caufe, but during the fitting; 
of the States Provinci^^ the power of the Cooi* 
fiiitteeoeafeth. 

Holland being an Earldom is the fecond in 
place , and in common appellation divided into 
South and North Holland^ but in Law the latter 
part is called Wefi^Friezjeland (and the firft part 
only' Holland) diftinguiflied by the addition of 
Weft, from that Province called fingly Friez^land^ 
as it is from thaf Country belorigitig to the Em- 
pire, called Eafi-FncTieUnd'^ fothat when in reaH: 
ing, Wefi-'FritxjsUnd is mentioned, it is to be uh- 
derftood the North part of Holland^ as FriezjtUnd 
fingly and without addition, is one of the feveii 
United Netherlands y ?ind Eafi^Friez^lahdj a County 
of the Empire belonging to an Earl of that name 
(made lately by the Emperpiif a Prince of the 
Empire.) . ' 

*This Province lyeth upon the Sea , having 
broad Waters on all other fides , with fcverai 
lfland$ belonging to it. It hath in all thirtjr-onc 
Cities, whereof eighteen are fuch, as fend (by 
the Elealon of the refpeftive Councils of each 
City) Deputies to the Parliament,' or fuprcam 
power of the Province^ whjch I fhall hereafter 
fcall the States Provincial of Holland^ according, 
to their iifual ftile in fpeaking,'notonly of thn 
hovin^e, but'^Ifo of all the other individuiil

folved upon by the major part of the fame, is held 
the a£t of that Dividon, as alio what is refblved 
upon by the major part of the Cities, is conclu- 
fiveastothem. ^ 

The States Provincial of this Province, is con* 
ftituted of Deputies (ent by the four foremention- 
ed Members or Orders, each Order having one 
V0te, who decide all matters by three of the fom% 
^ cxcent 
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except what concerns the Soveraignty, in which 
there muft not be a negative ; this Council meet^ 
at Z^wr^f/ifome certain times of coorfey andofter 
as occafion requires , they having a Committee 
joi Eftates fubordinate to them , fitting continn* 
ally in their abfence , as the other Provinces 
have, and chofen by the fame Orders as them- 
lelves are, who calls them tc^ether upon extraor- 
dinary occalions. 

Overyffel is fp called from lying beyond the Ri- 
ver Ifely it hath Frieueland and Groningtn on the 
North, gelderUnd and Zutfhcn on the Souths Wefi- 
^alia on the £ali:,and the Southern Sea on the 
Welt, it is leaft confiderable of all the feven Pro- 
vinces, and was formerly belonging to the Bi- 
flboprick of Vfrechp^ but being weary, of the ty- 
ranny of Ecdeliaftical Government they call it 
c^, and upon certain conditions put tbemfelves 
under thellmparo^r Char Us the Fifth* 

As this Province is leafli: inconfideration, fo for 
its bignefsiit hath the moft t^entry, having about 
fixty Families ; which may ferve to makegoo<| 
the obfervation, that the more idle people any 
Country bath, the poorer it will be. 

The States Provincial of this province, con- 
fiftsof two Members pr Orders (who fit at Zsvall 
or DtvcnttHr) that is, the peputies for the Gen- 
try, and ifqr the three Cities of ibeventiw , CMm-, 
fen and Zwnlli thefe; two Or^^rs ^are of equal 
power, neither concluding the dtixtt without 
confent of all or part^ of the other Order-, for as 
the Gentry have three Voices, lb the Cities being 
three, have each one Voice, which making in all 
fix Voices, there mufl: be four for concluding a(i| 
matter in debate, as all the Gentry and pne Cit/, 
:* ■ " ■ ■> *' ^ '' or 
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or all the CSties and one third part of the Gentry, 
dr two thirds of the Gentry , and as many <^ 
the Cities^ but mfbme Cafes there muft not be 
a negative , majority havingjio place ; and this 
Province hath their Committee or State in the in- 
terval of their Provincial Eftates, hi like manner 
ast the other Provinces have. . 

The Province of gromngm , in which is no 
City fiive that bearing the name of the Province, 
is the moll: Northerly of all the Ptovincea^ lying 
U^n the Sea, betwixt Friezeland^nd Eaft^Friez^e^ 
fafhf: This Province is made op of the City of 
Gromnieh^ ixA the Land abont it, called in 
batch the Vmlamkffy which fi^nifies the Land 
round the City. This Land is divided into three 
parts, and thofb again ffabdividM anto three , 
which'are in alt nine. In this Country all pdrfbns 
owners of Honfe and Land to (uch a certain va^^ 
iu^, have Voicesin their rcfpeftive Precinfts, and 
what is concluded -by the majority of the Pre- 
cihAs, is the refolntidn of the Country, except 
In fome Cafes wfaerd n^ajority hath no place. The 
City of gremngenimh a certain number of St- 
natprs, whofe refolutioh by otajbrity of Votes is 
taken In all Cafe*tp bbthe aftof the City. The 
Depiities for the City^ dnd for thcfCigunftry, mako 
the States Provincial who fit in the^ City, tod each 
Order (pity the City and Country T)eing ahfo^ 
Jdte,^ they muitin: ail afts of Soveraignty agree; 
or etfe notfiip^ caii j^iife, there being no plurai. 
lity where thei*e is^ttwb Crieri, antf thij Pro^ 
vince hath all^thelirCbmmtttee of State ftfting 
ID! *tt« interval of the ftdvindalEIhrtes, as the 
toave: -^^ :'/•■• '» '^^ . ■ -:• 
:.:• 'tte Repnbfickf df the Vhhti ttethirlmd^ ib 
'' made 
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madeupof tbefefeiren Proviaces, which I hatft 
here taJceii in order according to thdr Rattfti

in wiiole, or ia part to the Kiog of Spmfty being 
by way of diftioiftion called the Sfonifi Hether^ 
lands) and are a Commqn-wealth only for coiii>- 
mon defence, each FVoviBce being to all ocber 
porpofes abfolute Soveraigns withhi tttefo^ 
fclves, ' 

Befide thele ieven entire Provinces, there ar^ 
feveral parts of federal other Provinces acotf- 
red (aioft)byConquefl:, which are ander the€k^ 
vernment of the Union by the StateftGenerhPf-ttl^ 
are made ufe of by them for their Frontier CSarti- 
fons, to their great advanti^/ in keepid^th^ 
Provinces of the Union, the freer from SonJcner^^ 
to rbe inconragemenc of Trade and IndnlH^. ^ ^ 

Now this Republick beidg thns Conftituted, 
and prefer valion being confeqiiiently the CcttaittM 
Interefl of all the Provinces (a Foreign sWdr4 
knowing no Friends where it prevails) it i^^ ' ' 4 

Firft, TheirCMefForeigalnterefttobej^Idu^ 
of the greatnefs and Neighbourhood of Fr^nA 
(from whence as fbon as dn qp^rtnnity^ienret, 
tfafey may well expeA a fhocm) holding a goofl 
correfppndence with En^tmul, who as tiwy at^ 
able, fo lie molt conveniently for their affflfsmce', 
as alfo Wfththe Northern Kings and Baltick Sove- 
raigns, keeping that Sea from teiag ingrofl^l^ 
any onehatid; in reference #o Hie j^eat Triitdti ih 
general that t^y have tUitfier , and partici^riy 
to their ^ip^ng, it be;ng^hep!ace from Wh^tti^ 
they art &Fai(hSd with tfieii* m^ Cbmmi^ditifM, 
maintainibg alib a^ good fAt^lf)^ace iiitii «hb 
Cerman-PrhitofeV a^Mcciiilri^for npboBdinjg^^ 

great 
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great Trade tl)ey have by Laad into their Comi' 
Itry, as well as for keeping them from adhering 
unto the French ih their ambitious defigns. 

Secondly^ ItistheirinterefttobefureofSp^/;!, 
in relation to the profitable Trade they have tht- 
Cher, as Ijkewife to their fafety in the Neighbour- 
faoo() of the SpMnifh Netherlands (to long as tho/e 
Countries are in the pofleffionof that King) not 
infliring them to come into the hands of the 
French J (who cannot approach them fonear, 
without danger tothem, as well in reference to 
thek conceriyat Sea as Land) and fo far as is in 
their power ^ to obftru£fc the French in their 
^owth and increafe at Sea. 

Nowas to their Domeftiok Intereft, firft it may 
be calculated from their own obfervations, to be 
the avoiding of a (landing General and Cover*- 
nouir, except fo circumftanced and limited, as 
may only give him liberty and power of doing 
gpodii without any of doing harm, which is the 
power that is JureDpumo^ and due to Governours, 
the end of Government being for the protedtion^ 
.prefervation, and general good of the^Commu- 
nity, and not for the punifliment and mine of the 
innocent with the guilty, as according to com^ 
juonfame in It dyj'finUft\{^ Fourth ofSfoin (to 
ht revenged of the Neapolitans , for the Infur- 
jefltion of MerfmeUo) d^d, in fending Ships from 
^ardmMy laden WAtJiperfons infeded with the 
Plaggue, on purpo^^^to carry that fickneft thither^ 
which when their Landing was oppofed by the In- 
Habitants, were by .the Goyernour brought on . 
Ifhqre by force of Arms tq the deftrpying (accord- 
ing to vox fdfHlij in and about.it near three 
Imnared tbouiand Souls, contrary to the Precept 
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oftheApoftle, who tells us, that Rulers are not 
to be a terrour to good but evil doers. 

And if the Dutch Writers fpeak truth (in that 
Book called the Interefiof Holland) in affirming, 
that their (landing Governours with their former, 
authority and power, inftead»of reconciling dif- 
ferences when any have arifen betwixt Provin* 
ces, Divifions , Cities, or Magiftrates (as was 
part of their O&tt to do, and one of the benefits 
they promiied themfelves in a (landing Cover- 
nour) they have ufually nourifhed them, as hold- 
ing it their Interefl: foto do, according to that 
Maxim of Divide & Imfera^ and when they have 
decided any Controverlies, have made their own 
private defjgns the rule of their decifion , even 
to the prejudice of the innocent party, and that 
fince they have had no (landing head, they have 
had fewer difierences,and thofe eafilier.compofed 
than before (fave only that (ingle conteft about 
aStadtholder)as alfo, that they ever obferved, 
that when their Generals were in the Field, 
and furtheft from home , they had always the 
leaft fadion and moft union among them : ail 
thefe circumftances confidered , it doth clearly 
evince, that as Concord or Fadion is the Life or 
Death of a State , (o the avoiding of a (landing 
General and Governour, inveded with the former 
Authority and Power, is their true Conunon la- 
tereft. 

Secondl}r,As aGovernment is better or worfe ac- 
cording as it follows its true Intereft more or lefs, 
& that all the Provinces, and every City in them, 
are more at liberty to purfue their Interefts while 
they are their own Matters, than when they are 
under the over^ruling and overawing power of a 
I (landing 
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ftandiflg General, that may have a diftioft' Intermit 
of his own contrary to theirs^ it i$ the common la- 
tcrcft of the States to keep the power in tbem- 
felvesp and not to give it to another, eipeclally 
fince they have found fuccefs and profperity in 
their own CoQdu£t:,#aQd lefs prejudice by Pirates, 
than when they had a Head, who as their Writers 
afGrm, took no care ofcleartng the Seas. 

Thirdly, As Trade is their grand Intereft, by 
which they are only enabled to defend them- 
felves, and as liberty and freedom are the great 
increafersof it, and as an unckcumfcribed (land- 
ing bead , in both Civil and Military Affairs, 
is under temptation of obftru^ing their liberty 
forpublick Interelt, if contrary to his private, 
according to the experience they bad of their Go- 
vernour in his not hearkning (as they fay) unto 
the Peace at Manfier^ until gained by a bountiful 
prerentmadebimbythe Sfmnari^ of the Mat" 
quifat of Bergen^ T9urnholdt^ Seai^enbirgenf and 
^e County QfAfonfort', befide a promife of a 
large yearly fum of money, and as the great da- 
mage they fuflered by their iirft War with £i^ 
hnd^ into which they fay they were hurried by the 
party of their dcceafed Govcrnour and General, 
may be a warning to them ; fo all the Provinces 
are concerned more or lefs^ according to the fe^* 
veral proportions they have in Trade, to avoid 
fuch an Officer , as miy obftruft the publick to 
tereft, if his own private be not in it 

Fourthly, As War is an Enemy to Trade, and 
as all (landing Governours, being airo Generalt, 
will be for War although prejudicial to the pub* 
lick, becaufe thereby they render themfdves 
greater, and more Acceflary tbanin Peace^ as aUb 

better • 
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better qualified for UforpatiM ^ and as 10 their 
deligirs tfaey are apt to eye their own glory, more 
than the profit of their Mallerii , not regarding 
at what rate they parchafe honour to tbenif^lves 
upon the cofl: and charges of others, aK appears by 
the debt of fifteenMiUions and three hundred thour 
find pounds Cnglifli) their Centals run them in- 
to, and much of it by oftentatious and unprofir 
table undertakings (as their Writers aver.) And 
as there is no danger of the lofs of liber ty^like that 
from a ftanding General , who being cloathed 
with power and authority, is qualified for framing 
Fadions for Ufurpation, foit mud upon the whole 
be their Common Intereft, to oppofe fuch a ffand- 
iiig Head for term of Life, in whom there is (b 
much hazard and inconvenience. But although 
the general Intereft of all the Provinces thus coh- 
fidered, is td oppofe a ftanding Governour and 
Geileral, yet the feveral Provinces are in (bveral 
degrees more or lefs concerned therein. 

Firfl:,Becaufe fuch an Officer by occafioning I^ 
vtfions, and oppoUng his own private Intereft to 
that of the pubiick, is prejudicial to Trade, where- 
in H^Uandof ail the Provinces is moft concerned, 
in that by computation they are not able to feed 
aboVe one eighth part of their multitudes , with 
provi/iGAs of then: own growth, but are indebted 
to Commerce for feven parts of eight of their 
ttoorilhment: and as that Country lyeth the moft 
conveniently of all the Provinces for TrafRck, to 
aD Corners, Eaft, Weft, North and South, having 
good Havens and Ports, and abounding in Mann- 
roftuf es, fo the H9llmderi have caufe to look up- 
on Trade as their Chief Intereft, and themfelves 
more obliged %o remove all obftru^l^as m it, than 
li, thqf^ 
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thofe of the other Provioces, which have not the 
like convenience for it, nor are under the like cir- 
Cnmftances as to their fubfiftence. 

Secondly, As Holland having more Wealth and 
Treafure than all the other fix, is more potent 
than them all, fo they cannot hope for lefs than 
deftruftion under Ufurpation, it becon)ing necef- 
farily the Maxim of Ufurpers, to reduce to pover- 
ty fuch Ck>untries and parties as they have caufe 
to fear, and that not oqly to prevent being capa- 
ble of praAifing againft them, but alio that with 
their fubltance, they may gratify their adherents, 
gain, and corrupt their needy Enemies : and as 
all men Armed with power do naturally prefs af- 
ter £)ominion, and that a Civil and Military 
Head for Life in the Vnited Netherlands^ can ne* 
ver arrive at an abfoluce Hereditary Rule, but by 
a total fobverfion and Cuppzci&onotftollandjJivhok 
vafl: lofs in the decay of Trade, which the Change 
of Government , with the lofs of liberty, muft 
neceflarily bring, will otherwife be continual pro- 
vocations to oppofition ; it is more the concern 
of Holland th^mpy other Province, never to ad- 
mit of a Handing GoVernour aud General , be- 
caufe their utter diflblution is molt indangered by 
fuch an Officer* 

Thirdly, Asmollof the publick charge of the 
Union lyeth upon the Shoulders of the Hollanders ^ 
fo they have moft reafon to be Mailers of their 
own Militia, in disbanding and railing of their 
Arrqies, both by Sea and Land, as they fee caufe, 
which whilll they have a Handing General afid 
Governour (who will prefer his own Iplendor be- 
fore publick Intereft) they cannot exercile without 
(he ha2;v^ding of a breach, q$ fell out in the Year 
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1650. Aod as this province of HMand^ being molt 
coocerned in Trade, and fb confequently in the 
benefit and lofs by War, is more ingaged to ba?e 
an eye to both than the other provinces , who 
are not (b deep in Trafiick \ fo it is more their 
IntereO: than any of the others, to oppofe a ftand- 
ing Head, that may be able by force to bring the 
beft Magiftrates to a paflive , and the worft by 
corruption to an adive obedience, or at leafl: fub- 
mi/Iion to bis will, to the ob(tru<fting th^ni in .the 
purfuancc of their Intereft, as hapned not many 
Years ago. 

HMand hath of late Years be^n under, great 
Cornells with the other Pi:ovinces, about refufing 
to EleA a Handing Scad tholder,. which in their 
Adversaries might proceed from a mixture of Cau« 
ies , as frcm emulation (corrupt nature being apt 
to envy the prorperity qf their Neighbours) and 
felfilhoefs, in confidetingtbat Ufurpation carry- 
ing neceflfarily with it the fuppreflion of HoUmd^ 
their . fall would be the increafing of Trade to th^ 
other Proviflcesi unavoidably ingaging theUfur- 
per ft) 4: general indplgeoce of thera^ beftowing 
upon t^eqpi the OfSiresaod^imployments maintain- 
ed at jthe charge of t^Hollanders^ as a reward for 
fupportiQg hicp \n i;be eisjoyment of his unjuttly 
acquired Dominion : For that a Prince,who having 
to do with feveral Countries aims at making him- 
felf abfolute, mud: by profule liberality (conni- 
ving at^and excuGng exorbitancies) make it the In* 
tereftof the molt indigent and needy, to alDfl: 
him in the fubduingthe mod opulent and potent 
Countries; but by what Principles (bever thfe 
other Provinces were a^ed to the oppodng of 
Holland^ in their {aying afide of a ftaading Ger 
I J neral 
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neral and Governoor , they furely mifled their 
Common Intereftin it: though I will not deny, 
bot the private corrupt Intereft of fome beggerly 
Courtiers, Souldieris and Families might not be 
wanting -, for as the Government of an Ufiirper 
mndt be Arbitrary and Tyrannical, the ordinary 
courfe of Law not being fufiicient to ferve his 
turn^ fo for protedling him in his illegal praAices, 
he muft allow his ]ani2;aries to Ihare with him in 
his opprelfiog of all the reft, nay even in coufen- 
ing and cheattpg of himfelf , as the only means 
to quiet them under his doing the like by the peo- 
ple, and therefore it ought^ and indeed v?iU be 
the care of all vertuous and good men , not to 
forfake the paths of righteoufnefs, for fuch as the 
rulesof honefty cannot maintain them in ^ and it 
liath {in my private thoughts) been many times 
a wonder to me. liow men profefOng Religion 
(and whom I will not accufeof infincerity therein) 
could not only join with promwilj but alfo mag- 
nify him in his crooked deligns. For though good 
men may have their failings, yet a man ftands in 
need of a great meafure of Charity, to think 
well of thofe perfons that live and die in them 
VTithout repentance *, for uniformity in moral ho- 
nefty is that which all Chriftians ought to labour 
for, the contrary being inconliltent with true Re- 
ligion^ for though a man may be morally honeft 
that is not religious, nottian can be truly religi- 
ous who is not morally honeft. 

And now as the Intereft cf all the Provinces is 
truly one, although in ieveral degrees, toil may 
be fummed up to be (in order to their common 
fifety and prefervation) their prime and chief In- 
tereft , to be jealous of the defigns of Frftnee , 

making 
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making Leagues for preventing them ill their fbf-' 
ther incfoachments upon their Nelgbbour^f, and 
efpecialy upon the Spamjh Nethetlmdsy fecnrlng 
above all others E^tHandto them, bdiding a good 
cotrefpondence with 5/74te, Germany^ the North* 
ern Kings and Princes *, keeping the Baltick Sea 
open, unflionopoli!2:ed by any owe Prince^ dear* 
ing the Seas of Pirates^ maintaining Peace (if pof 
fibfe) with'all Nations, ayoiding a War, andef- 
peciaUy at* Sea , as that which is deftrnftite cd 
Commerce, promoting trade by all boneft means, 
and cp/pofing a Handing Odvetncur and General, 
except fo circumftanced and circtmifcribed, fltat 
he can no way endanger their liberty , as that 
which wiii otherwife deftroy them : For when- 
ever they /hall be fb far depraved , as without 
firiift limitations and bounds, to confer their three 
Civil aad Military chief Commands » upon one 
and the fame perfbn for Life, their liberty is gone^ 
For the advantages that attend thofe dignities, 
and Charges or Offices in an ability of augment- 
ing Salaries, giving Bribes, bellowing places of 
pcjpffitupon fome, and creating new for the fake 
of others, with the general influence he will have 
upon all their Counfeis, will leave very few un* 
corrupted in either City or Camp, or faithful to 
their Country and not at his Devotion, and if he 
fufpend his Ufurpation until by marriage he hath 
tmrcafed bis Inwrcftand Power, tndhathSoM 
grown up to make ufe of, in the forming and 
heading of his Party, courting and cajoling Of- 
ficers and Souldiers, he will then certainly at- 
tempt it -, for nothing can be more infallible, than 
thata fingle Head of great AUies,Intere£b, and Re- 
venue, is inconiiftent with a Conunoa-wealth, ac* 
I 4 . cording 
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cording to tbeMaxime of the Republick of Ge- 
nua^ who for that reafon (in Ibme kind like the 
Oftracifm at jithens) have fometimes made their 
greateft Citizens uncapable in their Repnblick of 
Magiftraqf, wherein they are certainly wife, for 
never any people was in their Liberties Ufurped 
upon by any of themfelves , but where there was 
either too much power, or too much money gi- 
ven to buy and corrupt a needy, covetous, and 
ambitious party *, but as the people in thefe Coun- 
tries are the original of the power of their Ma- 
giftrates, fo it mufl: be left to them, and thus! 
have done with this fubjedt. 
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A hrief Difcmrfe of the Original Caufe cf 
the United Netherlands cajling cff 
the IQr^ of Spain, and of their frefent 

\ Goyerwfient hy EJiates General ^ whkh 
fiMom here^ as Jerking to ntah thefore-^ - 

• goingChapter of their hterejiy the more 
intelligihle. 

THat the Vnited Netherlands are part of the 
feventeeh Provinces of the Lm Countries j 
and whgf theftaturcand kind of their feveral pro- 
vincial Governments are, I have (hewed in the 
Chapter*going before , which treats of the Inte- 
refts of thofe Provinces : fo that in this place it 'i% 
Dot needful to add more, than that they are all, 
each within their refpeftive Jurifdiftions^ abfolute 
and independent as to all Civil and Criminal Can- 
fes, making Laws, and doing alf other afts and 
matters of Soveraignty whatloever, without ha- 
ving any Superiours or Appeals from them, being 
jointly (like antiently the Grecian Republicks) a 
Common. wealth to the end only of common 
fafety and priffervation, and feparately to all other 
ends, as fo naany individual Soveraignties. 

As thefe Countries had in all times referved 
unto themielves, fuch large briviledges and im-^ 
munities, ^s rendered them always under a great 
degree of liberty and freedom, fo when the King 
ot Sfain by invading their priviledges, neceffita- 
ted them to caft him ofi^ they bad little more to 

. .do 
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do in the change of their particular Govern- 
ments^ than Jay ing bSm afidei the Government 
remaining much the fame after as before/ the Ci- 
ties in each Province, being no^ g6verhed much 
tfter. the fame (banding CouncDt^ and aftet the 
lame order and method as anttenkljT, except that 
whereas formerly' upon the Death of any of their 
CoQDcil^ tbc ftirviTing C^uncellors, by the Ele- 
jCtion of the major .Votes preiented in fonie, pla- 
ces a double, and in others a tribble number tothe 
Prince, for him to chufe a fingte to fupply tha 
vacant! places^ they now have in all the Provinces, 
Where the late Prince of Orange was Stadtbokkr, 
the Eledion abfblute in themfelves. And where- 
as the Soveraign power of every Province, is in 
their refpedtive SutesProvinciali and the manage- 
ment of matters of State in th^ir abfehce, in a 
Committeeof State fitting continually, upon both 
which) the Prince q( Orange bad a great influence, 
though no right of Seflion in eitjier, the Prince 
being now laid afide in^eUerland^HMand^ ZeUndj 
Vtrechtj and Overyfftl^ the five Provinces over 
which bis Anceftors had foi^ times Ajccedively 
been chofen Governours ; both Councils in each 
of thefe Provinces, aft now of themfelves with- 
out any reference to him. 

And for Friex^land and Groningen^ the remain- 
ing two of the feven Vnitid TrevmeeSy they chufe 
always one of another Houfe of Najfa^ for their 
Stadtholder, f^^tihAt tred^rwikf Htnry^ aperibtfi 
of great parts and defigns, outed Grave William 
of Naffa^ or at leafl; after his Brother Henry was 
(Iain before jimferf^ prevented him of the Go- 
vernourfliip of Gr0ningeH^ as bad he lived , he 
would poflibly have done the fame for Friezje- 

Undj 
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Und^ that then having the Sladtholderlhip of all 
Che fiven , he might at laft have made himfelf ab- 
folute Matter of the wholes but Death preveot- 
iog hi A in this his more than probable defign^ 
Qromngen fince his Deceafe, returned to their brft 
Family, vvho deferves as well frona them, fev^ral 
of them having iofl; their Lives in their Servite, 
as the other Houfe of 7i^^ doth from the 
reft. 

And now to Ihew further ^ the great liberty 
that thefe Countries (who are ever jealous of 
their priviledges) antiently enjoyed, as well be- 
fore tbey were under the Hotife of BurgHndy^f as 
during that time^ I ihall inftance in GfldirUnd and 

The firft of theft Provinces is found to have 
been divided into four particular Tetrarchies , 
three Whereof (im.) Nmmigtn , Arnham , and 
Ztttfhiffj were invefted with fo much power , 
that if any Subjeft complained to the Xetrar- 
chy , to which he belonged , of wrong done 
him by the Prince , maidng the truth thereof 
appear, they were obliged to demand right 
of the Ptince for the party injurcdi and not re- 
ceiving fatisfai^ioa within two months after de- 
mand, to fequefier all his Domain within their 
Jurifdiaion, and if be fhaald fiill deny, or de- 
lay giving reparation witiiin one Month after 
that, then they were to make the Cafe knownto 
the other two Tetrarchies, who thereupon were 
obliged to iequefter all the Domain of the Prince 
within their feveral ]urifdiAions« And as in thefe 
times the Government was in three Divifions 
wkh a Prince, the Change^ is no more , than in 
laying afide tbePrlnce^ fuidCoTtrning after the 

fame 
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fame method wicbout him, as before with him, 
fave that the people enjoy now their priviledges 
under theprefent Government without difpute, 
whereas they were in perpetual conteft about 
them under the former « 

Holland was originally an independent Pro- 
vince, holding neither of the Emperour, nor any 
other Foreign Prince, and always governed by 
States together with a Prince, none but Natives 
being capable of Eleftion to be Councellors, Trea- 
fnrers, or other great Officers, the States having 
power of themfelves to allembie when, where, 
and as oft as they pteafed, without leave of their 
Prince, as alio they had the fole power of levy, 
ing Taxes, but making Peace and War, ordering 
and difpofing of the Mint, was wkb conient of the 
States and the Prince,, no fubjeA being bound 
to the obedience of any Command, but as it was 
. founded in Law, the Prince at his Inftallation, ta- 
king an Oath to maintain the Cultoms and Laws 
of the Land, and the people fubicquently promi- 
fing only to be true and obedient unto him, fo 
long as he governed according to Law. Many pri- 
viledges more might be inftanced in, but by thefe 
the meafures of their antient Liberties are fuffi- 
ciently to be Calculated, 

Charles Duke of: Burgundy (furnamed the War- 
like) Matter of thefe Provinces, begun firfttoin- 
croacb upon the Jff/fid^ Liberties^ wherein with 
muchfubtilty he proceeded foberly andfecretly, 
'as knowing that old Foundations w&re not fud- 
denly , but by degrees to be overthrown , his 
Grand fon (the Emperour Charles the Fifth) taking 
' example from him, went on in the fame way, yet 
a littte more puUiildy^and vigoroufly, but hi$ 

Son 
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Son and Socceflbr Philip the Secoad King of SpM 
(although a Prince or great parts) being impati- 
ent of a flow pace, making over*great haft in the 
de/ign, provoked the Eftates of theft Countries 
to caft him off, and take the Government to 
themftlves, which they now carry on without a 
Prince, ^s they did before with one. 

This Philip being afted by ambition, and pre- 
fumingupon his great ftrength, vaft parts and abi- 
lities, defigned the total fubverfion of the Bclgick 
Liberties, Government, and the Reformed Reli- 
gion (which had then taken root, and was of a 
feft growth among them) and fome fay even of 
the >]ation it felf, intending an extirpation of the 
old, and a replantation with new Inhabitants, • 
making his method the provoking them to (land 
upon their own defence, by the higheftoppreflion 
imaginable, not doubting, but when he had for- 
ced them to fly to the natural right of ftlf-preftr- 
vation, he (houM be able with eafe to fubdue 
them, and after he had done that, to cafl: (by the 
authority of his dignity and perfon) the blame 
upon.themfelves, though never fo innocent, and 
thenplauliblyconfifcate their Eftates, deftroy the 
People, new plant the Country, and rule Arbi- 
trarily according to his own Will and Pleafure, a 
methbd which in part hath been fometimes ufed 
by Princes for obtaining of abfolute Dominion , 
though not always with good fuccefs, as the re- 
volt of the Cantons of Switzerland , as well as 
thefe Countriesdo witneft, befide that three Kings , 
of De/tmark^loQ: fucceifiveiy the Kingdom oi Swe- 
den by it, as did alfo afterwards SigifmondHs of 
PoiW the fame Crown of Sweden: And that the 
King of Spaifl qifcarryed iPc bis ambitious and 
^ '. wicked 
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wicked undertakings, his greatnels in Oominions, 
Allies, and his own parts conGdered, may ferve 
to (hew to all Princes, what a fmall people made 
deiperate may do, and will ^ matter of admira* 
tiontopofterity, and of afcribingit to the Ggnal 
hand of God , in puni(bing the unrighteous de- 
figns of that Cruel King againlt bis own SubjeAs, 
»nd profpering their neceflary defence j and the 
ailifiance afibrded them therein by good Qgeen 
Eliz^akith^ and the feveral Kings of SngUnd and 

The leveral ways he ufed to incenfe the peo- 
ple, were &rlt in making the Dutcbefs of Pam$ 
(his natural Sifter) contrary to their priviledges 
(in that (he was an Alien) Governefs of thefe 
Countries. 

Secondly, In impofing a new and extraordinary 
Council upon them, confifting of feveral Stran* 
gers, whereof C;ardinal^r4x»/j?r/i/ being oae, was 
made prefident of it. 

Thirdly, In placing many other Strangers, in 
great Of&ces of truft and profit. 

Fourthly, In fegting up the Inquilition , and 
that with an extraordinary power. 

Fifthly, In commanding the obfervation of the 
Council of Trent. 

And (ixthly,lQ increaCng the number of Popi(h 
Bi(hops, from three to feventeen , the fourteen 
added being cbofen bv the King with only the 
Popes approbation, tnat depending upon him, 
they might be the more complying inftruments 
for Tyranny and Periecutioii. And when he had 
made thefe breaches upon their Liberties, confi- 
dering fuch Innovations to be high intrenchments 
upon their rights, and theccia foperlatlve pro- 
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vocations, he then contrary to Law, brought ia 
an Army of Foreigners upon them , to force a 
fttbmiflion to bis Arbitrary Will, and that not 
only in Taxes and Impofltions^bnt alfo in all other 
things, by which he put the people out of doobt 
as to his intentions of reducing them to fla very. 

His petty Artifices for impoverifliing the Nobi- 
lity and Gentry, by provoking them to live above 
their Eftates, &c. as neceflary (as be thought) to 
the introducing of an abfolute Dominion, are not 
worth mentioning, more than that he therein 
miffed bis Intereft, in that it was the only way to 
difpofe them to call off that Government, under 
which they could not comfortably live;, for furely 
no Councils arc more dangerous to a Prince than 
fucb as tend to make a people poor, who have 
bad the experience of riches. 

The people being thus provoked, fought firft 
redrefs of their grievances from theOutcbefs of 
TarmAy who of her felf was inclinable enough to 
relieve them , infomuch that the Count of Eg; 
mont being with her appobation lent into Sf^m^ 
to rcprefent the Complaints of the provinces, the 
Kingdidembled a willingneis to redrefs them, re* 
turning him with a favourable anfwer, efpecially 
in remitting the Edifts about Religion and the In« 
quifition, whereby the difcontents of the people 
w^re removed , and the Government carried 
peaceably on by their Governefs , with the ad- 
vice and aOiltance of the Nobility of the Country^ 
until the Year 1 565. that the Queen of Sfain (ha- 
ving the Duke of Mva with her) met ner Bro^ 
th^r 0starUs the Ninth oiFrdwe, with his Mother 
Qgeeu Kafheririi at Bym^ the next Port in Fr^fit^ 
toSp^, and as near u^Owcr is to CaUft wher^ 

an 
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anejctirpation of all profeffing fhe Reformed Re- 
ligion io both Kingdoms was agreed upon, with a 
mutual affiftance of each other in the defign ; and 
accordingly the King fent Letters the fame Year 
to the Governefs, difowning what he had before 
granted to Count Egmontj Commanding without 
favour or pardon, the putting all Hereticks to 
Death , the Execution of the Council of Treni^ 
and the Emperours Edidl about Religion. This 
multiplyed difcontents, and the Conftancy of 
many Martyrs in their Deaths, having wrought 
exceedingly upon the people, great multitudes 
^ fife, and in the Year 1566. they hindered the 
Executions of fome, breaking Prifons, and fetting 
others at Liberty,which was loon after feconded by 
a Confederacy of the great ones, never to fuffer the 
Inquifition in the l^therlands but to banilh it as 
that which occafioried fo much Cruelty as ex- - 
ceeded all former Tyrannies. 

Theft ftirrings being by the Governefs repre- 
fented to the King, he did at laft recal hft Com- 
mands, but by his flownefs in it, his juglings and 
frequent diflimulations (which withthewifeftof 
Princes cannot laft long undifcovered) having 
loft his Credit with the ,geople, this revocation 
at its arrival found great Infurreftions in many 
places, to which the Governefi would have had J 
gentle remedies applied, but was not able to pre- 
vail therein with the King, for he (by the advice 
of defperate Councellors) being bent upon bloody 
refolutions, inftead of jgiving any fatisfaftion to 
their juft, grievances, returned nothing but 
threats, ftconding them immediately by fending 
the Duke of i>4lva (infamous for Cruelty) with 
an ^ Army, of which he was made General, and 

. ^ with

with him for Civil matters, one yergias^ a witty, 
bold^ needy Fellow, who (having been a Judge ifi 
I Sfainy had been there laid afide for Injuftice and 
; Corruption)wa$ as odious for Villany, and therein 
I the more fit for Arbitrary and Tyrannical Work. 
Now the choice of theie two Inftruinents, (hew- 
ing t^e Netherlander s what they had to truftiinto, 
caufed Confederacies to be entered into by the 
Chief of the Country (being yet Papifts) for the 
defence of their priviiedges : but it was not long 
after^ ere the Prince of Orange and others, thought 
it wifdom to withdraw into Germany , as the 
Counts of Egmont^ and Horn^ &c. not doing the 
iame, foqnd caufe in a little time to rcpeqt theic 
imprudence, being {oon after Mvas and Vergiat 
Arrival (although the Country was then by 
their means reduced to Peace) unjultly put to 
Death. 

The Emperour ofRired himfelf as Mediator, but 
was by the King rejefted, his intended work and 
defign not being lejs than atotalConfifcationof 
Eftates, wherein h^ went fb far, that multitude's 
being made Criminal^ another Infurre<n:ion fol- 
lowed, and the Country being prepared by heavy 
and unufual Impofitions and Taxes, at the retired 
Lords fecond re^turh out ofGtrfHany with aflifl:. 
ance, and after the Count of Marki fuccefs upon 
the "Brillf &c. the faSering party joined readily 
with them -, and although the firft places that rife, 
z%Antvf erf r^c, were in a little time reduced tQ 
the obedieqce of the King, the places remoter 
from "BrkxeU (tberefidenceof the ^^m^^ Cover- 
nour)fo prevaiji'd,tl)at theDuke oLdkr^^ was forced 
I in the Year 1573. to return with diigrace fpr 5p4i/^, 
anji bis SQccdSor provid^qtially dying not long af- 
' K ' '"^ tef 
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ter,the Chief of the Provinces entered (before any 
other was fetled) into an Agreement with the 
Prince of O^^r^f, for carrying ontheafiairs of 
the Provinces, and in the Year 1576. made an 
A& for expulflon of all Foreign Sooldiers, Ve- 
ftoring all the antient Forms of Government, 
referring matters of Religion to the States Pro- 
tincial of each Province refpedtively^to do there- 
in particularly for themfelves as they (holild fee 
caufe, which Articles Don John (then Govemoor) 
with the confent of the King, did under the name 
6f the Pacification of Ghem, ratify and confinn ^ 
but the King notwithftanding this 9 uking the 
firll opportunity of breaking this Pacification, 
occafioned thereby that folemn Union,caUed that 
oiVtrecht (taken the 29. of January^ in the Year 
S578.Englifb,and 1579. tklLmdsVak (they be- 
ginning the Year from the firft of JanUaity , as 
wedo from the 25. of Marc\i) for their common 
defence and prefervation) which then laid (and 
IHIl is) the foundation of their Ck)mmoa- 
wealth. 

After this, the Confederates growing bold, 
v^nt on pro^ronfly , and when they bad got 
themfelves into a prevaiting pofture of defeme, 
eftabliihing a Liberty in Religion, God fo blefied 
them, that they grew rich, gained upon the 5^ 
fiiardy and after about eighty Years of ccntimril 
War (feve twelve of Truce) forced i}SitSfam»i 
in the* Year 1648. to own them for a Free State, 
confefs the Juftice of their Caufe, and make 
Peace with them upon their own Conditiws, 
leaving every individual Prbvince in the fiiliex- 
ercife of that Government which they had ftt ap,* 
and agreed Upon exdufive td the Ring, add the

The General CSorerament of the feven Provin- 
ces urited in one* for common defence, is chiefly 
carried on and managed by four General Coun- 
cib (orCoUedges, as they <:all them) (viz..) the 
EibHesOemral, the Council of State, the Cham- 
ber Of Accounts (or Exchequer) and the Col- 
ledgiB- for Marine Afiairs , all fitting in the 
Ha^^e in the Province of Holland, and conflitd- 
ted of Deputies lent thither by the fcveral States 
\ ^rovmcial of the feven Provinces refpeftively^ 
for feveral Terms ^ according to the leveralCu- 
ftoms of ev)dry pMicular Province, each Province 
havitig onjK Voice in the States General. 

Firft, that Cdmcil called the States Generd 
(ooiQjpoled BTiiallyof about thirty perlbns^ is 
cbe nrpreiani or chief power of the Union , td 
mhkii each Province fedd as many I>eputtes as 
they pleaie^ but whatever the number of then: De- 
puties are, they have all but one Voice, matters 
bejBg carried by plurality of Provinces, and not 
^ perfons^ fo that the Votes of the Council be- 
: ^ ibg (eten , atcordti^ to the number d the Pro- 
, idndbs^ that Province that fenids fix or feven De- 
■ putjes (^as//i?Zf^Wfoaietimesdoth) hath but one 
Vok^ ds aMther halth^ which ^rhaps fends but 
one or bM, and in this Council, neither Stadt- 
halAmi (^tinofe Provinces whkh had fach an Offi- 
'. , ; ti i ccr, 
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cer, nor any Military perfon oc Officer had right, 
of Seffion , though when the Prince of Orange 
thought fit to defire to be heard, he was admitteid 
to offer his advice in perfon to the States General, 
and fometimes it was asked of him by their 
Prefident fent to him to that porpofe, but in the 
Provincial States of the Province of Holland^ the 
Prince never appeared perfonally, but was always 
waited upon by the Pentionary for his advice m 
their affairs; and although the Prince took an 
Oath of obedience to the States General, asalfo 
to the States Provincial of every Province over 
which he was Governour, yet he was not fufiered 
to pay the Souldiers, the paying of them being 
kept in themfelves, thereby to keep the Sonldiers 
in dependance upon them. 

The Members of this G>lledge are fome for 
three, other for fix Years, and fome though but 
few for life , left fuch continuance fhould leflTea 
the authority of their principak^ they have the 
higbeft JurifdiAion over the Militia (the Souldi- 
ers fwearing to them j over all Lands belonging 
to the Union, with an abfolute power of leavying 
and disbanding Souldiers, advifing only with the 
Governour m it, without acknowledging (as to 
the thing) any authority in him ; but the making 
Governours of Frontier Garrifons, Captains, Co- 
lonels, and Military Officers 9 was fo far in the 
Stadtholder, as to chufe them out of fuch as wer« 
prefented to him by the States, who in their aft- 
ings are obliged to keep to the Laws of the Land^ 
and Articles of the Union. 

The work of this Council is to (end and receive 
Embafladors, to hold intelh'gence with Princes 
and Scates, make P^ace and War y to agree upoa

general Taxes for mainteDance of the general 
UqIoo, and proteA all the members of it. To 
order the United General Forces both by Seaan4 
Land in time of W^r^ To goverD in ^hief the 
Conquered Lands in Brabant^ Flanders^ and the 
iither jwrts of Germany (not being part of any 
of the feven Provinces) as belonging in common 
to the Union, with all other matters of general 
concern, ail debates being carried by plurality 
of Votes, favein making Peace, War, and lea vy- 
ing of Taxes, in none of which there muft be to 
much as one negative, and in this Council each 
Province preGdes their week alternatively, except 
refilling to conclude according to plurality 
of VotQSj he re/jgns to the Prcfident for the 
enfuing^ Week ; as in fucb Cafe be is obliged 
to do. 

This Council doth fometlmes make and publiQi 
taws in their own names , which concern the 
Union, but not by aofy general CommilUon im- 
povfcrihg them therein , but ty licence firft ob- 
tained .from their principals. For as the feveral 
Deputies of which the States General are confti- 
tuted, cannot give thek Votes but according to 
the inftruftions they receive from their refpeftive 
Superiours (the States Provincial that fend them) 
fb they paqnot publifli any Law binding to 
the Provinces ^ without having it firft rati- 
fied and connrniM by the States Provincial 
of each Province, the Provinces being as well 
careliil to preferve their refpeftive Soveraign- 
ties and legiflative power within themlelves, as 
jointly to defend the whole againft their common 
Enemy. 

fhe fecond General CpUedge is c^led the 
• ' ' ^ ' K ^ CouncU 
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Council of State, tl;ic members of whidh are Tent 
by the Provincial States of the refpeftivc feven 
Provinccs,as the States General are,ravc that theit 
nutribers ace certain, and that they Vote by per- 
fons, and not by Provinces as the States General 
do •, every Deputy prefiding by turns, GelderUn^^ 
ZelandjZndVtrechtji fending each two, HoUdni 
three, Friezxland^ Overy^el mA Oroningm each 
one, in aH twelve perforis , continuing for two, , 
three, or four Years, according to the Cuftpm of 
the Province that fends them, fave that thofe fent 
from Zeland:^ and the perfbn fent by the Nobilit;y 
. of Holtandj continue for life , as doth affij the 
Treaftrer General. 

This Council is for afl Land Affairs^ in nature 
pf a fubordinate Coiincil or' Committee to the 
States Qenerai, to prepare, buflnefs for tbem v tQ 
have inlpeftrou over the Garrifons, fortification^ 
Ammunitions, Stores and^the Souldiery*, to. ia^ 
form the States General *of aU things neceffiiry 
for publick good, prefenting,to them one^ 9 Year, 
an eftimateof tte nece^ry expencesfor the Yw 
cnfuirig. Taking care that feace bekept'arnong 
all Torts and degrees, and notbiiig don? to the 
prejudice of the priyiltdges pf ajiy particular Pro- 
vince, bflprrng their adyige upon aH to the States 
General.; To put in ^exccutidn the Laws pqt)H(hed 
by the States Qeperal^ aiyi to fee to thq obferv^- 
tion and keeping of the^m. . Tbfeethat|;h$'Un;on 
receive no dammage. To hay^ ajj Infp^flfoii^QVCr 
iheTrpafuries, and the difpofal of ttie;FlM^^^^ 
belonging to theState^ GeHcrgl, f€eirig*ra|(|Key 
tie rightly imployed, giving every three itic^t^s to 
the^tates General,and to all thf State.?. pr^Vtfcfal 
each an account j in this Council the Treafurer 
^ ' General 
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General bath a right of Seflion, with a delibera- 
tire but without a decidve Vote, and formerly 
the Prince oi Orange as Captain General, was Pre- 
lideot of this Council, and in thofe times, if do- 
ring the life of their General his Succeflfor was 
<ti(^n, he had alfo thereby right of Seffion with 
adecilive Vote, but neither the General, norhia 
Succeflbr, had ever any right to conie into the 
Council of the States General. ' 

The third CoUedge is (he Chamber of Ao 
counts, confifting of two Deputies , fent from 
each Province^ changeable every three Years, this 
CoUedge is a check upon the Council ofState(who 
difpofeth of the Finances) in controuling their 
Orders, examining and ftatiug the accounts of aU 
the feveral Receivers. 

The fourth CoUedge is of a different conflitu- 
tioft to the other three, for being for Sea afiair^, 
wherein as the Provinces of HoUa^d, ZeUnd, and 
Friezxland are molt concerned, fo they have the 
greater {hares in the EleAion of their Depu- 
ties. 

The Marine Affairs are managed in fubor- 
dination to the States General, by five diftind): 
Adnliralties; t\itfii9iZX.Kotterdamy diefeconidat 
yitfificrdam J the third at Hbrniy the fourth at 
Mdkboron/hj and the fifth at HarUf^^n\ the 
three firft being in HoUandj thcfowcthinZeland^ 
and the &fth in Friez^eland. Each Admiralty con^ 
fflh of feven Members, four of which are of that 
Province, and chofen by them where the Admi- 
ralty fits, and the other three , out of the four 
Provinces which have no Admiralties in them, as 
Celderlandy Vtrecht^ Overyffel^ afld Gremn^enj an4 
areEl^ed by tbe StatesGeneraloutof iucbper- 
K 4 M 
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fons as are prefcnted to them by the Provincial 
States of the four foremcntioned Provincesj and 
in all the Admiralties , the Commander in Chief 
at Sea prefidcs, when ever he is prefent in any of 
them. 

Thefe five Admiralties fend twice a Year theit 
Deputies to the H^^u^ , where aflernbliqg they 
make the fourth general Cplledge, which being 
cnly for Naval Affairs, their work i$ to cgnfulf 
With the StatiBS General, Council of State, and 
Commander in Chief at Se^ ^bout their Marine 
Force, and maintaining of Trade , each of the 
Admiralties having their particular Tr^afurers, aq 
account of the receit and payment of which is gi^^ 
vcn in every three Months to thisColIedge foe 
Sea afiairs, reTiding at the Hag^ife^ and by them tOi 
' the States General. 

The Eleftion of the Sea Captains 4qd Comman- 
ders belong to the Admiral Gcqer^l, but the no- 
mination to the Marine CoUedge, as doth a!(b 4 
final decifion (without appeal) of all differences 
between Me^chantjs, Ship-Mafters, and Seamen, 
under fixty pounds HolUndsy which is about thirty 
fix pounds Englilh •, and to.the end that Navigati- 
on be not hindered, they are obliged to a fpeedy 
difpatch of all fuch difputes, and are further to 
takecare^ that the States Genergl hJive their due 
of all piijees taken by Privateers, of which bc- 
longeth one fifth to the States, a tenth to the Ad- 
miral, and the refl:to the Undertakers, the Sea- 
. men and Souldiers pf the ShiJ)?, 

All Captain J and Commanders of men of War, 

both private and publick, give fecurity before 

they go t9 Sea, not to wrong theSubjeftsof any 

Nation in Friend/hip with the States. And thqs

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tbff common defence of the Vr^idJPravmca, is 
managed by the States General, they having un- 
der them , the Council of State for Land, the 
Chamber qf Accounts fqr the Treafury, with the 
Council deputed by the Admiralties for Sea Af- 
^fairs, their leverai works being carried on with- 
out envy, for as Fa^ion is that which of all things 
IS molt dangerous to a Common- wealth y fo tp 
prevent that, as well as out of frugality, they 
make their impioynients fo bare, that allcaufe 
of envy iijttthe enjoyinent of them is taken away^ 
^n OflBce S 200^ per annnm , being rare among 
them, the SallJry.of a Member of a Counfellot 
of State, not beiqg above i^o^fiar.fcr annamy^nd, 
of their Secretaries under i oo' . Tneir allowance 
to their Epibafladors being but looo^ fiar. fir 
^fmum , in all places fave Onfiantinofle , where 
they allow 1200^ fcr annum to nim at.tb^i; 
Court: 

It is a Tradition and reputed (rue, that when 
that great: and wife Spanilh General the Duke of 
ParnMy observed the friigaiity of the Dutch, in 
their way of living, (viz. ) jn their Sallaries, an(| 
in all their management of aflairs, he faid, their 
parfimony would undo his Matter, wherein he 
proved no lefs than a true Prophet. And certainly 
thofe States and Empires that carry 4M| ?th eir Go« 
yernments by gopd Husbf^ndry, will alwdys have 
the Commanding advantage of thoie that are pro; 
fuie and lavifh. 

Though this Government cannot belaid to be 
without CorruptiQn, there being noperfeftion iq 
tills World, nor any thing good, but as compared 
io worfe, yet all the care imaginable is (by thcic 
fundamentals) taken to prevent it, asi byj^"^^^ 
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Oaths againft Bribery , either immediately to 
thofe in place themfelves, or mediately to their 
Wives, Children, Servants, Relations or others, 
all members of Gouncils related to any pcrfon, 
having bnfinefs before them^ being to depart da- 
ring the debate thereof. And all Advocates at/ 
Law, at their Adraifllons take three Oaths. Firft^ 
Not to take greater Fees than are allowed by Law. 
Secondly, Nok to take Fees on both (ides. And 
Thirdly, Not to entertain any Cauf^ which in 
their Confciences they do not judge juftnd right. 
And the egeds of thefe Rules are/:>uflQ , in that 
none areobferved to grow rich meerly by Offices, 
as in other Countries, nor to get more than very 
ortlinary Eftates, by the Miniftry, Law, or Phy^ 
Cck , which tends all to the incouraigement of 
Trade (the great inricher of them) m thereby 
diijpofing men the more to it. 

And now upop the whole, to Cum up the Go- 
vernments of the Z^nited Nethtrlandsy both feve- 
rallyas fo many diftinft Soveraignties, with inde- 
pendant Jurifdiftidn , each within themfelves, 
and jointly, as a Common-wcjrfth for common de- 
fence and prelcrvation. 

Fnrfl:, The particular Government of each Pro- 
vince is much after one and t^c fame manner 
(vi;c.) by States Prbvinc?al (or for bur better un- 
derftanding, by Parliaments) as the Legiflatiye 
and fupream power of every Province , with 
Councils of State Qf other diftin^l: perfbns (iil> 
ordinate totl^m, thp members of both deriving 
their powers from the feycral Ordctrs of each 
Province (according ^ is ftewed in the foregoing 
Chapter, caHed the hterefi of tAr United Nethe? 
la^nds) wholead their Deputiesfar fever^lTermsi^

todi^Ii placeslis are appointed fay tm^ Froiiice 
jfiir there R^fideace, the Sttie^ Provincial nusetinf 
^f cburfe at tertalo tinics^ and ofter as tkey ato 
fiunmoD^i -ypon cxtraordioarf occafiom hf tfat 
bouncil^f State, who fit continually, ia?ing|bit 
Shtk powlr Gqaleth,durin^ the (ating of tfaeStalts 
Provincial. 

Secondly, Thefe Provinces being United as one ^ 
Common- wealthy for the ends only of conunon 
fafety, are Governed by that Council called the 
States General, who have chiefly three other Coun- 
cils or Colledges undet them (yiz.^ the Council 
of State, the Chamber of Accounts, and the Col- . 
Jedg§ for Naval Affairs, allwhjchas well as thg 
States General; derive their powers ahcfauthorf- 
ties from the feveral States Provincial (or Parlia- 
ments) of the feveral Provinces, who fend their 
refpeftive Deputies chofen ^ut of themfelves to 
make each CoUedge or Council (and to remain 
at the Hagne in Holland^ the place where the Go- 
.ij^iW^t of the Union is managed) for certain 
iTeriis^fome longer, and fome fliorter , accord- 
ing to the feveral Cuftoms of each Province. 

ThepHblickjChar^e of the Vnion is born by every Pro- 
vince according to the proportions here undermen' 
t toned (viz..) of loo^;

Sea, Prufia^ Poland^ Hunga- 
riaj Switzerland J and the jilfes (which parts it 
from Italy) is a mighty Country, in a manner 
round, containing many Provinces , and within 
them many Soveraignties and Principalities, fome 
under Temporal and Ecclefiallical Princes, others 
under Repnblick Cities, Soveraign Earls, Lords 
and Gentlemen, all making a kind of an undi- 
gefted.Conmion- wealth, united under theEmpe- 
rour as their Head , the Choice of whom is in 
right Eledlors •, fivf for the TemporaIty,and three 

for the Church. ^. ^ 

Thofc 
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Thofe of the firft Order are the King ofBohe^ 
may ^tXyokt^ ol BMmi^^vASaxony^ with the 
Marquefs oiBrandenbwrglhj and the Prince Eleftor 
PaIatiaeo£tbe ithim,< For cho Pkn^otenciaries 
at the Treiffy 6f Peacfcat Mut§erj%xh% Year 
11^48. finding tlie lail excluded the Eledtoral Col-

ftein^ the Landgraves of Heffen^ the Marquel^ 
of Baden Ditrlach^ and Baden Bnden^ the Princeg 
of Anhdt^ and the yoyoger families of each of 
thefe Houfes, with Tome lately made by theEnw 
peronr from. Earls to Princes of the Empire, as 
the Prince of Orange^ the Grave of Naffa (Stadt- 
holder of Friezxland) the Graves of Eafi Frieue- 
landy Salmsy and Mawritz. oiNaJfa ; but though the 
Grave of Na0a DiUenhonrgh is the Chief of th^ 
Najfa Family, he refuftd or at leaft would not ieek 
to change his Title for that of Prince. 

The Eccleiiaftical Prmces are the three Church 
EleAor^ the Bilfaops and Abbots reputed Princes 
of the Empire, there being ftill the Archbilhop 
o( Sateskowrgf and about twenty other Biihopricks 
remaining unalienated^ and not ereded iJito ieca- 
lar Principalities as the reft are. 

The Republick Cities are near if not full feventy 
lb number^ whereof three or four are Papifts, as 
many half Rapids half Lutherans, one Calvinift 
(which is Bremen) and all the reft of the Angnfi^^ 
fnmrgh ConfeiGon, the Chief of which are Nemen- 
hiirghyStrasbeurfhyVlmeyTrankfardxii^n the Maitf^ 
Handnmrgb^ Lmeck^ ^^emenj OUen, and At^uft^ 
bourghy which kiA is one of thd| that are part Pa- 
f^jfts^ but the better half Lutherans^ &c. 

The Earls and Graves are lb many as cannot 
weU be coUeAed , but fome of the principal are 
eUierthm^ (oow fallen to the King of Denmark:, 
the Dukes oSHe^^em q^dderf^ and Helfiein Plaep. 
as )oint-Heirs) fhmaxf^^ SwpiftP^firghyMsrfsfeiUy

The anticnt confidcrabic Barons are not many^ 
but of fnch as bear the title there are not a few ; 
but Barons, Earls, Princes, Marquefles, or Dukes, ^ 
Created by the Emperoor, have no Seflion in the 
Dyet, without obtaining of them their allowanceji 
and being firll matriculated in the Imperial Roll, 
kept by the Eleftor of Mttitz. for that purpofe, foy 
that the number of thofe that bear feveral Titlcsr 
(conferred by the Emperour as meerly titular) and 
never come into the Dyet, are many. 

The Gentry are according to the Cuftom of 
their Country,fbme Soveraigns (as they call them) 
and others not, as the moft of them in HighGer^ 
1114;^ are abfolute within their own JurifdiAions, 
fomeofthem owing dniy a bare homage to the 
Emperorir for what they hold immediately of hitti, 
as others do the fame to the Prince within whofe 
Territories they lie j but the Princes 6f the lower 
parts of Germaryj together with Saxony^ Bran- 
denhwrgh^ and Hejferij governing by Eftates, not 
having power to ieavy Taxes but with their con- 
ients, there the Gentry are not abiblute, butfub- 
jcft to the Laws of their feveral Countries in 
common with others , and are only looked upon 
as the principalEftate next the Prince of the Coun- 
try, whereby thofe. Priilces are the more conll- 
derable. . / *" :f ^ 

And now fpr the better defcribing the greatncfi 
of the Empire, I fhall make fome obfervatioqs 
upon each Principal Princes Family , beginning 
with the^Houfe of jinftria^ of which, though the 
Emperour is as to dignity the firft,^ yet the Kingof 
Sfain is otherwile the Chief And withal you may 
take notice, that at prefent it hath no Heirs Males 
left, fave the prefent Emperour ind the y6ai% 

King 
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Kxngof Spain, fo that the extinction of all the 
younger branches of this Family, which formerly 
enjoyed large Territories in the Empire, readers 
the Emperour the greater Prince in the fole pof 
feflion of all the Lands belonging to his parti- 
cular Family, which is at leafl: the fourth part of 
ndn^arU (got by Conqueft) the Turk having the 
reft. The Kingdom of Bohemia (claimed by the 
Sword , and confirmed to him by the Peace at 
Mnnfiery of both which Countries he now writes 
himleif Hereditary King.) the Atchdutchy of 
Akftria , the entire EXitchies of Stiriay Crodtiaj 
and Corinthiaj the Mar^fate of Moravia j. the 
County of TyroUy and the fupreme Soveraignty 
of the Dutchy ofSitefia: for though there are 
feveral Dukes in it, with a kind of Soveraign 
poweh, they are nevertheleft fubordinate. to the 
Emperour as Lord Paramount^ and theie are con- 
tiguously befide many other Lands, fmall Gonnties 
and Baronies fcattered in feveral parts of the Em- 
pire, ib that all his Territories confidercd , he 
were a mighty Hereditary Potentate, did he hot 
give him/elf too much up to the Steerage of the 
EccleCafticks, who feldom if ever proVe good PU 
lots in Civil Affairs. 

Tte Elcdor Palatine hath only the totper Pa- 
Uti^e left him, the Vffor being given from him 
by the Treaty at Manfier to the Duke of Bava^ 
riay who was then in pofleffion of ic, as was alfo 
that part of his former poflcffions, called the Ber- 
^efiroHty given to the Ele<3:or oiMentz.^ upon pre- 
tence of a forfeiture of an old Mortgage. This 
Prince though , (his Revenue being thus paired) 
be comes far ihort of what the other ^leftord 
have, yet by his wife CoodnA, holds as 
L F^bcely 
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Princely a State as any of the reft of his Or- 
der, 

Of this Family there are five branches younger 

Honfes, (viz) the Dnkes of 'Bavaria^ Nevfburghy 

Zwaibri^g (of which laft, Houfe the Grandfather 

of the prcfent King of Smden wai a Younger 

Brother, and himfelf now ne>f 

is ^tdy dead ^°^ *"^ Pnnce QiZtmerm , Coufin 
German to the prefcnt Eleftor fa- 
latine by his Fathers Younger Brother. 

The Eleftor of Havaria hath Vfper and Lwn

taken all together are fo great, 

. that did he inherit his Fathers Abilities, as he doth 

his Territories, he might for Potency be reckoned 

eqval to any of the German Princes,' fave the Em- 

perour, but falling very fliort in that, he is the 

Jefs confiderabie; the Younger Houfes of this 

Family are the fame with the Eleftor Palatines^ 

who is his Chief.

*ru' 171 ix r was a confiderabie Prince, in be- 
sall^^ktfy ingthefoleMafterofS4*.«yM^ 
dead Jen, the Vpper^nd Lower L4ffat$a^ 

with other largeTerritories,and a 
perfon of able parts, but this Eledlor having three 
Brother s,who fhare with him in his Fathers Inheri- 
tance, and himielf coming very far fliort of his A- 
bilities, is not by much fo great as his Father was. 

There are feveral Younger Families of this 
Houfe, ^sthQ DnkQ of Saxon-weiwer (whofe An- 
ceflor was degraded by the Emperour Cfc^^rfci the

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Fifth from the Eleftora| Dignity, for adhering to 
Luther dnd that party^ the prefcnt Eleftors Ancc- 
fior being Inftalled in his place) the Dukes of 
Saxofj j^ltenboHrg , Saxcn Gota^ and the prelent 
Eleftors three Brothers, each of which make a 
&mily. 

Nrhe Ekdtor of Brandtnburg is the mightieft 
Prince in Territories of all theEIeftors (and the 
greater Potentate, in being the wifcll: and greateft 
Souldier of any Soveraign Prince of this Age) ha- 
ving befides the old and new Marquifates of Bran- 
denburg^ the half part of Priw//^, (where he is an 
independent Soveraign Prince) the Lomr Pome* 
raniay the feVeral Bi(hopricksof/;//i/W)?4r.,M«-. 
derty Camming and Magdeburg (after the deceafe of 
the prelent Adtnihiftrator) the Dutchyof Cin/^, 
and Counties ofMarke^ and Ravensbowrg^ with fc- 
yeral other Lands. Thefe Bifliopricks were erefted 
into Secular Principalities, and given him by the 
Treaty at Manfter^ in confideration of his lofles 
in the late Wars, and in exchange for the Vffer 
and part of the Lorper Tomer ania^ which were ta- 
ken from him to give to the SxQedes^ they being in 
pofleflion of them at the time of the treaty for the 
General Peace- there are of younger Houfes of this 
Family, the feveral MarquelTesofS^trfc^'r, CuUnir 
irfcAand Anffac\^^zxA thofedefcended ftom them.. 
The Duke of Burgundy ^ who is the King of 
S^ain^ and hath only the Franch

The Houfe of Brmfwkkj zadLuneuburg bath 

L 2 feveral 
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feveral Branches, all writing Dukes of both Coun- 
tries, for that in Germany all the Titles of the Fa^ 
ther are derived to every Son , who are diftin- 
guiflied ufually by the places of their chief Rell- 
dcnce , and fo there are at prefent four feveral 
Dukes Families of BrHnfwickj^xA Lnnenhowrg^ the 
Chief liaving his Refidence at WoolfenhotU^ the^- 
cond at Zell^ the third at Hanover^ and the fourth 
^lOfnaboMTgh^ but though the Title ofBrmfwu^ 
belongs to the three laft, who write themlelves 
Dukes thereof, becaufedefcended from thence, 
yet they are in Germany vulgarly called Dukes of 
Lnnenhnrg (with addition for diftinAion fake of 
the place where they live) the whole Land of 
Xf^/sff/z^ifr^ belonging (upon the matter) to them, 
and but a^ fmall part of the Land of Brmfmckj 
the moll part of that Dutchy being under the 
Duke of Br fin/wick^ and LmenbitrgWaolfenbi^ie^ 
who though (as I prefume) the Chief of the Fa- 
mily, becauie in-common difcourfe (without other 
diftindtion) he is called Duke of ^r/i/7/i!rMri^( which 
is the Chief Dutchy) yet in the Wars ofCjufiavm 
Molfbas^ was not by much fo confiderabie as the 
Father of the three prefent Dukes of Lnnenburgj 
nor is he of Woolfenbotk^ as I believe, fo great at 
thi« time, as either he of Zell or Hanover is at 
prefent, having, or at leaft lately had , feveral 
younger Brothers who Ihare with him. 

The Houfe of Silefia hath feveral Dukes Fami- 
lies of it (as is before mentioned) but the Em* 
perour hath the fupream power with the greateft 
part of the Dutchy, and is Heir tofome of riie 
Princes if their Male lines fail ^ but this Dutchy 
liatji iu feveral Ages belonged to feveral Crowns, 
c $ aniiently it was reckoned a member of P^Und^ 

and 
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and though it lie in gcrmany^ and (beaks that 
Language, it is now reckoned a member of Bo- 
hemia, \ 

The Houfe of MechUnbowrgh hath twodifl:in<fl 
Families^ but defcended from one common An- 
«eftor (viz.?) one called Duke of 5ir^fw, and the 
oli!her Duke of Ci/?ri>, who have betwixt them the 
. whole Dutchy of Mechlenherg , lave the City of 
Wifmar (the chief Town of the Country, and belt 
Haven upon the BakicIO with the Land about it, 
which the Crown of Sweden bad given to them 
(being in pofTeffion of it) by the Treaty at t^tm- 
fter^ when by the Peace made at that time, the reft 
of the Land was reftored to the two Princes of 
the Conntvyy with feveral, Church Lands given 
them in lieu of what they parted with to the 
Swede. 

The Houfe of Heffen hath two conflderablc Fa- 
milies of it, diftinguilhed by the feVeral Titles of 
Landgraves of Heffen Cajfel^ and Hejfen Darmftat^ 
the Tatter being a younger Houfe of Cafjel^ and 
each of thefe Houfes have, or at leaft lately had 
younger Brothers, but of little confideration, one 
of each Houfe beinglately turned Papift, of which 
he, called Cardinal of Hejfen^ is one. 

Of the Houfe of Winemherg^ there were not 
long Cncc (if there are not ftill) feveral younger 
Brother^, all bearing the Titles of Dukes of W/r- 
tembergj but thetZhief is he of Stncgard, a very 
confiderable Prince, this IDutchy being equal (if 
notiuperiour) for fertility to any Country in 
GermanVy .h^th a younger Branch, which from 
its relidence at Mnnpel^ardj bears in common 
difcourfe the Title ot Duke of that Town, but 
in writing »ftiled Duke of Wirtembcrg. t , ^. 
L 5 The 
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The putchy of Holftein contains Holfieih (pro- 
perly fo called) Ditchmarjh and Iderfey. Holftein 
fingly taken (which is a Province of the Empire) 
is equally divided betwixt the King oi Detimark^^ 
and that Prince called the Duke of Holftein Go<L 
dorfCy each ruling diftinftly within their feveMif 
Jurifdiftions , and yet the fupream afleraHy m 
the whole is held alternatively one Year in the 
kings name, and another in the Dukes name -, but 
of "Dinhmar flj^^nd Iderfey^ the Duke hath much 
the gj:eater (hare, if n^t three parts of four. And 
befide thefe Countries, the Duke hath the entire 
Dutchy o( Sleifwicf^-y which joins upon Holftein ^ 
where he hath his refidence at his Cattle called 
Goddorpe , which Dutchy, together with "Ditch^ 
tmrftjy did depend upon the Crown of Denmarkj^ 
until the Swede by their late Treaty of Pe^ce with 
that Crown, made the Duke (whofe. Sifter is 
Queen Regent of Smderi) as to thofe two Coun- 
tries an Independant Prince. 

There are of this Moufe two younger Families, 
onecalle(i Uukep(Molftein Ptain^ the other the 
Duke of flolftein Sfinderhour^h y but the laft by 
their numerous younger Brothers, are all brought 
jTo low, and fo difperfed in the World for their 
iubfiftance, that they deferve the taking no more 
notice of than naming, fave only, that that ex- 
cellent f^rincefs the prefent Eleftrefs of Branden^ 
hwrg is a Daughter of that Houfe, having been 
• the former Duke of Zells Widdpw, and now^ the 
Eledors fecohd Lady; who Married her upon 
condition of turning C^W^i^, being before a Ln- 
^herMj according to her family (a good examj)le 
for Reformed Princes.) 
The Marqiicfles of Baden are two feveral Fami- 

lie| 
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lies, and fbme fay of twodiftinA originals, others 
of oneaod the fame, and that they have agreed 
upon entailing their Lands upon each other^ in 
Cafe of failure of Heirs Males. The moftconCdera- 
ble is he cgUed the Marquefs of "Badm Ditrtach^ a 
riutheran^ the Other a Papift^ who bears the name 
or Marquefs of Baden Baden, and is of much left 
confideration than the firft ; but being a Romanift 
in Religion, is now (or was very lately) by the 
Emperours Eleftion, the Chief Judge of the Im- 
perial Court of Sffers •, there were of both thefc 
Families not longlmce, fcveral younger Brothers, 
but being then Unmarried,they did little prejudice 
to their Chiefs. 

The Houfc of ^;7A^iir is reckoned byfometobe 
the antienteft Family in Germany , having been 
formerly Eleftors, and to make way for the Fa- 
mily of 'Brandenbiiri^v^^s degraded from that Dig- 
nity, without any other material reafon. Their 
Country is but fmall, and lyeth incompafled with 
Lnther an Countries^^s Brnnfmcl^f and Saxony ^^c 
but the people as well as their Princes, are of Cal- 
vins perfwaflon. This Family bears only the name 
of Prince, (though as before-mentioned was for- 
merly fo great) which here in Germany is in de- 
gree under Dukes, Marquefles, and Landgraves. 
There are five feyeral Families of this Houfe, much 
of equal power and revenue , living all in the 
Country of Jnhalty making by confent a kind of 
Common- wealth among themfelves, the cldeli: in 
Years beiqg ordinarily reckoned the Direftor of 
all the Families, he calling them together upon 
all occalionsof Confultatiori for the good of the 
whole-, they are generally perfons of great |Ver- 
tye^ Worth and Gallantry, but of no great Eftates. 
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The Dukes of Saxm Lmenbhrgy are alfo very 
antient, and of the fame originalpwith the Princes 
oiiL^r^Altj and have likewife been Eleftors, and 
without any great reafon deprived of that dig- 
nity (tomakewayforS4:x'^;g^) There were in my 
Memory^ feveral Brothers gallant perfons (rf^thi^ 
Family, which are now reduced to two, andthof 
without Heirs Male, and if they die fo, the Prin- 
ces of lAnhalt fucceed in their Inheritance as 
Heirs to them, which will be a convenient addi- 
tion , their Countries bordering upon one ano- 
theu 

Thefe are the Chief of the Princes of Germany ^ 
and if any be omitted (as probably there may be 
ibme made lately by the Einperour from Counts 
to Princes) they are fiich, as are but of little con- 
fideration. The reft of the Lands in Germany not 
belonging to fecular Princes, are injoyed by the 
Popifh Church, free Imperial Towns, Soveraign 
Lords, Earls, and Gentlemen, of all which there 
are too many to enumerate. 

Germany being thus poirefled , is diviiled into 
ten Circles, called the jiftfirian^ Bttrgnndiany Ne- 
ther-^rhinijby "jBavarian^ Saxsn^ Franconian^ Swaben^ 
Vffer^rhinijhy Wefiphalian, and Nether Saxon Cir- 
cles. 

I. The Auftriah Circle contains fome Princi- 
palities, Earldoms, Bifliopricks, and feveral Con- 
vents, with the Lands belonging to them, befide 
t]be Territories appertaining to the uinftrian Fa- 
mily, which being very large make this the great- 
eft of the ten, and gives the Chief of the Houfe 
ofjnfiria the right of aflembling the Circle and 
prefiding in it, they holding themfelves too great 
to have a Colleague in the Command of thisCir- 

T cle,

the right pf calling this Circle, and prefiding in 
it, belongeth to the Duke oi Wirtembergy and 
Biihpp of Confiance.

10. The Nether Saxon Circle contains the fe- 
veral Dutchies of Brnnfmcky Lnnenbfirg, Meckel- 
hfirgj Saxon Lavpemburgy Holft^iny feveral Earl- 
doms, the feveral Bifhopricks of SrfWfw, /^irr^/^;/, 
«nd Magdeburg (all now alienated and ere^ed in- 
to fecttliar Principalities) four Bifhopricks, and fix 
Imperial free Citiesf. The palling together pf this 
Circle I and prefiding in it, did belong to the

the account of being Mafter of Magdihmr^^ and

Gtrmanythm divided into ten parts is united in 
a Dyet or Aflembly of three Eftates. The firft be- 
ing that of the Eleftoral Colledge. The fecond 
that of the Princes, as well Ecclefiaftical as Secu- 
lar, with Abbots, Counts and Barons, allnaaking 
but one Eftate. The third that of the free Impe* 
rial Cities. In the vacancy of an Emperour the 
Empire is governed by the Elcftor Talatine, as Vi- 
car for the upper part of (7fr;7f^;7^,and of theCoun- 
try lying upon the River VJjiffe^ with Swaben and 
Francomay &c. as all lying upon the River £/fc,8rc. 
is governed by the Elcftor ofSaxeny^ as Vicar for 
all thofe partSjthe Eleftor of Menu being obliged 
tofummbn all the Electors to meet at Franckferd 
upon the /ktaw^ within three Months after the 
JDeath of the Emperour, for the Eled:ion of his 
Succeflbr. 

The Dyet (which is s|s our Parliament) is cal- 
led together by the Emperour after be bath firft 
obtained the conlent of the Electors, which he is 
Obliged to ask as eflential to the bein^ of it, and 
to call it as often as the EleAors Ihall judge need* 
fal, and intimate the fame to him. It's the Legi- 
dative Power confiders of all matters of publick 
concern, and as need requires grants aids (though 
very rarely) againfl: the Turk, or a common In- 
vader, and not otherwife, iind then only accord- 
ing to the known ftaiiding proportions of each 
Elcftor^ Prince, Free City, Ear1,Bajpon, ?ndall 
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tbit are taxable, fofne Cities , as NeurMur^ 
(whtcb bath as I was told upon the place, elbvea 
Cities (whereof qm is an Univerfity) and a tlbou- 
fand VHlages bejongiog to it) paying rnore than 
feme Eledors, the Emperour having no Handing 
Revenue from the Empire as Emperour. 

To this Dyet thus conlUtuted of three Eftatesf 
lyethao appeal in^extraordinary Cafes from the 
Imperial Court of Spyers^ but feldom happens, 
the Judges of the Court being l^pt in awe by 
being upon any o^cafion fummoned to. the Dyet , 
to give an accounjipf the Decrees made by them 
feme time befoi^e. For there lyeth an Appeal to 
this Judicatory at ^py^rs, from all the Soveraign- 
ties in Germany ^ ju all Civil Caufes, above certain 
known fums, wivchare {nfome places more, and 
in ibme places l^fe, according to the Cuftoms of 
feveral places, fave that the Eledors and fome 
Other Princes, are by fpecial priviledge abfolute in 
their Judicatures, without Appeal from them to 
the Chamber at ^ytrs. 

And befides thispuMiledge, the Eledors have 
others very great, as a power of depofing the Em- 
perour as well as.of. ele^iug of hifhwben they 
flialljudge him guilty QfMaUdminiftcation, but 
efpecial^ the power of the Eledor T^datine feems 
to exoeed all th^ reA, in that (as the German Wri- 
ters ai&rm) he faat;h the rig)it (upon complaint, 
and at the fuit of others) authoritatively to con- 
vene the Emperour j^QrJpebt, wiph other privi- 
ledges tending to the limiting and bounding of the 
Emperour, whQ^airp.i^hC not to make Peace or 
War: witho^t copf^jitf ^f itbe Dyet. 

The Court of ^/^KK/t^scondltutedof Deputies 
fefltbyt;he Emper^opri the Electors, and the ten

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Circles, to the number of about thirty or forty 
|)erfoDS, the Eroperour as fuch, having the Prero- 
gative to chufc the chief Judge , and fend /bur 
Deputies. 
The Germans are as to Religion of different per- 
• fwafions, as Lmherans ^ Calvimftsj ^xxAFapJts. 
fhe Luthtran Princes and Countries are the Ele- 
ftor of Saxony^ and all the feveral Branches of 
that Houfe , with their feveral Countries. Thfe 
Dukes of fir«;?/ir/ct and Lmenhnr^y and all their 
Branches and Cotintries (fave that he of Hanover 
is lately turned Papift , but* without Children) 
the feveral Dukes of Wirtemherg^ Holfieiny $axon 
Lawenbtirg^ Mechlenhnrgy the fcveral PJl^rqueUcs 
of Brandenbtfir^j Qdembach^ jinffachcy and Sarreit^ 
the Marqucflfs of Baden Durlach , and the Land- 
grave of //f/^« Darmftat (of whjch Jaft jfloufe' 
there is one lately turned Papift, as there is.alfo 
one of Mechlenbwrg^wi their Countries Ao all'coll-! 
tinue Lutherans) with the Prince ofAnhalt Ser^jf)^ 
many Earls and Barons, and near, if not full, Cxty 
free Imperial tities, befide the Kings of Smden 
and Denmark^^ and all their Dominions which 
they hold in the Empire. 

The Reformed Princes (called for diftinftion fake 
Calvinifts) with their Territories, are the Eledtor 
Palatine ^ the Eleftor oiBranderAnrg himfelf (but 
his Dominions moft Lutherans) the Duke of 'Sr^a- 
brug^ the Landgrave of Hejfen Cajfel^ one of the 
Dukes of Mecklenburg (the other as is beforelaid 
without Children, turned lately Pa- 
pift) the Duke of ZiwmV/, thePtin- -'^*^^?^*^ 
cesofy^^Wf,exccptinghimofS^^)f, JfJST 
who is a Luther any with many Earls 
and Barons in Wefffhalia^ &c. and the City of ^re- 
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wen^ the only Cdvini^ free City in ali the EmpirCi 
t'bjBPopilh Princes are the Emperour, the Ele- 
ftor of 'BMaridj the three EccleGaftical Ele<flor$, 
the DoKe of Newbury , the Marquefs of BaJen 
Baden^ one Duke of Lnneahfirg-, and another of 
Uechlenburg , two younger Brothers of the two fe- ^ 
teral Houfes of Hejfen i but all the fereral Gouny 
tries, of the four laffi are Lutherans (the Princes 
in this Country, having no great influence upon 
their Subjcds in point of Religion) withBifliops^ 
Abbiots, and Convents, and their feveral Coun- 
tries, as alfo fome Earls ancl Barons, and three or 
four Imperial free Cities. 

The Lutheran add Calvinift Countries are in 
the general entirely of the one or other Religion, 
but befide Bavaria^ few of the Popifh Countries 
arefb, for even the Emperours Hereditary Lands 
had many both Lutherans and Cdlvinifis in tiiem , 
dnd have Co (till, if the late perfecution hath not 
fcflened them, and in feveral Countries belonging 
to Popifh Bidiopsand Abbots, many Lutherans ^ 
and feme Calviniftsy have not only a right , but 
do alfo aftually enjoy the publick exercife of their 
feveral Religions, without difturbance, and much 
more without Perfecution. 

* The feveral Provinces of Franconia^ <L^l/atia ^ 
Swaben, and Wefiph'alia , are Countries ,withput 
any particular Princes, dcnominatively bearing 
the Titles of them , as other Countries of ger- 
many have (but the Duke of Saxon Lawenburg^ 
writes Duke oflVefiphaUa and Hu^ariaj but both 
meerly Titular, and not heard orfa vein publick 
writings to make a noife) the Proprietors being 
a mixture of ftveral Princes, Earls, free Cities , 
and Romifli Eccleflafticks, which caufeth in each 

of 
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of them the like variety in Religion , the three 
firfl: being Lutherans and Papiftsy and the laft ^^ 
vinifisy Lutherans ind Papifis. 

The Kingdom of Bohemia (though lying in Ger- 
many , and in a manner incompafled with it) I 
.pafs by, becaufe a diftinA Kingdom, ipeaking a 
*4|ftinft Language, notefteemed partof(?mxMf9f, 
nor cocnprifed within the Diviflons of it, and 
without Seflion in the Dyet, or being taxed by it, 
as Sitejia is alfo in the fame condition, iave that 
High Dntch is their Language. 

And now after this brief account of Germany^ 
it may well upon the whole be obferved , that 
were it under a good method of Government , 
with a perfeft general Union for common fafety 
and preiervation, it would not only according to 
the eye of reafon, be (fpeaking after the manner 
of men) invincible, but alfo able above other Na- 
tions to become the Arbitrator among its Neigh- 
bours. For the fituation of the Country, and 
the accommodations of it, in plenty of men, of 
(lout Spirits, and ftrong Bodies, moll fit and apt 
for War, abounding in Provifions and all forts of 
Ammunition for Land Service, feem to render 
fuch a defign its proper bufinefs \ but as it is con- 
ftitnted of fo many Soveraignties, and of feveral 
kinds, with fuch variety of Religions, the divi- 
ding of it (which can only belts Death) andfo 
prevent it in keeping the ballance of Chrillendom 
(which may be reckoned its natural Province) is 
the eafilierto be wrought'^ and confidering the 
former vaft greatnefs of the Houfe ofJufiria^ and 
the Conjundion of Popifh Counlels and Forces, 
for bringing it under the Arbitrary Dominion of 
the Emperour, it is matter of great admiration 

it 
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it was not efieAed. And fince the Germans are 
at this time delivered from all danger thence, it 
ought to be their wifedom to fecuretbeniielves 
againfl; the like for the future, their true Interefl: 
being beft difcovered by remembring the hazard 
it bath (in our time) run of being reduced unto. 
Slavery and Popery, and how it was mh:acuIou% 
delivered from the bondage of both. 

The danger of Germany hath formerly at any 
time been in, hath been either from their Empe- 
rours dividing of them with defign ot Ufurpation, 
or from the invafion of the Turk, no other Neigh- 
bour fo long as the^ remain united^ being in any 
kind their match. 

When the Houfe of jinjiria contended for the 
Univerfal Monarchy, knowing it would be of 
great difadvantage to own the ddjgn, they thought 
it molt politick to colour it with a pretence of 
Religion, as that which would not only ingage 
the whole Romilh party for them (Religion ha- 
ving a great influence upon the (pirits of men) 
but alfo divide Gejrmanyy without which they 
could not hope to prevail againft fo mighty a 
Country, nor without fubduing it to proceed in 
their work, and therefore upon that confiderati- 
on, they gave their fadtion or party the name of 
the Catholick League, but the contrary party an- 
fwering them in the naming theirs the Evangeli- 
cal League (names- being in fome Cafts of great 
efficacy as Q-omwel foMd in naming his oppofcrs 
Levellers) by the affiitanceof Cptfiavus tsyidolphus 
King of Sweden , the latter brought the firft fo 
low , that 4they then fled to the Artifice of cor- 
rupting the Princes of Germany , by tempting 
promifes of advantage in cafe they would defert 

the 
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the Smde, foggefting jealoufies of thera, by which 
means the Swedes (who came into Germany for re- 
Jief of theopprefled Princes and States) after their 
King GnfiavHs was flain, weit left deftitute of any 
affiftance, more than from that famous and emi- 
nently conftant Houfe of Hefen Caffel, (who arc 
Gaivtnifts) all the reft of the confiderabie ruling 
Princes,either turningNeuter$,or declaring againfl: 
them ; and had not the French better under flood 
their Intereft^ in ftepping feafonably in to the af- 
fiftance of the Swede and the Landgravej than the 
reft of the Princes did in deferting of them, and 
making their Peace with theEmperour, germany 
had loft its liberty, and &llen under the abfolute 
Dominion of the jiKfirian Family , whereas by 
their afliftance freedom was preferved, and an ho- 
nourable peace obtained. 

Now, although Germany was thus by an over- 
ruling hand of providence kept from ruine, yet 
the uncertainty of the Princes at that time when 
fubverfion fo much threatned them, and the un- 
fieadinefs of them to their own Interefts, in being 
drawn from it by plaufibfepromifes, which could 
have nothing lefs at the bottom, than at laft their 
own deftruftion, (hew the danger that the Empire 
vi^Hj and ever will be in , from the variety of 
petty Soveraigns, who will be always fubjeA to 
temptations. For though the german Princes, be- 
ing firmly united in one common caule for com- 
mon (afety and prefervatia|[|^ cannot be in danger 
from any Nation, yet by dividing of them, they 
may eajily be (acrificed to the will and lufts of 
Neighbour Potentates, lefs forpsidable than them- 
fclves. 

The Turk hath formerly made feveral attempts 
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upon the Esipice^ but could nciver advance fvr- 
the? thmrienni^ (theEioperauraRefidence, and 
Utcle more: tboatlae entrance ij^o^mmm^y and 
from thence he nas then forced to tecceat wnh a 
lofs he did not in (bine time after recover ^^ and 
tfideed the^at diftaace confidiercd betmxt Grv^ 
mofty and Q^nfiamivvflt^ froiBi whence the Tuck 
muft have the main of his fitpplies and recruits^ 
fo long as GvtmMsy remains true to thebr Intereft 
in being uoaniniQus,. the fear of himis^in no de-* 
gree eq^aj to that of contiauiAg the lni|nriaf 
Crown too long in one and the fasneFasniily / fca: 
as the covetous a^d amtittona mture of maun 
never contented^ but always; imdQrvalaing what 
it hath, andpreffiogaker more*, fothegreairad-. 
vantages that follow the Ccowo^ from, the power: 
it hath of conferring honours^ places^ gcvii^ r& 
wards, and pixMmfingmiweuponfoccBte, is^Ikffi- 
dent for a Prince, that hath an old itoot of fiic- . 
ceflion in great Hereditary Domrniom of his 
own, to frame at any time a party for Ufi3rpmfl% 
where he is but Ele&ive. And that whtchirua the 
Empire (not many years pafb) intr»£bmodb 
danger of being reduced ufi^tx thetfble DominiDia 
of the Emperour, and thereia of the Iiifs of theic 
liberty, was keeping thp Impecialdigmty fomany 
4ges in one and the fame Family,^ and eipecU. 
ally in one io mighty of it &If as M^ia. attfaa^ 
time was, as well as in ^eat. Allies., together 
with the emulation i|^ndigcgey of feme of the 
Princes fubjedting them: to teniptationsy hii bopen 
of bettering their conditions by adhering tx> tin 
Emperour. 

Germany being a Country that affords great vJa^ 
riety and plenty of It;apleCorQmodici6s,„and.ac- 

comjpfiodated 
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Commodated with the leveral Rivers ofElb^eifer^ 
and Rhimy of great xxk and kngth, fallmg into the 
North Seas, with good Harens and Ports upon the 
Babkk^^ is capable of the greateft inyprovemenC 
by trade, but is unhappily fo obftrudted in it, 
h^ the multitude of Soveraignties, laying a^ma- 
ny4bns upon Merchandize, pafiing to and fro, 
both by Land and Water, that without taking 
tbem oflf, it can never come forward in Trade: 
add of this prejudice (that wife Prince) the E- 
leAor PaUtine being fenfible, made a motion at 
the laft Dyet at VtM^ckiard^ to hav6 them taken 
away, freely ofFerifig (likeai^ather of his Coun- 
try) to lay down thofe (though very confidera- 
ble) due to him upon the River Rhine ^ Wherein had 
be prevailed, it could dot but have been of vafE 
[advantage to the whdie Nation -, but though the 
EJeftor of 'Srandenhurg (whofe Tolls are like wife 
Seat upon the XW//0 fecondedthe Palatines mo- 
tioii, it not agreeing with the Intereft of theEc- 
defiafticks (who are for getting in their time all 
• ttey can fo thcmfelves, without any regard to 
^thcpubIick;theElefl;or ofi1/^»fx ^.. „, -, 
ifff, arid after him the other Eccle- fje^ad^*^' 
ifolfick^, that have alfo tolls upon 
the Rhine (preferring their own private before the 
I general good , as they there univerfally do) fo 
|<i»p^ed thepropofal, that it fell tothegronnd, 
tod left Germany (whofe people have a genius 
for Tra^) under no increafti of advantage for 
Goftftneree, normoreincouragementin it, than 
the Kberty the free Imperial Cities, and tbeit 
udent examples give to the people, fo that were 
nfdt for thofe Cities, Commerce being accoun- 
" in this Country, inconfiftent with Nobility or 
M z Gentry, 
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Gentry , and Slavery rendring a Peafantry unfit 
for it , this great and good Land^ wonderfully 
accommodated for Trade , would have little be- 
nefit by it ; and therefore fince it is Trade that 
makes every Country great, it is theDomeftick 
inUveitoi Germany f ^ 

Firft, To maintain their free Towns in. their 
juft rights and liberties, and that in reference to 
the advancement of Trade, which cannot be im- 
proved without liberty ; for I dare pndertakc to 
foretel, that thofe Princes which do promile to 
themfeives great advantage, in the fubduing of 
their Neighbour RepublickSf Ihall find morelofs 
by the d?cay of Trade, that the reducementof 
theniwill occafionto their Counti^ies, .than they 
will ifind profit by becoming Makers of them, for 
nothinjg makes Countries rich but Trade, and no- 
thing increafeth Trade but freedom ; as Stade^ 
t^agdekifrg^ and Mnnfter, iji their fevewl Cqnt}- 
tries do fufficiently evince, thofe Cities, ^s well 
as the Countries wherein they lie, being nowmi- 
ferable poor to what they formerly were under 
liberty; and I have been credibly Informed, that 
thQDixkQ of rBrmfwick,^ horn a fcnfe he hath of 
the decay of Trade in his Country, fince hisre- 
ducement of the City of Brmfmckji doth already 
repent his taking of it, Arid indeed I know no 
reafon that can be affigncd, why Poland that isfo 
good and rich a Country of it felf, furniflied with 
natural advantage^r Trade, fliould come lb far 
fliort of Germany m Wealth as it doth , but the 
want of freedom and libprty in their Govern- 
ment to incourage Trade,, and of Frqe Cities in 
the Country, to carry on Codamerce, which ^er- 
many is happy in. . 

Secondly, 
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Secondly, It is their Interefl: to maiatain their 
free Cities in their Liberties, becaufc under free- 
dom, theyareand will ever be, more formidable 
BoJivorks againfl: the incroachments of their Em- 
. perours, or any other Potentate upon their rights, 
(han they will be in the hands of any Prince, and 
that their formidableneis adds muchtothegreat- 
nefs of the Empire ; and though this may happily 
be excepted againfl: by Tome out of a fottiOi averfe- 
ne/s to freedom, yet the advantage they were of 
to the Affertors of liberty in the War ofGufiavHs 
Jdolphnsj doth fully make it good. 

Thirdly, Becaufe as it is the general Intereft of 
all Germany y in reference to their fafety, to main- 
tain the Republicks, fo it is efpeciaJly the parti^^ 
cularlntereft of all the Proteftant Princes to up- 
hold thpm, in that they are all (fave fome few) 
of their perfwafion, and are fb mSny fure For- u 

trefles againft Popery, and do contribute exceed-^ 
ingly to the catling the ballance of Dominion on 
the Proteftant fide ; belide that the profperity of 
them, beyond what is found in the Popifli Cities, 
is of good example to the reft of the Empire, both 
as to Religion and Induftry. 

Fourthly, It is the Domcfticklntercftof Cer- 
miuyy to reduce the Eledtion of their Emperours 
to the PrinGiitive Inftitution , in not continuing 
that dignity too long in any one Family, for al- 
though they have at prefent efcaped the danger 
of being fubdued by the Houfe of Mfiriay that 
Family being now not only brought low, but alio 
in want of Princes of adive and daring Spirits, 
with able parts (there being none left fave the 
Emperour and young King of Spain) neceflary 
for fo great an undertaking, it cannot well in our 
M3 A&« 



\ 
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Age put their Uberti^ any more in hazard, yet 
the example may be dangerous to pofterity, when 
peradventnre Anfiria may recover its vigour, or 
a more puiflant Potentate obuin the Crown. And 
as to that exception againft laying afide this ^e- 
lent Family, becade or their ability to oppole th% 
Turk, it may beanfivered, that their Hereditary 
Countries lying next to the Dominions of the 
Grand Signior, it will be as much the particular 
Intereft of the Houfe of Au^ria , without the 
Imperial Crown, to oppole the Turk , as if they 
had that dignity. 

Fifthly, It is their Interefl: to avoid the Ek^on 
of a Prince that may be too great for them, be- 
caufe afpiring to ufurpation doth ordinarily ac- 
company greatnefs. 

Sixthly, It is their Intereft to maintain agood 
Intelligence ibd Union among tbemfelves , not 
admitting di^ence in Religion toma^eany in 
State (left thereby they give advantage to their 
Enemies) but tp be equal towards all, prc^efting 
the meaneft as well as the greateft, in their juft 
rights and liberties, without fuflering any to op- 
prefs another, and to lay it down as a certain 
Maxim, that ruine can never overtake them, but 
by diviHon. 

And could the Nobility and great men <A Sm- 
/^;;2 be content with their condition, and tplive 
i3pon what God hath given them, that Kingdom 
might be of great ufe to this Country, in not only 
oppoCng (upon all occafions) the incroachments 
of their Emperours , or ambitious Neighbours, 
but alfo in ballancing of the Romifh party, ma- 
king it thereby , as well the general Intereft of 
the Empire, as -the particular concern of the Pro- 

teftant 
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teftant fYinces and States, to prcferre and pro- 
tect them (though ftrangcrs) as well as others, in 
the enjpyment of their pdlcffions in Germmty ; 
but by their fucccfs in the Wars of this latter 
Age, they hate mth the fpoils of other Conn- 
^ tries, been lb habituated to live (and brought to 
affirft a Grandeur) . fo much abovcltheir Swedifli 
Revenues, that it may wdi be foretold, that if 
ever by Peace their fupplies from abroad come to 
fell, they will be fobjefted to the profitable tem- 
ptations of any that fliaU dcfirc to kt them at 
work, without regarding againft whom it is, and 
fo change the Intereft of the Empire, from that of 
preferving them, to that of driving of them out 
of the Country. i 

Seventhly, It is the particular Intereft of the 
Proteftent Princes, to endeavour to undeceive the 
Popifti Princes, by making them fenCble, that the 

Jjretence of Religion, which their Priefts and Je- 
irits do fraudulently make ufc of to ftir thetn up 
againft the Proteftant party, is only that they may 
thereby the better gradually deftroy them both, 
their ti'ue Principle being for one Monarch,, 
as it is for one Prieft or Pope. And thus to come ^ 

to their Foreign Intereft , now they are deliver* 
ed from all danger from the Houfe of jiuShia^ 
that is 

Firft, To be jealous of the frenchy not believe- 
ing themfelves fectfre , until they have reduced 
them within former bounds, who havjng juftled 
thc^ Aufirian Family out of their defign for the 
Univerfal Monarchy, feem to be ftepped into the 
fame themfelves, and to be more formidable in it 
than they ever were. And as all other Princes and / 

States, as well as tbofe of Gctmansf^ oo^t to be m 

M 4 jealous ^ 
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jealous of that Nation^ who declare the acquiriag 
of gloryafufficient ground (without other caufe) 
for killing qnd deftroying their Neighbours, fo 
they ought alltoagree^ for the fettering and re« 
draining fuch loofe and unchriftian Principles, ef 
pecially (ince nothing more is needful in theCafe 
than a general reiblution for denying of them Le« ' 
vies; for frorathe flavery of that people, fuch is 
their unfitnefs for War, that whenever tbeyfhall 
be confined to home for Souldiers,or be denied re- 
cruits by England^ Germam/y and Switzjsrland^ they 
will be conftrained as wefl as contented to live in 
Peace with their Neighbours. 

Secondly, It is the Interefl: of Gtrfnanyj to be 
careful to keep the Bakkk^Sea divided as it now 
is,^ not fuSering the ingrolling of it by any one 
Prince, efpecially not by their Eraperours , nor 
this prefent Family to be Matters of any Sea 
Ports \ for had they formerly had the advantage 
of Havens for Harbouring, forming, and railing 
of a Navy, the Sp^edes could never have entered 
the Empire, nor the Emperour have probably 
failed in his deiign for Ufurpation. 

Thirdly, It is the Intereft of the Princes to 
concern themfelves in the Eledion of the King of 
Poland (^becaufe bordering upon them) oppofing 
fo far as is poflible, the Choice of either French 
or Swede to be King, in regard of the advantages 
that thofe two Potentates have each already upon 
them, in the feveral footings they have in the Em- 
pire, and to obftrudl their Emperours arriving at 
it himfelf, left by fuch an acquifition, he fliould 
prove too great for them. And thus the Intereft of 
the Empire is the fupporting of the free Towns in 
reference to trade, as the only way to greaten the^ 

Nation," 
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Nation^ to unite for the prefervation of every io^ 
dividual in their juft rights and liberties, and op- 
ppfiog all incroacfaments of their Emperours and 
Neighbours, orlnvafion of Foreigners. 

And now as to the particular Intereft of the 
Emperour, that is much changed from what it 
Vas, for formerly he judged it his Intereft, to di- 
vide the Princes of the Empire, that thereby de- 
ftroying them by degrees, he might at laft make 
himfelfab/blute Mafter of them all, and in order 
to that deflgn, to oblige the Pope and his party 
by perfecuting of all his Proteftant Subje&s 
throughout his Dominions j but now neither Pope 
nor Spaniard being able to afford him any confix 
derableafliftance, and the French KiDggrovvnfo 
great, that fhould the young King of Spain be ta- 
ken away, he would probably quarrel with him 
for the Succeffion of the Spanijh Dominions, and 
after ftripping him of his moft remotelnheritance, 
then invade him in Germany^ which circumltan^ 
ce$ make it his true Intereft to lay afide all per- 
fecution, and alldeflgns of incroachinguponthe 
Empire, endeavouring cordially to reconcile «nd 
fatisfy all perfwadons and Interefts , making a 
firm and real Union throughout the Empire, for 
common Juftice, defence and prefervation, and 
after the example of the wife Venetians, to ex- 
clude the Ecclefiafticks all (hare in his Councils and 
Civil Government •, for if he (hall ftiil in his fe- 
verity againft the Reformed, hearken to the Je. 
fuits f who according to their Church Politicks, 
chufe always rather to be Matters of Error, than 
Scholars of Truth) they will infallibly be his 
mine : And befide the Alarms from France^ to 
awaken him herein, the experience he hath had 

of 
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of twelltytvro Years of Peace (lave a little exjcr- 
cUe ticta the Turk) may convioce him of the troth 
hmofy in that though it is now fo long fincethe 
Treaty at Mmfter in 1648. which gave him a g^ 
neral reft and qoiet , ioftead of augmenting in 
Power and Riches, as all good Governments do i^ 
times of Peace, he is decayed and grown left con^ 
fiderable than in time of War, and chiefly by his 
perfecutions in Hmgitri^ and the reft of his He- 
reditary Conntries (that part of HmgxrU yet re- 
maining unto him, being ready to revolt unto the 
Turk) unto which he hath been folely adted by 
bis Ecclefiafticks, to whom (out of an txcefs of 
blind devotion) he hath too too much given him^ 
felf up. And thus I have done with the Intereft 
of the Empire and Emperonr. 
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THokikntzl United Coontries known by 
tbe gfeocral mtne of SwiizjtrUnd ^ arc 
imali andMountaiaous,furrounded with 
Gtmum^ Frmcf^ the </f/f r^, and the Lake of d^ 
Mvcj the laft parting them from 54'M9f. Bythia 
name arc underftood thirteen Provinces, or (aa 
tfaey call than) Cantons, each being a Republick, 
and abfi)}ute Soveraigns, as to their particular 
Governments and Afiairs within their refpea;ive 
Jurifdiaions, all which being united for common 
iafety and prefervation, make for thofe ends only 
a Conjun^ive Common* wealth , 
. . Thefe Cantons arc called Zamkj, Bearne^ 'Baf- 
fiUj Shafsheuftftj Vrki Zvriis^ Vndervpdldeny Lur 
cern^ Zugg^ Fribourg^ Solatpmrn^ AftnzjtU^ and CU- 
risj which are of ieveral Religions, the four firft 
being all Refortned or Calvinifts, the next feven 
entirely Papifts, and the two laft mixed, though 
the major part of both are Reformed : For it is 
an infallible oblervation, that where ever in any 
City or Country, Proteftantjfra and Popery are 
but equally pnvi]edged> countenanced and tole- 
rated 
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rated by the Magiftrate, there the Reformed ex- 
ceed the other much m number, as at Augshowrgh^ 
&c. The four Calvinift Cantons are more than 
trebblethe bignefsof all thcfeven Popilh, which 
for their fmalinefs are called the little Cantons, . 
fo that that properly called Svpitz.^ gives not its ^ 
^. name to the whole by way of eminence, as is ufual 
in fiich Cafes, and as Holland doth \vit\izVmted 
Netherlands (it not being a fourth part fo conGder- 
ableasfome of \ht greateft, and efpecially not 
as Bearne) but befiaufe it was the firft that alTerted 
its liberty. 

As their Religion is of feveral kinds, fo are 
their Forms of Government, fotfte being wholly 
Democratical, as Smtz.^ Vrie^ VnderwaldehjZnggf 
Claris^ and Jfenz^ell^ efpecially the two laft, and 
the refl:,.fome qiore, others lefs» Ariftocratical, 
but none perfeftly fo. At Baffellthe Gentry are 
excluded the Government, for having praftifcd 
the fubverfion of it, andfome of the little Can- 
tons have no Nobility ^ but at Beam (which is 
reckoned in bignefs a fourth part of the whole 
thirteen, and asbigasfome fix of the little Can- 
tons) Zuricl^y Solatonrne^ Sec. the Gentry are in 
great efteem , and the Chief in their Govern- 
ment, their Anceftors not halving forfeited their 
right to it, by treachery to their Countries, as 
fomeof the others did, for which they were ex- 
cluded. 

Befide the refpeftive Jurifdiftions of each fo 
thefe Cantons, they have feveral Territories be* 
longing, fome to all the Cantons in common, feve 
Apenftllj others to but 3, 7, 8, 9, &c. as the 
four Bailiwicks in Italy (viz. Mendriz.^ Valmadia^ 
LnganA and Lvgarno) belong to twelve Cantons, 
- • ' . and 
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and that of BmIc to eight -, as others obey, fome 
fcyeUj and fbme but'three Cantons, &c. 

The General Council for the Union meets of 
courfe every four and twentieth of Junezt Bade 
^- (a Bailiwick belonging to eight Cantons as is be- 
< ^ fore obferved) to confider of all their common 
concern for the Year enfaing, and at otfier times 
as oft as oecafion requires , Zftrkk, having the 
priviledge asr grit in rank to fummon the Af- 
fembly. w 

There are aUb feveral other Republicks that arc 
the confederates of thefe thirteen Cantons, as 
the Grifonsi Falafom^ the Cities of Ropttviell^ MuU^ 
huftn^ sun, Genevay and St/^^iZ, &e. allRepub:. 
licks, and the }aft fuch ^ealoHS Calvinifts, that 
though the Abbot (called by the name of the 
Town, and ^reputed alio a Prince of the Empire) 
hath his Convent of BenediAins, his Palace, and 
ReCdence in the City with ^11 the Country round* 
about it, even unto the very Walls ^f the City^ 
yet is not able to gain any -of the Citizens to his 
Religion, there nOt being a Papiftin the Town 
but what are within the Waifs of tbfe Abfay,. atf 
Argument of great Vertue and Zeal in the Max 
giftratesrantl' Miniflcus, f^F were thtrt a fooTehefs** 
in cither, there would be a defeftion in the peor^

formed) the Doke oi Longevity who is their Prince^ 
to life nnging Mafs (which they call High Mafs) 
in his own Caflle when he is with them, hot torn 
content himieif with reading Mafs. 
; Tbefe Countries are (as is the portion of moft 
Molintainous places) happy in rich Vallies, af- 
fording plenty of ProTitions , and all neceflaries 
for the fttltentatioaof Nature -, but their fituationi 
lA their great diftance from Sea, Want of Rivers 
(which is in fome meafure fupplied with Lakes) 
and ftaple Commodities, renders tbem uncapable 
of inuch more Trad^ , than that of hiring out 
their men to otiier States aodPrinces torScMildierS|.

tfae<^rman Princes, and free Cities, and parti- 
cularly with the Vhited NethltrU^dsj from whom 
(in reipeA of the affinity that is betwixt them, 
hpth in Religion and Government, without any 
poflibility of their prejudicing them in their i 
Trade) they may expeA as hearty an affiftance, as 
^ great a diftance is capable of. 

And further, they ought not to fuSer difference 
hi Religion to be any ground of quarrel, nor the 
Popifh Cantons their Churchmen(whofe Politicks 
areialways both feififli and deflruAive) to have 
any influence upon their Councils, but after the 
example of the wife Fenetians^ to banifh them 
their Confultations, their Maxims (to which they 
are conftant and true) being to foment animofi- 
ties ag^infl: the Reformed Cantons, whic^ the 
others ought carefully to prevent, keeping dofe 
to this truth , that difunion will be their diflb* 
liition. , 

And yet further, as with great reafon they for- 
merly (being then jealous of the Houfe or -A- 
flria^ becaufe of their pretenfions to them) held 
a good correfpondence with France^ fb it is now 
die Interefb of them all, to be jealous of (he 
growing ^eatnei^ of that Ring^ and being firm 

.: . to 
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to the Houfe of ^/^m (the danger of the Era- 
perour being at prefcnt over) to hold a true 
Frkadlhip with them ) and this is 9I) I have to 
% at tbi3 time of Switzxrland-^ befides obfer- 
ving the great prudence and hon^ft policy of 
the Reforaied Cantons, in their Law^ that 
^bligeth every one amongft them that fhall 
turnPapifts, to quit the Country, with liberty 
to fell their Eftates., and go into a Popilh Can. 
ton, or whither elfe they pleaie , and this tbey 
do not upon aRcIigiou$ but civil account; fpr 
it is not their deiuuve^ ridiculous, and Ro* 
maotick Qo^rines of Tranfubitantiation, Purga- 
tory and Super^erogation , &(;. that they quar*. 
relwitb, but their owning a Foreign head, bold- 
iDg that no Faith 13 to be Ji:ept with tho/e they 
can Hereticksi and that the murtherii^ of fuc» 
is meritorious, with, other the like Principles de- 
ftruftiveof all Morality > rendering them uji&r 
ciable and not fit for the Couverfatioe of Prote- 
ftaats-, which is the.teafon of their Law. And in 
the Canton of Jf^nuH fiiiM^ of both Religions , 
the Reformed areibfenfible of the danger in Ji- 
ting promifcuoufly with the Papift^, that though' 
th^ are much the jttrpriger party , they live in one 
part of the Country 9$ the Romanics do the like 
in the other part, an4 this feen^ by a comifioQ 
confent to be neceflary 5 for where the Clemency 
of the Bifhops was not interefted in the change of 
Religion, all Countries ifl their firH Reforn^ti- 
on (wept their Lands lof the Papifts , and have 
eyeriince kept them felves clear df theoi, except 
fofoe places in C/^n^iixry where the Emperour Ca^ 
pitulated for then9,andin the L0\» CoM/Jtrifj^whtrc 
being the firft Revolters, they Capitulated ft* 
H themfelvcs. 
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themfelves, as meriting a liberty of Cohabitatioa 
without a pubiick Toleration. It is true, Denmark^ 
and Smdin have in their feveral Churches thofe 
they call Bifhops, as fix in the firit , and about the 
fame number in the latter \ but they are no more ; 
than (according to the genuine fignification oij 
the word) meer Overfeers without any Jurifdi- 
ftion. 

I am aftonifhed to hear the prudence of our An. 
ceftorsfbmetimes complained of , by peribns not 
(in other things) wanting underftanding, for ma- 
king it Death forPriefts, Natives of f/sr^/W/, to 
come into it > as if there were hardfhip in that 
Law, when experience hath fufficiently ftewed 
tts, that Liberty to them, is Cruelty to the Pro- 
teftaotS) Sir John Temple laying the reafon of the 
MaOacre in IreUndyXr^n the not putting the Laws 
in Execution againft the Popifh Clergy^ and fince 
that was the Caufe of the Murtherot fome hun- 
dred thoufimds <A Proteflants, by feveral tortures 
and barbarous Cruelties in that Country, I fear 
they that neglefted the Execution of the Laws, 
are not able to anfwer for the blood of lb many 
Innocent Chriftians. 

I am not for Perfecution upon the account of 
Confcience, but do think it an honeft, dvil, poli- 
tical Conftitution, without the leaft mixture of 
Religion, to make it Death for Priefts and Jefu- 
its to come into a Proteftant Country, fince the 
immorality of their Principles is defirudtive to 
the Peace and Tranquillity of fuch Nations, and 
' inconfiflent with the well-being of them ^ audit's 
to be admired, that the contrary opinion thould in 
any kind obtain m England^ when that Kingdom 
hath been under the perpetual exercife bttheir 

wicked 
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wicked and devilifh Plots and Deflgns, ever lince 

the firft Reformation iintil this day. 
And if it be lawful in england to Execute a Pro- 

te/lant that (ball return after baniflimenc upon pe« 
; nalty of Death, when his Crime for which he was 
^anifted was not Death by the Law, and returns 
not with any intent ofmlichiefto the Nation (as 
none will deny but it is) it's furely much more law«> 
ful td do tfie fame by Priefts and Jefuits^Whofe de^- 
iigns in their return ai^e always mod dangerous 
and mifchievous ; and to intereft Religion in their 
coming into the Country , becaufe as the^ pre- 
tend, for the edification of thofeof their Church, 
asanexcufeforthemin it^ is no more than they 
may do for murthering Proteftants, their Reii- 
gion not only warranting them therein^ but al/b 
teaching thtm to do it as Meritorious. 
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FRANCE 

THis Country is reckoned to contain thirty 
two Provinces, wherein many lefler 
Counties are comprifed , being of a 
round from , about five hundred miles in diaioe- 
ter : And as it is thus confiderable in Circuit, fo 
it is much more in populoufnefs, exceeding in that 
ail other Countries in Chr iftendom, and hath in ic 
feveral Principalities, belonging to Subjects with 
Soveraign power appertaining to them, but are 
all now (though not until of late) reduced to that 
condition , as renders them at the devotion of the 
King.. 

France hath feldom fewer than forty or fifty 
Dukes, of whom the Princes of the Legitimate 
blood are the firft in precedence , thofe of the Il- 
legitimate the Second, thole defirended from Fo- 
reign Soveraign Princes (as thofe of the Houfe of 
Lorrairjj Savoy, and Mantonay the tbkd^ and the 
Dakes of French Families, not of the blood, and 
of Foreign Families, not derived from Sovcraiga 
Princes, arethelaftinrankamongftthem, and 
take place according to their Creations. 
Next to the Dukes are the Marefchals of France^ 

and 
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and of this Order (which is a Military honour 
for life only) there iifed antiently to be no more 
than two, buc they have by degrees been (b in- 
, (teaied^bat of late there have bHsenfeldoai fewer 
m than thirtgen or fourteen^ and fbmetimes more ; 
[vthey abound in other titles, but under the degrees 
I pf Dukcs^ and Peers of Frmct^ Marefchals^ with 
other Military and Civil Officers. There is no cer- 
tainty as to mens qualities (except in fome few 
antient known Families of Cousts and MarqueC 
fes) it being ordinary with their Gallants, tome 
toafliimethe Titles of Marquefles, Counts, and 
QaroDs, which are not due to them, and others 
to parchaie them, which being obtained at low 
rates, withcrat fiiitable immunitiei;, make them 
numerous and therefore little reg^nrded. 

The antient Government of Friiwf was by the 
three Eftates of the Country, upon whom (as re> 
presenting the body of the Kingdom) was (as TP 
AvUa reports) devolved (during their fitting) the 
whole authority of the Nation, the Kings power 
(whilft they were in beingj feeming to be fuf- 
pended; bntatlafl:^ Arbitrary Power being in- 
difcreetly, and ralhly given to Cfe/irfc/ the Seventh 
(under pretence of pecelBty) to raife money in 
the interval of General Allemblies, their Kings 
having ever fince kept that Prerogative (though 
granted at firft, b»t during a certain emergent 
occafion) have tmpofed what taxes they pleafed 
. fipon the people^ without asking the conient of 
the£ftates, fave that fnr^i^, Languedecy Ddn- 
fbineej and Bur^Hndy^ do each of them retain ftill 
the feeming pnviledge of three Eftates, or Or- 
ders, which (though veryaxi^ient) they are for- 
I ced to preferve at dear rates by great prefent$ 
N 3 (almod 
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(almoft equivalent to the taxes of other Provlr 
tcs) made to their Soveraign. 

After the French Rings had afliimed the raifmg 
of money by their own lingle Authority, yet they . 
continued a long time the calling (upon occafi- # 
on) the Eftates together , until having wearied*^ 
them with fruitlefs meetings (in that the Purfe 
being loft, they were become meerly journey- 
men to the Ck)urt) and prepared them thereby 
for diflblution, they Were totally laid afide, there 
having been to this time, no Aflembly of Eftates, 
fince the Year one thoufand fix hundred twenty 
feven (about two years after Richlien^s entring 
upon his Miniftry) and now never likely to be 
iSLhy more, the Crown having gradually ingrofled 
all power to it felf , to the niifery of that Nation, 
And this example may well be a cautipn to all 
people, who have any priviledges left, tobejea- 
lous of them , and careful how they part with 
them, priviledges not being lb eafily recovered 
from Princes, as refigned to them, moftof them 
being like other men, ready to take all they caft 
get , but unwilling t6 part with any thing they 
tan keep. 

This Nation is fo large, populous, and fruitful, 
furniflied with convenient Manufaftures, and fta- 
pie Commodities, that were it under a free and 
good Government , nothing might be thought 5 
too hard for its undertaking. But although the i 
French being fenfible of the benefit of TradQ, en- } 
deavour the augmenting of it , yet as the Popifti '= 
Religion in its pature, fs (in a great meafure) in- j 
confiftent with it , in their not only indulging j 
idlenefs in all forts of people, bur alfb in invi- I 
ting them to it, by their manydays they call iiply, I

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and particQlarly in their incouraging their ou- 

meroBs Pilgriois (who ever after prove ordina- 

I rily common Wanderers and Vagabonds 9 if not

opprefling and injuring of them: Traffick cannot 

be improved above the nature of the Govem- 

(nent, which reachetb little further tihan to a par-^ 

ticular Monopolizing ctf Commerce; (and not to 

an Univerial indulging of Trade and Induftry^ 

« in granting immunities to Favourites , and conn- 

tenancing them before others. 

So that as France cannot well from its i^tural 
advantages , be without a good (hare in Trade, 
fo the obftru^ions neceflarily attending the Gor 
vernment, both in Church and State , arefuch^ 
together with the vafl: unalienated revenue of the 
Eccleliafticks, that it can never be improved to 
what otherwife it i$ capable of ^ and toipeak po- 
litically, it is the better for their Neighbours that 
it is fo with them, left ellethey might peradven- 
tare prove too great for them. For although they 
they have not in any degree fuch bold Rivers 
gdd Havens for men of War, and Ships of bur^ 
thenas£^/^W, yet it is wonderfully accommo- 
dated with Rivers bf great length and ufe for 
conveyance of Merchandize, Travellersand Paf- 
fengersby flat-bottomed Boats.

.wbc^re the Kings Gallies for thole 5eas are for the 
Sdoft part kept) as the other is principally for his

.r Itie Coaft^ oi frame lyi^g thus upon theOcean, 
j^rttiOi, and Mediterranean Seas, they all afibrd 
their feveralftaple Commodities, and the Inland 
▼jariety of wrought filks, and toyes, made in 
France^ and carried out by Land as well as Sea.

» And now France being thus confidered, with its 
ilaple Commodities^ Ports, Havens, and Roads^ 
fufiicient; for Merchants ufe (though fhoit of thofe 
io Englariii) Inland Manufadures of filk, Woolen, 
?ind other forts, withconveniency of Rivers ufe- 
ful for conveyance of goods and peripns , ^nd a 
free paflTage by Land to ^11 their bordering Neigh- 
bours as to Sfain^ the Seventeen Netherlands, 
Cjjsrmany^ SvpitzjerUndjSa7)<y^ and Jtdy^'xt may be 
reckoned to have great ad vantagesfor Commerce, 
and to have Trade its Natural Jntere|t. 

This (kingdom thus circumilanced , and inter- 
pofing by fituation betwixt Sfain and that King^ 
pther Territories ^nd Allies, was natiir^Uy fitted 
to obftrud and prevent (as for many years it did) 
fheHoufc of AHpriain their defign tor the UnU 
yerfel Monarchy. For although Fraucej joinmg 
with Holland J could not alone without England 
have hindered it, i^either could England ^nd Hot- 
landy withoi^t Fr4;iff , have well dSne it,^ a Con- 
junaion of Powerslbeing then neaflary for keep-

France. 

Whilft Fr^5 wa? under difliotiltie^, it was th? 
Jntereft of l^ngLm^ (ay (hey did) to keep thetn 
up^ left pthenwife they ftpuJdhaye fallen unde? 
tj^e power of v/^/(/?r/4, but when they came to be 
equal with Spain . as by degrees they did, and h|e 
-jable of theupifelyes to make good their grounfl in 
th^Nethv[l^d^yQi$^ma^ Z^ Italy^ forfever^ 
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Years fx)gcther, without any material differciic« 
on cither fide, 'England did not only then fit ftifl , 
btlt alio the States of HoUmd (who until the Year 
164S. were in a League ofTenfive and defenfive, 
with franct ag^inft S^din) being then at liberty , 
and judging it their Intereft (as it really was) to « 
pake Peace with S^ain^ and be paflSve, They very 
wifely relblved upon it and efietted it, and with 
defign to keep thofe two great Potentates in an 
dijuilibriHm^ as the Long Parliament of £;i^/4ir^ 
had prudently given them the Example, which 
O^mmlhzd he aimed at the publick, as much as 
liis own private Intereft, would lurely have fol- 
lowed, but not doing that ^e caft theBallanceof 
Dominion on the fide of the French, to the ir- 
reparable lofs of Chriftendom. 

This Country h^ith not at once but gradually ar- 
rived at its prefeht gfeatnefs, having made aod 
gained feveral additions, at feyeral times, as (to 
look no further back) Hcm^ the Second got by Ac 
Sword the feveral Biflidpricks of 4/fr;c, Verdim^ 
and Twfe, which are part of Lorrain^ and mem- 
bers of the Empire. 

^frw-jf the Fodrth added that part of ZV'iftr/ir, ly- 
ing on this fide the tyrtnem Mountains (as being 
his Inheritance) and U Brefs lying near Gtnevt 
on this fide the Alfes , receiving it from the 
Duke of Savoy y in exchange for the Marquifat 
of Saluciy f ying in Italy beyopd the j^fes. 

Lewis the Thirteenth got from.tiie t)uke of BHt- 
lom^ the ftrong City pf Sedan i with its Principa- 
lity , and therein a paflage into the Dutcfay of 
Jf.Hxenbur£y and^fb forward into Germany.

Whilft the Frfwili were in fear of Spain j they 
fought Alliance againft him, with the Proteftant 
Princes and States , indulging their Reformed 
Subjefts , by confirmation of old EdiAs in their 
'behalfs , with acknowledment of their fidelity 
and good fervice , negleding and flighting what- 
ever the Pope and his party niight think of them 
for it ^ but (ince they have been freed from all dan- 
ger tbence,looking upon their Interefl: as changed, 
they have«banged their Maxims, from thofe that 
ivere for prefervation only, to fuch as are for in- 
creafe alfo , fe§ming now to obferve the fame 
ruies in reference to Rome , which Spairpfallovfcd 
in the time of their afpiring , as in pretendmg fo 
much 2eal for the Rotnifb Religion , as may ren- 
der their King Protedof of that party , (and as 
cruelty againfl: Diflenters, inmattersof belief, is 
by all falle Religions more approved of than de- 
votion, fo ) by evidencing their flncerity , in a 
perfecution of their Reformed Subjefts, pretend^ 
;ing to favour the Popes greatnefs , though to the 
end only that he may do the like for them, endea* 
vouFing to delude others into a contributing to 

V their 
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their defigns , either by gaining them as Pentio-i 
ners to fland Neuters in their Expeditions and In-' 
vadons, or by procuring them to joy n^ in hopes of: 
iharing with them in the ruine of thofe that fhall 
1 ftand moft in their way , that (b they may gradu- 
|w^ ally devour all, and at no greater expence than by 
the rewarding of their adherents for their aflLQ:- 
ance , with the priviledge only of being lalt de* 
ilroyed : and in order hereunto, they have labou- 
red to draw England fvom Holland and the triple 
League unto themlelves j that fo they might the 
eafilier fubdue the Vnited Nethtrlands^ and make 
themielves Matters of th^u: ftrength , which they 
have caufe tofear, will otherwiie be an invincible 
Bulwark in their progrels. 

And for alluring EngUmd to joyn with them 
therein, it is probable, that they tempted them 
with large (haresjn their Conquefts ^ but it hath 
been (as it is to |^e hoped it ever will be) the wi£ 
dom of his Majefty, and the Minifters of that wife 
State and Nation , to rejeft all temptations, as 
knowing that they being an Ifland ^ theincreafe 
of the Frf^/ciEr upon the Continent^ muftfomuch 
exceed any advantage that can accrue to them by 
It , that when they have done their work , the 
Englifh (as well as other Princes and States) mufl: 
be at their devotion, not only for all they iball ' 
hold bordering upon them, but alfo for what elfe 
they (hall any where polTefs. 

And now the defigns of the French , being, ma- 
nifeftly for gfeatne&, without icrupling any thing 
Wbatfbever , that may obftruft them in it , their 
Foreign Interelt, according to their corrupt prin- 
ciples, muft confequently be,

As to the Republicks, Vemt ii mudi the great- 
eft, ^e;f«m the iie3Ct,i>Krc4 the third) aodSt.A^^ 
rirt4 the fbarth or Iaft.The f^tmiam with thcirTer- 
rttorics, Pr udeuce and Wtfdom > do folly eqorf 
the power in /r^jf^ of either the King of Sfatax 
Pope. Gen^M though in Revemie much Ibort of 
the fecond fort of Monarchs, yet by their vAk 
management of aflairs coote very near tjiem, and 
tncca may be compared to the third, as S^ JU4orin» 
upon the like account unto the fourth. 

The Popes Dominions in Italy lie mudi in the 
midft of it, being reckoned tweWe Provinces, 
befide that he poflefieth fevecal Lands bordering 
upon the Duke of Sav&ys Gowitry of Piemom and 
Mmtfmrtit , as alfo upon the AJiurquiiat of Trt^ 
t^//^, belonging %o t}^t ytmtums y with, the 
County ;of lAinmm in Fr^mw^ a^ what he hath 
in the kingdom of iST^j^irf. 

The King of Sfom holds in It^ the Dotcby of

E)oaiinions are on the other fide, which as they 
are generally taken are part of Italy ^ though ttai^ 
ftriftly take^ according to antient account , is 
bat a part of that which is commonk called fo. 

The great JDuke of Tnsk^ty^ poflefleth mofl; of 
the Country of that name, and particularly that 
part of it wherein lyeth the City of Florence j Pifa, 
and Siennay all formerly Republicks^ with part of 
the Ifle of Elbe J and the Seigniory of Pcntre- 
mliiy &c. 

The Republick of Genoua hath under them the 
Coaft of Genom \ about a hundred and thirty 
Miles in length, and twenty Miles in breadth | 
the Soveraignty of the Ifle of Tarharkg , which 
lyeth upon the Coafl; of Twns in Barbary (though 
the foil and profits belongto Subjefts) with the 
Ifles of Qfrfica and dfraia^ lying in the Mediter" 
tmem , but thefe Ifles are of no great confidera. 
tion. 

The Duke of MantoiM poflefleth the Dutchy of 
ths^t name, part of lidontferrat ^ and in that, 
the City of Cafal^ &nious for its Fortificati* 

PQS. 

The Dnkc of Patma hath in Lnmbardy the 
Dutchy of that name , with the Dutchy ol PU- 
P 3 cerjce^ 
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cence^ and in the Eccltfiajtrcal Territories , the 
D\Mct\y o\ Cajfro and Houfillon^ belides fonle pla- 
ces in the Kingdom of Naples. 

TheDu^eof M<?if»^ hath the Dutchy of AA'- 
derta 2ini Re^^io^ with fome other Seigniories, all 
afforoing no gj eat Revenue. • 

The Ktpublick of Lhcco^^ being a City of 
twelve regular Baftibns, lying iq a level Coun- 
try, hath only the Vail ip which it lyeth (of no 
confiderable greatnefs). belonging to it. 

The Republickof S^Martm^ is an inacceffiblc 
Hill, otberwife than by a way cut up to it, lying 
in the Popes Territories near the Dutchy of Vr- 
hint, and is about three Miiep over, upon which 
Hands the City of S* Marino^ fortified on one fide 
by ^ dreadful Precipice , and on the other by a 
• WaH , with fome great Guns mounted •, it is 
governed by a Council of five and forty (i;iz.) fif- 
teen Gentlemen, as many Mechanicks , and the 
like number of Country men, vyho" .all together 
chufe every fix Months two Confuls out of them- 
ielycs. This Hill being all their T^erritories, hath 
four Villages upon it, and one Market Towji at 
the bottom of it , the Inhabitants being in the 
whole, reckoned at fix or feventhoufanct, Souls, 
and of fighting men fifteen hundred. They pretend 
to have been a free State nine hundred or athou- 
fand Years, but therein I fear they ftretch ,' they 
are Lovers' of Liberty, and for that reafpn (as is 
faid) jealous of their Nobiiky ,' of which they 
•have twenty Families. In all Wars they h^ve en- 
joyed Peace, and upon occafion they fend Ambaf- 
fadors to their Neighbour Princes and States. I 
am the larger iji this, becaufe a thing little knowR, 
or taken notice of in the World. 

The 
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The petty Princes, who are called fo from the 

fflialneis of their Territories , and not of Sove- 

raignty (being as abfolnte within their relpedivc 

JurifdiAions as the reft) are in number about 

two or three and twenty (befide fuchas are only 

« titular) of which fome of them were raifed by 

Popes, whaufually in their Reigns, make each a 

Prince in their Families , others came from the 

City of Gemua J as Monica and Doria^ &c and 

fbme delcended fromantient Soyeraign Princes, 

but none of them fo confiderable as to deierve any 

further infifting upon, than that they adhere to 

France J ot Sfainj according as they are obliged 

by their refpeftive Intercfts , from their Lands 

they bold in France^ Naples^ or t^iUiny of the 

one or the other Crown. 

Beflde tbefe Princes and Republicks, ^e French 
King holds Pignarola in Itdy^ (a ftrong Fortifica- 
tion) with fome adjacent VaUies. The Emperour 
fbme Cities with their Territories, but inconfider- 
able. The Smtzxrs four Bailiwicks, and the Cjri^ 
fans the FakoUne. And ail thele Eftates in Italy ^ are 
held either of the Emperour or Pope, fav^that 
the Fenetians are independant as well as the Bilhop 
of Rome^ 

/r^/jT taken generally, is with its Iflauds reck- 
oned under four DiTifions .* Firft, That part pro- 
perly called ^^^9 containing the Ecclefiaftical 
Provinces, and Tuskany^ in which lies the Repub- 
lick of Lucca, Secondly , LHmbardy containing 
Piedmont^ Montferraty the Dutchy of MBainy 
Coafl: of Genonaj and the Territories of the feve- 
ral Dukes of Tarmoj Jldantonay Modena^ the Bi- 
fhoprick of Trtnt^ and the Venetian Domain, 
Thirdly, the Kingdom of 2Vip/«, being thp 
P 4. Eaftera 
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Eaftern part of haly. And fourthly, The I0ands 
of Skify, S^Jims^ SindCarJica^ lying in the Afe^U- 
terra»eim Sea. io thefe DtvifKNis are reckooe4 
near three hundred Archbifliops and Bilbops, 1^ 
fides a great number of tituiar Bifliops , who de- 
pending all upon die Pop0, add much tofai$ Iaf^ 
tereft, being tntijcly at his Devotion. 

The animoTicits and emulaiions among theft 
Italiaa Princes and States, are greats none fcarcf 
being content with their oivn, but covetifig wh^ 
the Church (according tocbeir nature) waiting 
aU opportunities for increafe. The Duke of T^iT- 
kfi9y , looking with an eavioos eye upon LMf4^ 
becaufe lying within his Country. The Duke of 
Sdvoy^ tiiinking the Duke of M^toH4 to have %o9 
great a /hare of Montfcrra^ and the Dvke of 
M0int9H4^ thathehatfa toolialeof it, the whole 
belonging to him. And the Frrii^i!f King, having 
got an entrance into Itdy^ and a ftrong hold in it, 
in ))ofle(nng Pignarslo^ and the Vailie$ belonging 
jtoir, thirfts after more, fothat thefe, and other 
jdorniant quarrels, as that about .Cij^r^, &ic. 9r^ 
Inch, that had not this Country common Efle*^ 
ndies, as the Frf^rrik and T^r^, who watch thoir 
quarrelling among themfelves, they cottl4 not 
long continue in Peace. 

And although their former danger from the 
Houfe of Mftria is now over, yet the Frm^h 
having got an advantageons footing in /r^i/jr, and 
the 7Vi^ approaching them by Sea, both thefe 
formidable Potentates waiting bat an opportunity 
for falling upon them, it is their general Do* 
meftick Intereft, eijpiecially the Popes, (and iq-^ 
difpenlibly neceflary for them) to unite and agree 
for common pre|ervation j and for making their 

union 



Union (he firmer, to reconcile all thdr differences, 
and fettle every one in their juft rights , privi*' 
kdgcs , and libef ties , left the Fnncb (not ont o{ 
Vertoe fo much a$ k fpecious pretence for a quar* 
rel) ihouid otherwifc take occafion (under co^ 
^ lour of relieving the oppr e0ed) to enter Italy^ 
of which Ibouid he onc^ become mailer (as 
in fncb Cafe he would withont diiEcttlty be^ the 
Country wanting not only SQuldier$, but alfo 
people to make Soul(iiers of /and thofe they hav^ 
nnapt for War) he would in a ftorttime make 
the Pope to fignify no more» than would be con- 
lifteni: witbhi^deiigns. 

For though the Fnnch King's Intereft and Prin» 
ciples^ ma^ carry him ontopr,etend zeal for bi$ 
Religion, and at-pre(ent to give teftimony of it 
by the perfecution of hisProteftantSubje^s^ yet 
when by fuch Artifice^ he hath coufened the Po* 
pilb Princes a^d States, either into a neutrality, 
or the aiOSfting of him in his great delign for Do^ 
minion , whereby be will he enabled gradually 
to devour both Proteftant and Papid, when his 
work i$ ono9 done, he will then hold it nis Intereft 
to countenance liberty of Confci^nce, as all great 
Conquerours for keeping their new acquired Pro- • 
vinces in Peace mull do , except the tear of in- 
riching bi$ SubjeAs by it (which Arbitrary Go- 
vernors do generally dread) do (to his own de* 
OxuAion) binder him, for he hath too great ex* 
perience in affairs, not to oblerVe;, that where 
ever Popery doth jfolely prevail, the people are 
poor and miferable to whatthey would be under 
Reformation." for the effedsof idlenefs, which 
that Religion doth not only incourage, but alfo 
teach and iojoyoi CAOOot be other (ban Poverty. 

And 
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And as thus in reference to the French^ the 
\ Italians ought to agree among themfelves, fo they 
. alfo ought to do it in reference to the Twrk^^ who 
draws nearer to them than he was, and who can 
approach them by Sca,Ieft other wife healfo ftiould 
take advantage from their Divifions. . 

And further, were it not the gederal Maxim of 
Churchmen^ to hazard the fafety of the whole, 
rather than own an errour, oi* themfelves in any 
thing fallible, it were the Intereft of Rome^ for* 
the peopling of this Country (which by Tyranny 
and perfecutipn, is all fave Fenicij Genoua, the 
City of N^Us and Lficcaj depopulated) to give 
liberty of Confcience, without which it can ne- 
ver be fo replenifhed as is neceflary for their de- 
fence,' fome Cities not having a fixth part, and 
others not a tenth part pf the people they had 
whilft they were Republicks, asfowf, Florence j 
Fija^ Sienna^ &c. but this felf denial cannot be 
cxpefted from them , • who by a Sentence from 
Heaven are given up to believQ lies and delijiGons, 
as alfo becaufe (according to their Carnalreafon) 
it would render their Church Government alto- 
gether ufelefs, in interfering with their preten- 
ded Infallibility. 

Before the Houfe oitAiifirU fell from their 
greatnefs, the danger of Italy was moft from 
them, and therefore ihtmkf^enetians^ who,fel- 
dom or never miftiake their Intereft, did not only 
allow the States of Holland (as their Writers af- 
firm) 5000^ /?^r. a Month, during their War with 
the King of Sfain^ and Houfe of Anflrik^ but alfo 
kept a plofe League and good Intelligence with 
France y from whom they could* otilyexpfeift any 
confiderable afliftance/forbHdliJig thefoaring am- 
bition 
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lotion of that Houfe : ^ut the fear oi AkfirUhting 
^t prefent over, the fame jealoufythey had of ic ; 
then, they ought now to have of Fr4i/Cf. 
* Italy is not only by fituation (being in a man- 
ner a Peninfule) but alfo in abouniding in rich^ 
*andftaple Commodities, very convenient for 
Trade ; and were the advantages, and the peo- 
ples ingenuities improved to what they are capa- 
ble of , it might without all peradventure equal > 
in Commerce any Country in Enrofe : but the de- 
populating of Italy y as alfo of Spain by feverjty 
in State and perfecucion in the Church, and the 
natural averfhefs to Induftry and TrafBck, that is 
thereby bred in the people of thofe Countries, 
with the vaft Intereft that the Ecclefiafticks have 
in them both, and elpecialiy mbafyj is the great 
benefit of the Northern Trading Nations , wha 
bring and fetch from them, moftof the Commo- 
dities that, they either want, or have, and even 
what the growth of their own Country affords ^ 
fo that the reafon of the Poverty of Italy , may 
be rendred to be the Romilh Religion, together 
with not making Trade their Intereft, as indeed 
they cannot well do, no Country being capable of 
it , that is fo much under the bondage of the 
ChurcK, and fubjeft to thjir Impofitions as they 
are, liberty of Confcience, ^and relaxation from 
the fcverity of Ecclefiaftical Laws, being the ne- 
^IRil'Concomitants of Trade. 

Icall/r^/ypoor, becaufe fo in the general, and 
a depopulated Country , denying that il is the ri- 
ches of fomefew perfqns or places, but difiufive 
wealth and populoufnefs , that render a Country 
great and opulent. For it is not long fince the 
charge of a fmall Ar^ny for one Year againft the 

Pope, 
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Pope, tboqC tbe fuccUIion of the Outchy Qfy^^ 
bdn^ made the Doke oiTmkfny (tbe richff^ 
Prince \n Italy) weary of WVt aoda»Topa?6y. 
to lefiefi the number of his Galiif 9, ^y felling 
fomeof them ; and yet when Florence alow m^ 
under liberty, an Army four times as great wpqid 
not in a longer time have wearied them. 

And it isobfervable, that tbofe places in this 
Country, which arc moft confider«ble, by being 
addiftedtoTrafficir, are foch, as beipg loofelt 
firom the Church, are fuHeft of people, ^isF^mh 
CiffOHMj and Liicc4\ for the bondage of Rvm 
is enmity as well to temporal as fpiritual profpe* 
rity. And thus when 1 have given you fome Obfer- 
Vations upon the feveral Cities of F$nke wd d- 
noHdy as Members of lt4y^ I have dQoe with this 
Country.

* they take care o( the JSifety of fhe Conimori- 
' Wealth, and that it receive no damage, fuppi ef 
Sag and puniibing all Confpiracies againd the Go- 
vernment, calling even the Duke himfcif cu ac- 
eoont, if upon any fcore they find (jaufe to do it^ 
efpecially if they nave any ground co fiifpeft his 
defigning Ufurpation, and havcaimoila gtncral 
fuper^intendancy in all State concerns ; they have 
alfoa right of going into, and Voting in all the 
Coliedges and Committees , and of aifembling 
the great Council, they fit every day in toe Morn- 
ing, and once in eight days tor ofter if there be 
occafion) with the addition of hear thirty b( the 
■ great Officers of State , appointed to that pur- 
pose , for ail matters of extraordinary concern. 

The Senate confiftsof one hundred and twenty 
of the Nobility i bearing no other Office thaa 
Members of the Great Council (who are called 
the TregaM) about the like number of other 
Councelbrs, Magi(f:rates, and Officers of the 
greatefl: Rank, who have by their places righe 
of Seffion, with Votes, befides fifty fix other Of- 
ficers of Quality, togjether with all luch perfons 
as have trufted the ComiAon- Wealth to fuch a 
certam fum as is direil^ted by the Law ; as alfo all 
foch .Magiftrates as have any hew concepts to pro- 
pouud for the bringing them into Laws, have i 
right of Seflion, without Votes v^P that this Coun- 
cileoAjSftsor twQ hundred forty feven with Votes^ 
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fifty fix eminent Officers more, with an oncertMtl 
number of Creditors, and propounders of Laws 
wtthoBt Votes, all which are called together by 
tlie Coiledge^, which gives notice of it by their 
Officers, and at the time of their fleeting b? the 
tole of a Bell, four of the fix Councellors of the 
Council of Ten, andfixtyof fuchas have Votes' 
in this Council making the Simrnm. 

All Laws are laft debated by this Council, and 
brought by them to the Great Council for their 
SanAion, who have no power of debate, or other 
than of receiving or rejefting the Laws propoun- 
ded . The making Peace and war, and all mattes 
of State (except lome extraordinary Cafes, which 
for expedition and fecrecy, are in the Council of 
Ten) are, after they have been prepared and dc- 
bated by the Signory and Collcdge, brought by 
them to the Senate for approbation or rejedtion, , 
who do therein as they think fit, in whom is aUb 
the EleAion of fome great, and many fmall Of- 
ficers. \ 

The Council called theSavi or Sages,, confifts \ 
of Cxteen perfons. Six for both Sea and Land j 
affairs, who are called the Savigrandiy or Great [ 
Sages, five for Land AfTairs only, and five for Sea | 
Afl^irs alone. The fix take care of all Land aix! | 
Sea Affiles in general, the other keep each to . 
their patticular Province , without iqgaging in , 
one anothers Charge j they meet every day in a ] 
Council Room near the Sigflory , each Order ha- ( 
ving their Prefidcnt, who propounds in the CouDi- i 
cil what they have to bring in debate \ aiid whett j 
any thing is difcufled concerffing I^d. Afl&irs 
only, in fiich Cafe the five fiar Sea are fiknt, as 
are alfb the five for Und^ in debating any thing 

concerning 
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concerning Sea only; but the fix SavigroftJ^ 
have a right of Debate and Voting, in ail matters 
concerning either Land 6r Sea in particniar , as 
the other two Orders have ininatters of a mixt 
nature of both Sea and Landi 
^ The Cdledge (which although for method 
fake I rank laft) is of greateft ufe in the State, 
being a Conjunftion of the SIgnory, and the Savi, 
in all fix and twenty j for a$ they both meet every 
Morning at a certain hour, wherein their diftina 
Council Rooms, they fpend fcparately an hour 
or more in Debate of their feveral bufinefs, fo the 
Savi going to the Room where the Signory fits ,- 
and joyoing wicJi them^ make thsjt Countil they 
call the ColJedgCi 

And thus the gradations of debating and refol- 
ving in matters of State (except what is for fecre- 
cy and expedition committed to the Signory a- 
lone) is firft by the Signory and fixteen Savi, eath 
ii their fever^I Rooms diftinftly. Secondly,' 
by them two jointly which irialce the Coftedge. 
And thirdly, by tl)e Senate , lyho according a^ 
they refolve ^Sttt Debate, rejeftsor brings all 
to the great Councif, who hath only the laft re-^ 
folution without debate. 

And thus much may ferve to fhew briefly arid 
itt general the fiiethod of the Venetian Councils y 
which is all chat h by this ainied at •, for of the 
feveral kinds of Mji^ftrates, Ofifces, Officerr^ 
their Ballot, and th'eit* Eleftions by it, fo much 
bath already been Writ, that it i^peedlefs to trod- 
blfe the Reader hete with any thing more of theM, 
than to obferte , that a^ Offices are all either Jip- 
(lorary or merteBJfry, lb' the Officers of the firft 
kind (asGtf?crflOUfSof Governtflents^e^i?.) are 

^1 fo 
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fo far from haviag profit added to their honour , 
that their places are cbargeable;aad although foioe 
Miliury Imployments may be judged to deferye a 
benefit by reafon of the hii^xd that attends tbeoa, 
yetfb chargeable are their honourable Offices in 
cbe general, that it is accounted a rewai;d ai^fwer- 
able to the greatelt merit, to confer ^#i^^ the dig^ 
nity of a Procurator of St. Marl^ upon the molt: de- 
serving perfon^becaufe befide the honour of it^tbey 
are alio thereby freed from having any Offices 
impofed upon them, and of this Order there are 
twenty foiu*, whereof nine are al|ivays made upon 
the account of merit, and fifteen uponpurchafe, 
which coftseachPurcbafer, thov^haahonourhut 
f(»: life only, five or fix thoufand pound/^. 

The Mercenary Offices which have all but fru- 
gal SaJaries, are conferred upon perfons (landing 
in need of them, for that none but fuch will de- 
fice them. And as it is not honourable for perfons 
of large fubftance, tofeek Mercenary Offices, fo 
it is accounted irrational, to make honorary pla- 
ces (except in Military fervicefubjed to danger) 
profitable, the Duke himfelf lofing by his plaoei 
his income not being fo much as hisunavdidable 
extraordinary charges are. So that the rule of the 
Vtntfuins is to chufe perfons to theij^ bonora^ im- 
ployments of great Eftates, able to maintain the 
honour and dignity of their places, with the be- 
nefit of fome fmall perquifits^attheir own Charge, 
and to make the^alariesof their Mercenary Offi- 
ces very moderate. All honorary charges are in 
the Nobility, fave that the Chancellor (who is 
next the Ouke J and the Secretaries, are in the 
..Plebeians^ which is toincourageVertueinthem, 
and not to leave them altogether without hopes 

of 
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of hoflourableprcfermcoe in the State. They are 
great fiaemies to Bribery and Corruption, apd 
fc'^ere punilhers of it wbendifcovercd; 
' The Frame and Conftttutlon of this Governr 
^ ment, hath in its eye above ail other things, ge^ 
ueral good and fafety, one of the Excellencies of 
the Venetians being thelargenefs of their Soals 
for puWiek Intereft, whcfseln they arc obfitrved by 
Writers to tranfcend all other people, having not 
left it in the power of the State, to; pardon cer- 
tain crimes ag^inft the Repbblick •, as treachery 
in Governoars of Garrifons , Confpiracies againft 
the Comnion- wealth, holding private Oorrefpon- 
dence with Foreign Princes, or States,- or coofen- 
age in Accounts ; and if any chofcn toanOffice, 
incrufted with Money, prove insolvent, they chat 
nominated him thereunto, aiferefponfiblefor him 
to the State. And anfwerable to theie Rulesyfeems 
to have been the Complement of a Vifiniantmr 
baflador , at his takmg kave of old ^r Htnry 
i^^w,when Secretary of State,in tellii^ him •, Tim 
^fkgftwdpfks happy in their Kifffy Oitntryy NobiUty 
[ ^nd <j entry y and vqohU be perfeHly happy ^ . had they 
fpthRck:^ ffirits ; bot of that he faid, they bad the 
^^ofanvpaple that ever he had the henonrta 
Vw , wherein I wiQi he did not make a true 
Judgement, s ■ \ 

i The Duke is for Life, and chiefly as a piece of 
'Gcrcmony , (without Power) reprcfenting the 
magnificence of the Republick, every oneftand- 
^jog bare before him : Though kneeling ito him , 
kimng of his hand, painting or cuttmg of his 
Arms or Hame in any pmblick place is not allow- 
ed. Hccando Aotbing hot in the prefenceof four 
of hisfix QomiceUors of the Council of Ten, and 
0^5 tWQ 
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two of the three Chief Judges of the Chief Conrt^ 
of }ufl:ice. He cannot go beyond MaUmaca (th 
Haven hard by the City where the Ships ride) no^ 
can he marry any t)f hi$ Children to Strangers ' 
without kave of the great Council and Senate. ^ 
All Letters to the State are direOed to him, and ' 
Letters to other Princes and States are writ in his 
name , but^io Letters are opened except in the 
prefence of at leaft four of the fix Councellors, 
and two of the Chief Judges, the Minutes of the 
Letters ientout being uiKler- writ by four Council- 
IpFs, before the Originals ire fent away.

Nor any of his Friendsby Confanguinity, be 
during his Life , of the Council of Ten in the

nor chn any of his Family nominate one to any 
Office Temporal or Spiritual -, aqd in all Taxes, 
theDuke>arsagreaterpr<^portion^ than before 
he wH puke he bad done. 

All men are prohibited upon fevere pen^ties , 
the making him or any of his Houft any pre- 
fents ; hot any Office noc relating to the Policy or 
Juttice of the State, his Relations aracapabfe of. 
As to be of the great Council (as their Birth- 
right) a Member of the Senate, a Prpcuraior of 
St. A6rt, or any Oflfee relating to the ArJinA^

When the Duke dies, the eldeft Councellor is 
Vice- Duke, and he with the reft of the Council 
of Ten, takes pofFeflion of the Palace, and re- 
maidb in i^iunt| a n^ Ouke i# ch«Rir Ttkice 
t^rpm called i]qi|(Itorf, ^^& five dilM Got- 
r^^jTsV Sff^ofetfbjTthe grcfct SomciM the 
three Inquifitors inqqire into the Adminiftration 
of the decealed Duke, and if he it fouhd to have 
bMniatdty io it, KitHehthave a Fhi^laid upoa 
them according to the greatoefs <^ the Crime.

And now as tfiis dty is a Member of kafy^ (b 
thb general Inttareft ot it is the fame with the 
Country, lii uniting ^th all the feveral ^ates 
^f it fbt felf prdbf ♦atiOfl , and being jealous of 
Frame J which this wife peljqple af 6 lace not to be 
«^tifi^ in, they b^ag fterfeft Maftets.in the 
taibv^tedgd of ti^ InCeKft) asd conffamti in tb# 
jpf^aoceflfit, ' 
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Tear 1 38 1.) whereby they faftkiiied great loflesi 
they were much more formidabic than they have 
been fincej and their decay giWng incourage^ 
tneiit to the growing greatnef^ of the feveral 
Kingdoms of Sfmn and FrMce , each of them 
ddigned theiiibdningof it, which canfedalong 
dme great troubles, to it, never endings until hj 
the valour and gallantry of Andreas DorU (a Ci- 
tiwn) it was tl^Jivcred from Foreign Wars, inite- 
ftine Factions, and fetled in Peace and Liberty. ' 
This Prince Dma (for (b he then was, as the 
Familv ftiU mnains) is furely one of the moft 
Auguic Eicamples of Integrity , Aireftion , and 
Faithfulnefs to his Country, th^t is met with in 
anyftory; for being fo great a Captain (elpeci- 
ally at Sea) that his fame caufed the molt potent 
Ftinces of thofe times to contend for him (as 
Trance and Spain being then at variance^ andia 
War, each of thofe Crowns ftriving to gain him) 
he made it his rule to ferve him, by who(e fer- 
^Ce he could have the moft opportunity of pre- 
ferving his own Country in Liberty ; add as h^ 
always conditioned for it, To as foon as he found 
either of them to intend breach of Faith with him, 
(as each of them at feveral times deHgned the fub^ 
dtiing of Gemaa) he left hio^ and went to the 
other, and not being corruptible by the greatett 
temptations of either CrovcFn , by conftancy to 
his Principles, ' be made them both at iaft content 
to leave his Country in Liberty. 

Andfurtherj when after this he had delivered 
them in the Year 1 547.- from the defign of ipiefce 
(one of their. Citizens), who aimed at doing thfe 
ft me by th«tf; as the Mii^es had a few Years be- 

yfurping 
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Uforpiag the GovernmcDt , they would have 
made him Hereditary Duke, he jrefufed itj im- 
ployiflgall his Power and Authority (which was 
eKceeding great) io fetliug them tinder the Gd- 
^yernmeotgfafreeSute , as they naw are , and 
have ever fince continued, without any confidera^V 
ble trouble , and being fatisfied with ibme honoi 
rary Priviledges conferred upon his Family , waa 
content to have the chief of it (as too great , and 
therefore dangierous in fofmall a Republick) ex- 
cluded bearing any Office in the Government ; as 
for the fame reafon fome other Families are at 
this day v wherein they aft wilely , no Common- 
wealth being fafe where any in the Government 
exceeds jn Riches, Power or Greatnefs. And al- 
though it (pay be fuj^pded that Ohver QrampfeU 
(did heknowtheltory) efteemed this felf-denial 
great folly, and defpifed his Memory for it, yet the 
Faithfulnefsof DwU remains an honour to bis Fa- 
mily s whcfreas the fallenefs of the other will be a 
perpetual (lain to his \ for although Or^rnvftls Am« 
bition , in dividing his Party that he might Rule, 
may be reckoned as the Foundation of HisMajje* 
fties blefled Reftauration , and upou that account 
advantageous to the Kingdom ^ yet he intending 
nafuch thing in it, butou the€ontrary,the fettiog 
of htmfelf up in oppofition to the Kine , deierves 
no thanks , or honourable mcRBory , but detel^-'* 
tion and abborrency for it. 

The artifices which fi^fs^xifc^ for Ufbrpiqg the 
Govfernoiient of this Rejpublick , were much^ like 
Groonr^/r ^aAicei , lA pretending great toeal/Qr 
publick good i with unbouAded Charity towards 
the Poor, ^9A asy lAdigeat necel&tous Famines 
^ p€ffiio&^ mryiqg cout(«oufly and obligingly 

towards 
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Cowards Friends, Strangers, and InferioqrS) fliid 
. diOemblingly towards all he fufpefted were Ene- 
mies to his defign, flily and cunningly accufing the 
Senate of ill Governtneht , andinfnfing ill Opini- 
ons into the people of them, as alfo of the Family , 
of Prince Doria^ becatifc likely to oppofe hith in 
his defign, until having got a party, he feiied the 
Town without any oppofition, favc what AndrtM 
BarU and his Nephew (who was (lain in it) made ^ 
but when bavhig all at his own devotion , going 
proudly as well as needlefly the fame day in Tri- 
umph , to take poflcffipn of the Gallies lying in 
the Harbour , in paffin^ a long plank to one of 
them be fell intd the Sea , where having his Ar- 
mour on he funk right down , and fo elided his 
defign with his days. Tradition reports him to 
have been pufhed over by one that followed him, 
although not mentioned in ftory , to avoid the 
entailing a revenge in his Family; but whether it 
was true or no, it is not material for any to be 
too curious therein. 

His death made foch a confufidn in his Party, | 
that Andreas Doria (then very aged ) taking the ; 
advantage of it difperfed them, fet the Senate at ] 
liberty* (vyho were before Prifoners) and became ! 
again the Founcjer of the Commonwealth. Fiefco'% 
body b^ing found , was judged to be carried fome 
leagues to Sea, and with difgraceful Ceremonies 
caft into it \ his Eftatc to be confifcated , his Pa- 
fece demoliflied, and by Sentence never any Honfe 
more to be built whereit flood, (b that the ruirics 
of Wsfloiife remain until this day a Monument 
of hjsTtcachery ; as on the contrary, the fbtely 
arid^Cirfous Statues in white Marble* of Andr$M 
t>md^ and his Nephew (who vvas flain) fianding 
• on 
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en each fide of the Stairs afcending the Senate* 
Hqufe of tbi$ City , are true Memorials of their 
Yertues. 

. Thedifturbance that this Republick formerly 
iqet withJiQ their Government, caufed great un- 
&fet;y io City aod Country, which in fome mea* 
iure continued long^fterv and although theSe* 
nate bath of late years reduced both to great fe- 
curity , ippie Travellers making ufe of former 
times , &cm to pride much in telling ftrange do- 
ries of it at this day. 

It was once my lot to hear one come out of 
Jtaly^ but few weeks before my*felf, affirm a- 
mong^ other things of like nature, that befides 
the daily Murders committed in Ginoua , there 
were twenty thoufand Hi^Hway-men in their 
Dominions, the Heads whereof were perfonsof 
the belt Families in (7f/ia/v/i, th^t lived upon rob- 
bings whereas if all that travel through their 
Territories were robbed, uone efcaping, there 
are not (as T have caufe to believe) Travellers 
enough by Land (mod going thither by Sea to 
airoid t^e dreadful Mountains and Precipices) to 
maintain a hundred Thieves^ for having my felf 
^travelled (within a few months after this Gentle- 
man left Italy) through their Dominions , from 
one end to the other of all that is well travellable, 
I neither met one Traveller , nor iieard of one 
Thief ; nor vvhilft I ftaid in CjffwMj which was fe- 
¥eral weeks, did I hear of one Murder, nor found 
. caufe to forbear in the darkefi nights walking the 
^ftreetSy when my occafious required it* 

I inftance in this, firfl: to (bew how little heed is 
to be ^iveti to the reports of fome Travellers, who 
fpeaking often outpttnvy, paflion, or foolifh va- 
nity, 
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mty 9 in magotfying the dangers tfaey have paflUi 
care not firhac chey fay, as this Gentleaiaa did not, 
who being in years ^ and Goveroour to a young 
Gemleman of Qgality , could not but know bet- 
ter. Secondly, That TraTcllers may not therebjr 
be diicooraged ^ for I cannot but reckon this a ^ 
very equal CoHKnonwealth , a^d well worth vifr ' 
tingy havipgbad nocaufe, whilft I was there, or 
at Kemccy to complain of infdtency in either of 
the places , as is ordinary with foine to accuft 
them of. The greatelt danger that I could oUerve 
in trareiting/r^, being in miaking yonng Gentle- 
men ( not well founded iii Religion) Atfaeifb, 
by finding fo much impiety, and little zeal in a 
Country which pretends to Infalfibility in Reli- 
gion, and to be the Mother of it. 

The Nobility of GsfioHs bavii^ the liberty of 
other Countries , in cooverfiog with Strangers or 
their own Citizens, are very civil in it (as I have 
caule to (ay) towards Grangers as well as the reft. 
But the f^enetiansy being by nature or cuftom more 
referved, have little converfe with Travellers, aDd 
the Nobility there, wearing a diftingailhing Habit, 
by which they are known,it is dangerous toaSront 
any of them •, but as it is ib in behalf of them for 
Che maintaining the honour of their Order, ib on 
the contrary, the Law is fevere againftchem , if 
they diflionour oheir Quality in abofing others, 
they having no ftich.Law in eiAer place , as will 
juftifieaoy of them , in calling a Creditor for de- 
manding a jnft dfcbt of (may be) feven years or 
more (landing, or for not bearing patiently the 
beii^ conlcned with a fal(e Mortgage or Title of 
Land, all the oppr6brious names imaginable, as in 
£>me other Chantries, where, if the leik id retarh 

girc 



giv^ the Debtor any tbiog more than a (ad look^ 
as in telling him becoofcned bioa, or call him 
Knare ( though one who peradventure comnum 
Fame fpeaks Yoid of all moral honefty) be Ihall be 
undone for it ; though the keeping of his Family 
from fiarvlng might provoke him to fay what be 
* did , the Plea of juftifying not being allow^ ia 
the plaineft matters of Faft ; a thing which ieema 
to tend nmcb to the inconragiqg of that oppreflj^ 
on 9 which is fometimes met with from great pec- 
fons ; for were Merit and Vertue (which is all that 
is tmly valuable ia men) made necellary ingredif 
ents inacquuringof hbnour and refpeft from o- 
thers. Immorality would noCraign fo much in 
the World as it doth -, and fince we find by expe- 
rience, that reverence and refpeA will follow juit 
and honourable carriage and aAions in great per- 
fons, and that eveii almoftto adoration, it is pitv 
Vice (hould any where be priviledged. / 

The liberty that is taken in thefe Cities in the 
time of their Carnivals , caniKK with right be op-

Since the wifelt of Natt 
ens account it honourable, 9s the renetioftj^ and» 
kdMns% befide, that the French Kmg finding it 
rational to make it fo, hath lately declared the 
exercife of Comtnerce in a Gentleman to be no 
prejudice to his Quality ^ and that the Examples 
chat are againfl: it,arefram Countries who efteem 
the Miniftry, Phyfick, Law (the laft the ProfelEon 
ofour Politician) Court imployments (fave fome 
of the bighelt Offices) and all QilUngSi except

tec , it being fo fecrqtiy carried , wfiilftit wa$ in 
agitation , that tb^, Pope and his Confiftofy was 
highly ofiended v^ith'tjie King for.hjs k|ndnefs to, 
the Reformed, ^as not knowing the p^efining of i^ 
the King having l)een fo private in li^ riiat he cau-

Dial; were aiTairinated by command of King ^j^m^ 
the Third j the Queen a few days after them' died 
of ^rief , lamented by none , but hated by every 
one (as theBilhop o( Rcdez. affirms;) And the 
Duke of .4^'^M, who after the Kings deceafe c^me 
to the Crown, under the name of Henry the Third, 
was Ilaih by a ftab from a Jacobin Fryer. 

And asPWif the Second King of Spain^s per- 
fecution qf the .ProteftantSubjefts.in his Domi- 
nions., and his end is.^lfo very obfervable, fo I 
think it not imprope^'m this place to take notice 
of both. ' " . 

Befide this Kings cruelty in the Netherlands^ 
and perfecuting life , having once elcaped a great 
danger of being caft away at Sea \ at his arrival 
in Sfain , he appointed two days of rejoycing Ui 
days of Thankigiying) one at FalidoUdy and the 
other at SevU , w^hither he caufed thofc in prifon 
for Religion, to oe brought from feveral places of

Not long before his death , and when they Taw 
it approaching! his Brother the Diike oiAUnfony 
Montmorency^ and (bme other Grandees, Com- 
bined to deprive the Qoeen-Mother of the Regen-. 
qr ; but the King was no fooner expired t than 
flie prevented them by feizing the Government, 
in the abfence of her Son (the King ot Poland^ now 
Henry the Third) in his name , when immediately 
canfing the King of Navar and Prince of ConJe 
(both ftill Prifoners) to be brought before her, 
after fliarp reproofs , (be releafed thetn. The 
Prince of Conde flipped preftntly into Germam^ 
where he raifed Forces for the relief rf the op- 
preOed Proteftants, but the King was longer in 
getting away. 

Now the War beginning again, the Duke of 
AUmpn (the Kings Brother) joyned witfr the 
Prince of Cmde^ and in a (bort timeaftei^, the 
Kin^ of Navinr efcaped to Kochel , where they 
received him willingly , but excepted againff ma- 
il^ of his Followers, as wicked debauched Atheilts, 
vrithout any Morality as well fts Religion , which 
he did not oppole, knowing them to be perfbns 
put upon him by the Court , in defign to make 
him as wicked as themlelves , the only way , as 
they thought, to feCure him from the Reformed 
Religion. 

The Proteftants in the Year 1576. brought 
Henry the Third (now returned out of Polan4)to a 
large Edidt for the quiet enjoyment of their Re- 
ligion, at which the Papifts being offended, they 
framed that Catbolick League which vexed France 
about twenty years, the beginning was fmatl, but 
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ibon^incrcAfed, the pretence being tomaintaia 
Popery and extirpate Reformation, but at bottom 
the de^gn wa^ firft to deftcoy the Order of $a(;ceC. 
Iferf ill the Koyal Race y and then the Line it felf, 
to ma'kc way for H^my uukc of Gnyi , who bad 
at that tifne the advantage of having of his own 
* Fartiily eight or ten Princcis in his Party » all per- 
fon^ isif ufefof parts and daring fpirits. 

The Queen and the ^/ii/ex begin now all to be 

Wcaty of Peace ^ the firft as being naturally of a 

turbulent ipirlt^ and not fo conGderable under it 

as War » and the others as not holding Peace fu- 

t^ble to their ends. And therefore they put the 

Ring upbii demanding of the Proteftants , the 

Towns jgiventhem by leveral EdiAs for their fe- 

(furity , as the Queen did them upon a denial 

thereof as an unreafonable requeft, fotbat a War 

confequently followed^ but lafted not longer than 

until tie Year 1580. that Peace ms again con- 

claded 9 and another Edid for fatisfaftion of the 

Reformed granted. 

After this the new modelled League ingrcafing, 
the King was made a meer Cypher , the Gifife^ by 
the power of the League fo overtopping himi that 
at the AlTembly, in tiie Year 1 58$, held at BWx, 
they forced bim to repeal all tbe.EdiAs which he 
had fworn unto ^ and made for the benefit of the 
Proteftants, and to make another for the banilh- 
ibg of them all ; the Minifters within one mouthy 
and the reft within fix upon pain of death , to 
difinherit the King of N4va^ and Prince of 
Conde J and to fettle the Succeflion upon their Un- 
tie a Cardinal, an old Man, and pne whom .they 
knew could neither havi Children , or live fong, 
and thii to the end ^ that when he died , (if they 
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ftayed until then) the ^^vf/eMii^bfaqp into Oe 
Throne. 

This gave begirniing toche War g0ttn,aiidlte^ 
Ring of Ndvsr , and Frioce oi'Cmde^ great ui 
jflft canfe to declare the AfiemUy at Mm ooll and 
Void. }ioi9 tiemy the Third feeuig MmTelf laid 
tfid^ in part) and near a total depoiition ^ the 
Leagners flame alone being nfed in OMoy tmnlii- 
^ions, without once mentionii^ bis ^ he then 
(lotted as his laft remedy , the taking away of 
thcCmfes^ dud in the Year i jf88. the Goort be- 
ing at i<Mi#, the Duke of (ji^, and his Brother 
the Cardinal y were by the kings Command both 
daili, they being too powerful to be brought to a 
kgd Tryal. 

The King endeayoored the ftJ7»igirf'aIltfaeir 
Adherents at the fame ttole that they were put 

' to death , and made himfelf Mlafter ik the Duket 
young Sons, with Tome others near luind; but 
theDokeof^l^m^t Brother to the (?#^i, be- 

Jitt further oS", and hartng notice of the death i 
ofbis Brothers , laved himlelf befote be was ar^ 
tefted, and To became the General, aodtfeadof | 
the League. In this fame Vear , Hemy cf^B^mh^m \ 
Prince of Ond$ ^ was by his Enemies taken away ] 
by poyron i a great loft to the Reformed Churchy 
tnere d^iflg in him the Vertae of his own parti- 1 
cular Line. \ 

The doth of the Gtt^s wrought varioofly ] 
(vix^) with the Leaguers > to the makiqg diem 

^he more fierce a^inlt the King, and wkh him for 
the TeCurify of himfelf, to joyn with the Kin^of 
isfavar and his Proteftant Party. This Conjttnaio&. 
leemed to carry all before them , bdeaguring Td- 
fit (which held with the League) and in a fiur^ 
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wa^df'liefteingie, btitthe Dcstth of Henry the 
Third, by a fatal ftroke from a yacobin Fryer (the 
flfft "of Af^Hfi 1 589.) prevented their progrefs, . 
by the diftrttflaons that followed thereupoit 
ainon^the^titoited Forces i the Monk was imme- 
dtttely flain by thole abotit the King , which nn- 

* happily tiittdcred flic ftrthtr difcovery of the * 
Tfcafon v**Hc Kinglivcdfome hours after the far 

\ tal'blow, in which rim? he lent for the King of 
NmuTj tle^tered him (at! his own Brothers being 
dend) his lawful and rnieal Succeflbr, adviting 
hhn toimbrace the Romilh Religion, and exhbr* 
ted hfs own Party to be faithful to him. 

•»Miaftyfrfttitk to htm; in hc^esof his following 
the Kings advice iQ the change of his Religion^ 
otfiersf gfei^'cdW as featring it ; he durft not de- 
clifr« a^.-way, that he would not turn for fear of 
IdBng^the Popi(!f Party, nor that he tvould, for 
.grJeving^Jiiroldfroteftaht Party. 

The tiWgiiersr beftirrcd' themfehres more now 
thai*e1rer,'*^(ftin^a11in tficit awn names, calling * 
tbrfr fhje-)aTid*uridoubte3|Cing, whohad nevei; /^ 
foHfeltediiis? Right, by the name only of Hem-ym \l 
Bokrboft^ the. Pope caft out bis Thundefbofts I 
againfttfiefengand his Party, the Leagueri cal- 
led'ifl the Spmiardj and declared the Cardinal of 
"Bukr^ Kttg,' biit fie not efijoy ing that Title long, 
being in a (hort time after taken away by Deatn, 
the^ proceeded after his teeceafe without a King, 
and fb'far diftreOcd flt«ry the Fourth, thatflfey 
drilrc fitra to Diepj ffcom whence he was teady to 
Imbafk for 'England^ and had done it, but that 
by*<^en EUzaheth^s feafonable fupplyrng hint 
withlburor fivethouftnd mcn,^ gathering breath 
again, he recovered ftttfrigthi and came in a little" 
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time to be upon equal terms with the Lea* 
gucrs. / 

The Sp^rn^r^ (being now entred the Kingdom) 
fblicited the Leaguers to chufe a King, a Book 
being writ byon^ Hotheman^ a great Civilian, to 
prove the Kingdom of Franse Eledive,with power 
in the States to depofe their Kings, according to * 
fcveral Examples inftanced in ; the King of Sfm 
propounded to thentto give his Daiignter with 
great advantages to whomfoever they flionld make 
King, bav'mg an eye either upon the young Dnke 
of Gmfiy who was e'icaped out of Prifon, or upon 
the young Dnke of Lorrain ; but herein the Sfo- 
fiiard was ouicb out ia hb Politicks *, for the Duke 
of Mdiennt having the poweir of the Sword, tind 
not in a capacity of anfwering the Sfamards de^ 
Hgn in a match ; himfelf being married and 
without a Son for their Daughter, he let Maitrm^ 
who could not bear the thoughts of any new King 
but himfelf, againfthim, andtheHoiifes of I^- 
rain zndGHife one againft another, and both ^ 
gainfl: Mdeme^ becaufe heobftrufted their ad- 
vancement to the Crown, and fo Sjpiic;^ divided 
the League which they (hould have ke^t united, 
as thofe by whom they were to have wrought tbeir 
ends. / 

The War went on ftili with ftruglings on both 
Udes, and with various fuccefs, until at laft H^) 
the Fourth,partly from the importunity of hisPo- 
pifli FriendsA partly frou^miltruft of Providence, 
declared himfelf a Papift, whereby making Henr) 
the Thirds Party firm to him, and his own dd 
Proteftiant Friends not forftking him (tfiou^ 
highly grieved at bisrevolt) be carried ail befoie 
him. 

The 
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The Kingfent an Embafl&dor to Rome to pro- 
cure hi^ acceptance ancf reconciliation there, as 
theI<ingof Sfain and the Leagners fent theirs to 
opppfe it, pleading him to be a Relapfer , and 
therefore his Recalncacion ndt to bfe received ; eP 
pecially it not being, ^ they aliedged, fincere bat 
feigned, and from neceflSty. Great ftftvings there 
were a longtime at i.omi oA both (ides, th^ one 
to be received^ and the other to hinder it, nnt.iI 
Kt laft the Ring^ affairs increallng, an end was piift 
to the dirpnte by the Popes acceptance of hivd^ 
iwfticlt was not lontf done , b,efore the Dake of 
^mfe (who waited Tor an honourable pretence for 
coming in to the King) left his Uncle the Duke 
^o( Maierincy and made his Peace. Many followed 
Ms Example, while the League kept yet together 
tinder their Head and General , but in a (hort 
time the King reduced them all j fome by force ^ 
find others by kindnefs. The Duke of Maienne 
Was the laft of the trench Army that ftpod out^ 
and yet notwitbftanding^ (with a remarkable Cle- 
mency) the Kiog gave him honourable Conditi- 
ons, at a time'when he was not iria capacity of 
refilling, felling him after he had (at their firft 
meeting) Walked him round bis Camp at a greater 
rate than he was Well able to bear , being fat and 
Corpulem:,Whereas the King Was (jpaf e and nimble, 
that he had thereby revenged himfdf fufficiently 
upon him-, a reveUge fiiitable to the magnanimity 
andgreatnefs of his Soul, Cruelty and Oppreflion 
being the ef^As of Cowardile and bafeaefs. 

After this the King having to do with noUe 

but the Sfoniardj he forced him eafily to a Peace, 

which was concluded at Verinn^ betwixt the two 

Kings and tHe Duke of Savvj^ by Articleilfwoin 
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unto for them and thetr Allies -, fo that Geneveht- 
ing declared aa Ally of France^ and comprehen- 
ded in the Peace, thinking themfelves thereby fe- 
cure, entertained an. intimate correfpondence 
with Saviy , they having always an Agent (tm 
him refiding with them ; but that Duke in a few 
Years after, whilft in full Peace (with a Hypocri- ' 
tical pretence of Friendfhip) plotted the fupri- 
ling of the City, with an intent to have put all 
to the Sword, and was fo far advanced in bis falfe 
and wicked defign, that the 12th of December (in 
the Year 1602.) being a dark night, he had put 
two hundred men over the WalJs into the Town, 
had fixed a Perarr to one of the Gates, and had 
twelve or fifteen hundred 5ouldiers more, near. 
at hand, ready to enter, himfelf not being much 
further off with other affiftance, fo that not fear- 
ing a failure in the leafl:, he fent Couriers feveral 
ways to his Friends, to carry the news of bis be- 
ing Mailer of Geneve ; but when he had faid in bis 
Heart they were in his hands, and he would de- 
vour them, in that wherein he dealt proudly God 
was above him, preventing all, by the accidental 
killing of the man that was to have given Fire to 
thePetar, by which means the Town having time 
to rife, they flew and took Prifoners moft of thofe 
that were entered, being many of them perfbnsof 
the befl: quality of Savoy i thofe taken alive 
(though on the Lords Day in the Morning) were 
by the Juftice of the Town tryed as Traitors (Smd 
not as Prifoners of War, becaufe in time of fiiD 
Peace) Condemned and Executed, by cutting off 
thcji Heads, th^^ Bodies of all the flain, aswcllas 
f rf v.h&. B. • • af? i' Seing thrown the fame Day into 
l!:c i..v 10; F: ^.^ (into which « tbeTdwntbc 
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Lake of Geneve falls) their Heads being all fet 
upon a Pole near the City *, this was fb great a de- 
liverance, that to this time they hold a very fo^ 
lemn Anni verfary Day of Thankfgiving for it. The 
Town would have made War upon the Duke for 

.<Chis breach of Oath and Faith, as thinking their 
Allies ingaged to fecond them in it^ hut Henry 
the Fourth being then in love with Peace, took up 
the difference -, bu^this horrid and abominable ' 
Hypocrifle in the Duke of Savayj with his Ance- 
fiors former breach of Faith with his Reformed 
Subjcfts,together with CJjdrles the Ninth of France 
his Diflimulation, for compafling the Maflacre of 
Paris^ and his predeceflbrs never keeping Agree- . 
ments with the Proteftants of France^ may well be 
a caution to'all Separatifts to the Chqrch otKjme^ 
to be careful how they ttqfl: t5 the Oaths of Po- 
pilh Princes. 

The King of Navar now under the Title of 
Hfnry the Fourth of France j having reduced all 
his Kingdom, applied himfelf to the fetling of it, 
and to that end made an Aft of Oblivion, forget- 
ting the greateft injuries, even that of the Parlia* 
mcnt of Tholoufe theit Arraigning, Condemning, 
aod Executing of him in his Effigies as a Tray tor, 
fetled the Proteftant Religion by 
an Edift, bearing the name of that ™ ^* 
of isr4«w, in larger liberty thane- bS'i^^ 
ver,rendring them equally capable ij/hcd in Eng- 
with Papiltsofall manner of prefer- liftu 
mentSjOffices, and priviledges what- 

f foever, their caufcs in Law being made triable 
only by Judicatures , coqftituted: of equal num- 
bers of each Religion, which Edift too long to 
recite^ is declared in exprefs words to be perpe- 
X 3 wal 
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tual and irrevocable, bearing date in the Year 
1 598. And beflde this, tfhe King to the advantage 
ot the Religion, gave countenance to the Edift, 
by making (in favour of it) chpice of the Puke 
of SuBie (a Zealous Proteltant) for bis Chief Fa- 
vourite and Minifter of State, imploying him in 
all his affairs, which (ruftthe £iuke aufwered with * 
fo much wifdom and honefty, that in kfs tbaq 
twelve Years that the Ring out lived the Civil 
Wars, his Dpbts were paid, Anch fpent in Build- 
ipg, Taxes leflened, and aTreafure of fifty Mil- 
lions of Livers gathered ; a good 5xaipple fpf 
Chief Minifters of State. 

There is nothing reflefts ppon this Kinjg inhin 
fettleraenr, butthereftoringof th^ Jefuits, v»ho 
bad been baniflicd , as a punifhment for one of 
their Fraternities afteoipting to (tab him in tbc

Before the Reftaurafipn of the Jrfuits, the 
ping had fever?! debates in private with t|ie Duke 
of 5/^&> about it, wherein the puke oyercpqiing 
him with f pafoos fPf the not doing of it, he (w|io 
in the Field had always been a ftranger to ftar) 
confefled bis fear of the Jefuits, and fo reduced 
the Duke to ? filetit fubmiffiop, conftderinjg thefc 
was no fence againft fear j and thus the Jefuits 
(Enemies to hpmane Society) were reftored, and 
the Pillar of their (h^rae (erefted in PariJ with 
reproachful Infcripjtions) puHed dowii, no marks 
being left upon tiiera iox thehorridqefe of their 
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Principles^laye that whereas the Caps ^^ /#^ «f 
of other Jefuits and Priefts are made f "!" ^^y^ 
withaperfeacroft, oi^Mrtofthe 'S^%Z 
Croft (leaving it triangular) is taken ing tbHrCaps 
from the Jefuits Caps of fr4«?rf, of mtbaperffH 
^ which ipftead of being alhanied, their ^^fii/^ wa- 
* impudence is fuch,that raany of them l*^ the^rea 
glory init. ^ • . ^^ ofthatmL- 

After feeling Fr^nu thus m perfcd d9. 
9nd entire Peace, fuhduing all Factions, gatSiering 
a Treafure 9 and by his excellent Government 
rendring himfelf the delijght of his people, having 
ibme great undertaking in his intention , though 
undeclared , he laid down a method for maintain- 
ing of a War, raifed an Army of forty thou fand 
men, fuch as Chriftendom had not often leen, 
taking order for fuch Recruits as he (hould have 
need of. Hisdefignwas, without all perad ven- 
ture, for the relief of the opprdTed States and 
Princes of (j^i^ii;^ 9 how far be looked inrther is 
uncertain , but the World had fb great an opinion 
of his Honour, Mercy, Jufticei and Faithfulnefs to 
bis word (in ail which, France never had the like) 
that whatever it was he aimed at, they believed, 
as he negatively profefled , that it was not for in- 
creafiog his qwq Dominions, being fully content-* 
ed fvith wh«t he had. 

This Army (which was a terror to the Houfe of 
Mftria) being ready to march , the King went 
t9 Paris to the Coronation of his Queen, when to 
fatisfie h^ importunity, (though contrary to his 
owQJ^ti^nt) hefetlcd the Regency upon her in 
his ibfeflce, refolving, after the Ceremonies were 
fi^iOied, to return to his Aricy ., but the very next 
d^y afC^r the Corooaticm and fetling of the Re- 
X4 gency,

gencv , riding in his Coach in P^rh , he rcceiTCd 
aftabfromaFryer, which gave him not leave to 
fpeak one word. How much the people of Fr^w; 
and efpecially of Paris (who bad moft flood out 
agaipft him) after they had had experience of his 
good and>crtuous Government, wereafflifted. 
at his death, is inexpreJJible. 

The Villain was lalcen, and put to the Rackfo 
difcovering his Complices i but the Bifliop of Ri- 
dez in his Hiftory faith no more of it, than that his 
Conftflion was not made known , and that when 
thofethat exatpined him were asked of it, they 
durft make no other anfwer, than with the Ihrug 
of their Ihouldersi by which there feems to be 
too too much hinted concerning fome perfon that 
was too great to be ftoken of. 

When this great Prince died; the Proteftaot 
Religion was in its Zenith, and top of reputatiwi, 
Hut good Queen Eliz^eth being dead fome years 
hefore, and the Proteftant party having novTno 
Protc^or left them , they being both gone; the 
Intereft of the Reformed begun thin to decliac. 
: In thelif« time of ^*«ry the Fourth, fome great 
Jedons following his exampleirevolted from their 
Keligion } but when he was gone, and the Regen- 
cy (durmg the Minority .of his Son) in the Queen, 
the hopes of acquiring her Eavour , made fome 
profjitute their Gonfci^ces, and others, that they 
might be the more ferviccable to her , and lender 
themfelves fo much the greatlier xJeferving her 
?'^?t^ ^r^^'^y "^^^ "^"^^^^^ °f Serving her lads, 
.u P- n TX^^*? °"'y ^^ '**« outward profcffion of 
their firft Principles (as fome at this day praaife 
the fame policy)iii the number of which/heDukes 
ftTroMutile and BouUion beac too.high » if^fc;

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The Papifts , as loth to be behind any in inju- 
ries to thofe of the Religion, and ambitious of 
making themfelves acceptable to the. Court of 
Hmi ^ as others did to the Queen, contrived the 
bfinjging back to the Drones of their Church , the 
Lands in the Principality of Beam in the Kingdom' 
of Navar , which had been near fixty years con- 
Verted to other and better ufts* This Province 
was one of the places, where the Reformation, 
was firft fetled in Peace and Freedom , by thar 
excellent Queen of, Navar , Mother to Henry the 
JFourth , and Great Grandmother to Charles the 
JSecond prefent King of Sngland j but the people,; 
though not able to^ refift this wrong, yet not' 
knowing hpw to obey To great an invafion of their, 
Rijghts , caufed the King to advance with his 
Army tQ them , who though at firft promifed the 
maintaining of their Priviledges , yet the very 
next day after that promife made to them , took 
them away , in annexing Beam to France , and 
therein changing the Government of the Country, 
the expeftation of the King? bejng true to his 
word, being looked upon by the Courtiers , as 
the effeAs of folly and weaknefs in the too too . 
crediilous Proteftants. 

Upon this invafion of Right , the whole Prote-' 
ftant party in France^ efteeming their Religious! 
liberties (truck at in it , rook up Arms for defence 
of their Rights and Priviledges, and in them for 
the relief of Beam , making the Duke of Rohan 
their General , to whofe excellent Memoires I 
refer the Reader to the ftory of thofe Wars which' 
followed upon this occafion, what goes t)efore 
being colledted out of other Authors , without 
making ufe of Monfiewr ^T^^/^'s Works j for

altbough none can deny , but bis Hiftory of the 
Civil Wars of Frjptce is finely writ, and better 
tranflated, yet being held by the Proteftants upon 
llie place to be very partially done, I have chpfen 
rather in this deduftion , to male ufe ofMmfaitr 
JCAiAigfiUh ftory of the Ikme times, as accounted 
much more autbentick than the other, he having 
been a great Favourite of Henry the Fourth , and 
by his Order furnilhed with all neceflary helps 
for writing of his HUbry *, and if Manfiewr J^A^ 
viUCs care in matters of raft, was no better, than 
in affirming England^ and the Reformifts in dr* 
many , to be i[\Lmhcrans (when befide the many 
CMvittifis that are in the Empire , the Articles 
and Difcipline of our Church difl[er (b much 
from the Lutherans , that we cannot [ilroperly be 
compared to them) as alfo, that in the Bartbfh 
lomew Maflacre there were but forty thouiand ' 
murdered , when the Bifhop Qf Roiiiz. conkfiktb, 
that after the Example of Taris , there was 
throughout the Cities of the Kingdom near a 
hundred tboufand ; nor Chan iq his Geographical 
Defaiption of Rocbel^ Diep^ zod^Bulbgne i making 
the firlt to lye over zg^mtt England ^ the fecond 
over againft the Mouth of the7lj4wi, and the 
third upon the Ocean Sea ^ there may be cauie to 
except againft his Authority , and to wi(b, the 
Tranflator had beftowed his labour upon feme 
more authentick Hiftory of thofe Times. For 
lincehe hath fo grofly erred in things eafily cor-, 
refted , it may well be fuppoi^ he ha(h done the 
fame in maters mpce in the ^\i. 

As the Lords wpnderful vFprki^gs arp moll ta- 
ken notice of,, whi^n &(^ ^a)l t^eginnings., and 
contrary m^an^ hepr^di^^hgr^tefie^i ib of 
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raoft ftories in the World, oone deferycs more, 
obfervation 9s to both particulars , than this ef 
France^ where a diflblute young Merchant, cafBed 

. to repentance by an extr aord inary means, was the 
Author of fb much li^t i and where tiie feveral 
ways ufed for the extinguishing of that Kgbt, tur- 

' nedftilltotteiocr^alingofit, andtbattofefei^h 
a degree, as the Confederation of all the Romi(h 
Party, with their bloody praft ices could never 
fupprefti and where after f//»ry the Fourtb had 
turned his back upon the Truth , contrary to the 
rufc of Apoftates (who are generally the moft vio- 
lent againfi then: old Party, to gain -credit with 
their hew) he notwithftanding retaiped fo much 

. gratitude to thofe that fet him in his Throne, an^ 
confidence of their Principles (knowing they bad 
xn^ver been falfe to their Country, nor trooblefom 
to their Kings , but upon ^coupt of liberty of 
Confcience in the Worihipgf God) that he left 
them in perfect liberty , with power to defend 
themfelves a^ainft any Invaders of their Rights, 
leaving at that timp many Cities in their hands 
for th^ir fecurity . And thus being come from the 
Original of the Reformed, to their conditioa in 
their greatefl: profperity ; I Ihall fo far a$ is con- 
venient , c^educp tiieir decay , and conclude vitfa 
their prefent poftqre. t 

The Proteftant Intercft ip France bath had the 
fame Fortune in its fall as in its advancement, to 
be followed by many otho: Countries , the realbn 
of which is not obicure; for although the Lord 
can and will, wh,en it feems good to him, proteft 
and maintain bis Church , as well as raife it with- 
out the help of man , yet as the ordinary way of 
his Providence i^ the World is by fccondary 

means.

Aieans, fo he made ufe of good Qoeea Elizabeth as 
an loftruipenc, during her Reign, of inaeafing it 
to the greateft height it ever arrived at. Whofe 
death followed not many years after by the de- 
ceafe of Hemy the Fourth of FrMtce , was thg^ pc-^ 
Cfiilpn of its (ad decay and languiQunent. 

After God had prepared and fitted this excel- 
lent Qiieen for his work , by many troubles an^d 
afQi(tions, delivering her from death, which her 
unnatural Sifter had deligned , and that by the 
means of her greateft Enemy and Perfecutor Phitif 
the Second oi Spain , fo prodigious in Cruelty up- 
on the account of Religioq, that he fpared not his 
own Son and Heir Apparent ; Ihe camie to^ the 
Crown d[ England in a time when Popery was in 
its Zenith, and at that height , that nothing but 
aneipecial over-ruling hand of Providence could 
have preferved her ; tor in her own Dominions 
there were few for Reformation <, the King of 
Sfain in his greateft Glory, combining with the 
Pope and all their Adherents againft her. In 
France the Proteftants grievoufly afflided and niaf- 
f^cred, without the leaft hopes of relief, and eve- 
ry- where without a head or formidable counter 
nance ^ fo that in many places they were the ex- 
ercife of Tyrants cruelties , enough to have made 
the iiigheft foirit yields as much lefs made Henry 
th? Fourth of Fr4w^ (the greateft Souldier of hisf , 
tim^) warp •, and that ihe did not fink, under her 
burden, is acknowle.cjged by her Enemies, who. 
190k no further than m^q,* to have been the efietl 
of a Courage not to beparallel'd, and by tbofe 
that go higher , that there was an extraordinary 
appearance of God in it. 
Her ^ork required wifdom and refolution, the

one alone would not have done it; for had they 
not both concentred in her , (he muft have failed ; 
but (he had wifdom to chufe wife and honeft 
Counfellors, or atleaft to chufe them wife , and 
by her example and Itri A eye, make them honeft ^ 
ihe was refolute in reforming Religion , and even 
almolt at the fame time, in aflifting theProte- 
ftants in Scotland againfi: their Queen , thofe in 
France againft their fucceflive Kings , and the 
Eftates 01 Holland againft theirs,leveiiing her main 
ftroke againft the Crown of Spain , as the chief 
Pillar of the Roman Chtrch ; (he was fuccefsful 
in all (he undertook, fetling Religion in Scotland^ 
Htnry the Fourth upon his Throne in France to do 
the like there, relieved the Hollanders^ reduced the 
Papi(h in IreUnd^ fuppreded at home all the con- 
tinual Plottings of her Popilh Subjects -, and when 
the Houle xAAuflhria in their pride , * thought none 
could have done them harm , Ihe when none elfe 
was in* a capacity of doing it, put a ft6p to their 
Carrier, and humbled them, and all with fo fmall, 
though a well managed Reventie,dot burdening of 
the people, that (be became dear to them-, (he 
ruled not only over a great people, but in the 
Hearts of theiti, making their intereil hers, with- 
out having any other , which procured recipro- 
cally to her the having but once Purfe, the Nation 
being readier to give than fhe was to ask^ knowing 
that though Money were given her^if the occafion 
was taken away , fhe would return it to the peo« 
pie as Ihe once did. She kept to the Laws , with- 
out feeking innovations, loving her Country and 
people as parents do their children , having no 
intereft but theirs, was a true Jufticer, not fuller- 
ing the Greatnefs of any to besu: down Right ; 

Sir 
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Sir fohn Poynes having a good Caufe, was too hard 
for Efex (her greateft Favourite) in a Courtcoa- 
teft betwixt them about that Ceremony called^ 
Serving tip all night, ia Ibme kind ftill in ufe, 
ivhich the Earl (being at play in the room) 
thought himfelf too great to obferve and fubmit . 
unto , until controulerf by Sir John (whole Office 
it was to clear the place) he was forced to with- 
draw y for which the Q^een upon a Hearing coni' 
mended Sir Tohn^ and blamed the Earl ^ nor could 
that Earl maintain his Page againfl: a Q)ubtry- 
Gentleman proiecuting him for the blood of Ms 
Servant , of whom in a Court-preliimpf ion he had 
been the death ; (he was true to her Protefiaot 
Allies , having few or none elfe , as quick in gi- 
ving them relief, as they were in defiring of it, and 
always tru'e and faithful to her word . 

Thefe Excellencies made her formidable inthe 
Worldjloved by her Friends,feared and honoured 
by her Enemies, fo that: in her time, and by her in- 
fluence Religion in all' places (where it had ani 
root) grew and profpererfv and elpoufing the came 
of G(3 vigoroufly,not by halves, but heartily and 
throughly , Ihe rendred her felf the Head of the 
Protellant party , and thereby in her time the 
gredteft Potentate in the Chriftian part of SurofCy 
aii Example worthy the imitation of her Succef 
fors, in that by making themfelves the Head of the \ 
Reformed^ they may become the firft and moft for- I 
midable Power of Chriffendom ; and Greatnefs 
being that Which all Princes aim at, it may well in- 
vite thofe that are capable of it to the defign. 

The Government of this Queen cannot well be 
reflefted upon , for more than two or three para- 
ges in all her days, and he mull want Charity as 

leell 



wtl) as^ood Nature , that cannot excufe lb few 
failings m the fpace of feventy years that (he livedo 
efpecially when in the general coorfe of her Reiga, 
which was near forty five of th^m, <he(b trul^ 
parfued the Intexeft and good of Religion , and 
the Nation , that thereby the fird was inaeafed 
exceedingly , and the latter rendred glorious all 
over the World. 

Her Death made preftotly a great change in 
Councellors and Councils, it not being long after 
before gngland (whether with or contrary to tbekr 
then Interel^, I leave others to judge) made Peace 
with SfdHj and left Henry the Fourth of France 
to ftand alone , who was at that time the greateft 
Countenancer of the Reformed, upon the account 
(at kaft) of Common Juftice and Gratitude^ if not 
Confcience as well as Policy. About eight years 
after the deceafe of this Gloriotas "Queen , that 
Famous King died in that manner , as is before 
nmntioned , and in him the French Prbteftants 
belt Friend, having left them lA his own Country 
in fuch perfeft Freedom , and in fo great Power, 
that if any confiderable Reformed Potentate had» 
affter Queen EUTifAtthi Example , joyned viga- 
roufly with the Dukes of Rohan^ Scubiz^e and SnUie^ 
and other great Oaes of the Religion that wete 
faithful andfincere to the Intereft of it , he might 
with eafe have eftabiifhed the Proteftant Liberty 
paft (baking , for the Regency (after the death c^ 
Henry the Fourth, during the Minority of his Son) 
being in the Queen, a Woman of little experience * 
in Affairs , and full of jealoufies^ begot fuch Fa- 
Alons in the State betwixt the Princes of the 
Blood and other Grandees , that t^e work would 
not have been difficult , and would have pr^^ 

vented 



^epted the Revolt of feme > who fprfbok their 

^Religion, andhave kept others in we, who. did 
worfe , in keeping their Profeflion on purpofetp 
•be the abler to betray the Caufe, For they (Feeing 
the party without any ^overaign proteftion^ and 
the weaknefi of. the Queen ,-fuch as gave men df 
inore wit than honefty ^ opportunity of advance- * 
ment, by complying with her) fought themfelves, 
ffome openly, by a publicR profeflion of Popery, and 
others covertly , by feemingly keeping td ttit Re^ 
forme^d Religion , whillt under-hana they did 
them the more mifchief: . 

^ThelEraperour feeing the dillrafted conditioa 
of the Reformed Church in fr^wf, without any td 
countenance the^, was incouraged to Perfecntioa 
inTBohemU^ wherein afting contrary to the Con- 
ditions upon which they had Eledted and Crowned 
bis Son King , they depoCed him , and in his plac? 
chofe the Prince Eleftor PaUtwe , which pccafict 
ned a War betwixt the new King and the Empe- 
roor^ in which the Vrinct Palatine loft, both hi$ 
Kingdom, and Hereditary Countries. 1 

The Emperour being thereby fleOied with &(!' 
cefs, went on againft Germany /iijl hopes of making 
a perfed Conqueft of that Country , and had cer- 
tainly not failed in it , had not the Lord raifed up 
the King of Sweden to prevent him. But the prci- 
fperous proceedings jn Qfrmmy^ efpeciallyrforthe 
firft twelve or thirteen years , of the Popiffi party, 
gave incouragement to the Wars, againft the Re- 
formed in France y where , although the two in- 
comparable Brothers , the Dukes of Kohan and 
Sofibiu-y v/gre all the Princes that tlie iniquity of 
thofe times had there left faithful to the Caufe 
of Gqd, they had m^degood their party., and 
'.■.,■ '^ * kept 



kept their ground ia the laft, as well as in the firft 
4md ieoond Wars , had their Neigbbolirs ftood 
bat Neuters, and beeafaithful to them , as they 
ought in duty at leaft to have done \ but Counrels 
running contrary , and that Age afibrding many 
concurrent advantages to the Romilh Churchy 
not convenient to mention \ theperfecuted Pro* 
teftantsloftgrotmd daily , until thfe Long Parlia- 
ment (as bad as they were) from principles of 
Policy in reference to their own iecurity , as well 
as to popular reputation, became. (during their 
time) (bme countenance to them , their declared 
Principles being (pretendedly at leaft) for the fup- 
preffion and ruine of Popery and advancement of 
the Reformation , moll of their Foreign projeftsT 
(according to the Hiftory of thole Times) tending 
that way, they\being in Treaty with Deputies 
from 3urdcMHx , upon Articles conductble to the 
fame end, when OaniMFr/ZUfarping the Govern* 
ment , did not only overthrow the defign , but 

Erobablv betrayed it to the French King, with thq 
ives oTfome ingaged in the bulinels) for Mr. 
f^him Hmnts (by birth ^Gtman) General Engi- 
neer to the Army , and one of his own Cmiflarie$, 
imployed in that Afiair , who after Omi^cU and . 
Mdzjtrint were agreed , was purfiied through 
France^ and eicaped mlraculoufly, did believe he 
was discovered by Olher^ his Errand being kliowfl 
only to himfelf and Ms Confident ^ and hereiit 
Cyoimfiell did more prejudice to the Proteftant 
Caufe than is recoverable , or than many fuch 
petty Etnbaflies to the Duke and Dutchefs of 
Saviy in behalf of the \al4enfes (which is bragged 
of by hh party) could ha+e repafa-ed.

Doriag this Debate, IbmeexceptioDs being ta^ 
ken at the ttie^oal carriage of an eminent Mem- 
ber, he was accnfed of having had CcHiference ae 
WlitAMU with the Pretender, as that which was 
coittraty to liie Orders of the HoQfe. ThisCharge 
put the Honfe into a greattfaeat, ibnae taking part 
.with him , as otbers s^ainft him v and as the

The Parliament fell again upon the iaiocaunts ci 
the Common- Wealth , confidering bow to re- 
trench the Charges of the Go?ermnent, brn^ging 
^ the disboriements not to exrcced the income, raife 
prefent money for the Army by the Arrears ow-i 
ing the State, and other ways (if poffible)witlP 
eut laying any new Tax u]^pn the people, whidi 
the Country Party would ftin have had,but in this 
chey were interrupted by the Courtiers, who 
broaghtonfoot, Firfi,ToV6teatttheOffioersof 
the Army to repahr to their feveral Charges. Se- 
condly, That they (hould not hold anv meetings 
during the fitting of the Parliament, but with con- 
fent cf both Houfes and the Pretender. Tbirdhr* 
That none ihould be in Office, butludiaswoma 
fid>l€ribe, not to interrupt dtber HOufeof Pftrlta- 
meat in their Debates, c^^. 
< Tbefe Votes were lent to the odier VtifaStp 
where they remained unretamed. Theiiext day 
the accounts were a third time fiiden upon, btt 
interrupted again by the Courtiers, who broiffiht

Tbeq^xtday, being the Z2r/^ ofW^Y, thp 
Black Itod«:anie jto the Door demanding entrance, 
the Serjeant at lArrnes, who Ihouid have dmie no 
more thanapquaijited the Houfe tha( fuch aM&f* 
fenger was at the Door, acquainted them with 
his Meflage (vi^) that by Order of the Pr^en- 
der, . the Spefil^gr of the other Houfe, fent to the 
HouTe of Commons, to come with their Speaker 
to the Pretender and them in the other Houfe*, 
which the Commons received generally with 
greatiiidigQatipii a^d ftorn, ibme aflerting with 
jbpight «nd piiflion etiou^h, that they were 4he 
Upperjapufe-, andTo without receiving the MeP 
iiwger, the Houfe Adjourned until Mmdat the 
Zfol^ifrUp few the next day the pretended Pro-

Thirdly, That as the Court bad by the advan- 
tages that follow the Authority of the Chief Ma- 
giftrate fo packed the Parliament, thattbe over- 
ruling Vote was at their Command ^ fo the per- 
ions of that Party were moft of them of fuch 
fcrvile and felfifh Principles , that they knew no 
tncerefl; bnt that of the iingle perfon and their 
own. 

Fourthly, That all that the CounttY Ruty codd 
do (though they fliewed lucb AlHlities,Indufliy, 
and AffeAions to their Country,, as is worthy for 
eyer to be remembred) was tokeepofi'Slaveiy 
Ifor a fmall time (in hopes that God would fend 
deliverance) without power of doiqg any moie

N^ion, for whom many and deep Pits have been 
d^ged *, bottheLcnrd hath, and 1 hope ever will 
deliver them out of all. 
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
